BROCKVILLE,  1910. 


The  eleventh  Annual  Meeting  of  the  ONTARIO 
HISTORICAL  SOCIETY  was  held  in  the  Town  of 
Brockville,  on  the  I3th,  I4th  and  I5th  of  July,  1910. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  the  Warden  and  mem- 
bers of  the  County  Council  the  sessions  were  held  in 
the  Council  Chamber  in  the  Court  House. 

The  opening  meeting  was  held  at  2  p.m.,  the 
President,  Mr.  Barlow  Cumberland,  in  the  chair, 
and  the  following  delegates  present  :  Miss  Janet 
Carnochan,  President  of  the  Niagara  Historical  So- 
ciety, Niagara-ori-the-Lake  ;  Miss  A.  I.  G.  Gilkison, 
Vice-President  Brant  County  Historical  Society, 
Brantford  ;  Mrs.  Braddish  Billings,  Mrs.  J.  B.

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  read 
and  confirmed. 


PRESIDENT'S  REMARKS. 

President  Cumberland  stated  that  it  gave    him 
great  pleasure  to  be  able  to  welcome  such    a    large 
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number    of    delegates    and   friends    at    the    opening 
meeting. 

He  said  it  was  not  his  intention,  at  this  meeting, 
to  make  the  usual  Presidential  address,  as  he  had 
prepared  a  special  paper  for  the  public  meeting,  but 
would  simply  express  his  satisfaction  at  being  able 
to  report  a  most  prosperous  and  successful  year. 
Much  had  been  done  in  arousing  the  interest  of 
those  concerned  in  the  preservation  and  restoration 
of  historic  sites  and  landmarks  throughout  the  Pro- 
vince. A  great  many  letters  of  vital  interest  to  the 
Society  had  been  received  and  answered.  Meetings 
had  been  arranged  and  addresses  given  with  a  view 
of  stimulating  the  study  of  the  history,  growth  and 
resources  of  our  own  country.  He  said  that  owing 
to  the  approaching  anniversaries  of  the  important 
military  movements  which  occurred  in  1812-14-15, 
which  had  preserved  to  us  our  nationality,  he  had 
felt  that  a  strong  effort  should  be  made  to  estab- 
lish local  societies  at  selected  points  throughout  the 
Province,  and  with  this  end  in  view  arrangements 
had  been  made  which  had  resulted  in  a  very  cordial 
invitation  from  the  Mayor  and  Corporation  of  the 
historic  town  of  Brockville  to  hold  our  annual 
meeting  there.  He  was  also  pleased  to  be  able  to 
state  that  a  local  society  was  being  formed,  the 
organization  of  which  was  in  the  hands  of  leading 
citizens  and  he  felt  sure  that  this  visit  would  be  a 
"red  letter"  event  in  the  history  of  the  Society. 


SECRETAKY'S  REPORT 

Brockville,  Council  Chamber,  July  13,  1910. 

Mr.  President,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  : 

The  eleventh  milestone  in  our  history  has  been 
passed  and  another  chapter  added  to  the  records  of 
our  Society.  The  year  that  has  just  closed  has  been 
one  of  great  promise  and  your  officers  have  been  in- 
defatigable in  their  ellorts  to  obtain  an  increased 
interest  in  matters  of  historical  moment.  Personal 
visits  have  been  made  and  instructive  addresses 
given  which  cannot  fail  to  be  productive  of  fruitful 
results.  Matters  of  vital  importance,  requiring 
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careful  consideration  and  the  exercise  of  wise  judg- 
ment, have  been  dealt  with  during  the  year  ;  dan- 
ger points  have  been  avoided  and  the  honor  and 
prestige  of  our  Society  preserved.  An  interest  has 
been  aroused  which  we  believe  will  lead  to  the  for- 
mation of  active  historical  societies  in  the  Thunder 
Bay  District,  Fort  William,  Grimsby,  Owen  Sound, 
and  Brockville,  and  with  the  approaching  anniver- 
sary of  the  military  movements,  which  occurred  in 
this  Province  in  1812-15,  it  is  hoped  to  establish  a 
chain  of  local  branches  covering  the  points  concern- 
ed. 

THE  LIBRARY. 

During  the  year  your  Secretarv  has  been  able 
to  add  some  valuable  additions  to  the  Library.  Ex- 
changes have  been  made  with  societies  and  educa- 
tional institutions  hitherto  not  on  our  list,  and  the 
publications  thus  obtained  will  lend  an  additional 
attraction  to  our  collection.  A  supplementary  list 
of  books,  pamphlets  and  reports  will  be  included  in 
the  Report  for  the  current  year. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  a  steady  increase  in 
membership.  This  is  indicative  of  the  interest  that 
is  being  aroused  in  the  study  of  the  history  of  our 
beloved  country  and  the  laudable  endeavor  to  re- 
store and  preserve  to  posterity  its  military  points 
and  landmarks. 

We  regret  to  report  the  continued  illness  of  Doc- 
tor David  Boyle  who  is  suffering  with  paralysis,  and 
Mrs.  Thompson  who  is  slowly  recuperating  from  a 
surgical  operation.  We  trust  that  the  Divine  Provi- 
dence will  lovingly  sustain  and  restore  them  to 
their  accustomed  places  in  our  Society. 

It  is  also  our  sad  duty  to  report  the  death  of 
our  late  member,  Thomas  E.  Champion.  Mr.  Cham- 
pion was  a  well  known  figure  in  the  journalistic 
world  and  an  active,  intelligent  worker  in  our  Socie- 
ty. We  shall  miss  his  kindly  face  at  our  meetings. 

In  conclusion  we  beg  to  call  your  attention  to 
the  steady  expansion  of  our  Society  and  the  grow- 
ing necessity  of  providing  for  the  services  of  an  of- 
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ficer  who  could  devote  his  undivided  attention  to  its 
business  interests.

REPORTS  OF  COMMITTEES. 

HISTORIC  SITE  PRESERVATION  COMMITTEE 

Since  the  last  report  on  the  question  of  the  pre- 
servation of  Historic  Sites,    your    Committee    has 
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gathered  some  information  with  regard  to  the  work 
which  has  been  done  in  the  Province. 

Our  President  has  very  kindly  aided  us  by  keep- 
ing a  memorandum  of  the  different  matters  as  they 
have  been  brought  to  his  attention.  The  amount  of 
work  actually  accomplished  seems  very  small,  but 
something  has  been  done  and  the  reports  from  dif- 
ferent parts  of  the  Province  indicate  that  this  great 
question  is  receiving  more  consideration  as  the  years 
go  by,  and  that  the  people  outside  of  the  Historical 
Societies  are  beginning  to  realize  that  we  of  Ontario 
should  keep  what  historical  landmarks  we  have  in 
the  best  possible  manner. 

We  will  refer  to  some  of  those  points  which 
have  been  brought  to  our  attention  in  the  hope(  that 
something  may  be  done  to  look  after  the  needs  of 
each  individual  case  : 

From  Collingwood,  we  have  a  report  that  Fort 
Ste.  Marie  on  Christian  Island, — one  of  the  most 
important  historical  sites  in  that  part  of  the  Pro- 
vince,— is  in  a  neglected  and  dilapidated  condition. 
The  old  ruins  are  covered  with  trees  and  shrubbery. 
This  is  clearly  a  case  which  the  Government  should 
look  after,  and  we  recommend  that  this  Society  or 
the  Huron  Institute  send  a  communication  to  the 
proper  authority  at  Ottawa,  requesting  that  Fort 
Ste.  Marie  be  put  in  a  sightly  condition,  and  be  pre- 
served in  future  as  a  Government  Park. 

On  the  south-west  peninsula,  in  the  County  of 
Essex,  near  the  village  of  Kingsville,  on  a  point  of 
land  overlooking  Lake  Krie,  there  is  a  ruin,  said  to 
be  an  old  French  trading  post.  It  is  on  the  farm  of 
one  George  Fox.  This  property  was  brought  to  our 
attention  by  Mr.  Hugh  Nichol  of  Stratford,  whose 
rambles  in  pursuit  of  his  favorite  hobby, — that  of 
collecting  Indian  relics, — took  him  to  ^the  place. 
Mr.  Nichol  suggests  that  it  may  have  been  a  British 
post,  as  numerous  regimental  buttons  have  been 
foiind  there.  He  has  been  asked  to  secure  all  the  in- 
formation possible  about  the  place,  and  to  draw  a 
sketch  of  the  same  and  forward  all  to  the  Society. 

At  Thaincsville,  in  Kent  County,  the  Methodist 
denomination  is  this  year  completing  arrangements 
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to  build  a  parsonage,  the  same  being  a  memorial  to 
one  Nathan  Bangs  who  first  held  services  in  August, 
1804,  in  a  pioneer's  cabin  which  stood  within  the 
limits  of  the  present  village.  Mr.  Morrison,  one  of 
the  members  of  our  Committee,  has  prepared  an 
historical  address  on  Nathan  Bangs  which  he  is  to 
read  at  the  services  to  be  held  at  Thamesville  on 
Monday,  August  the  1st,  of  this  year. 

Judge  Ermatinger,  of  St.  Thomas,  reports  six 
historical  sites  which  should  be  marked  in  some  ap- 
propriate manner  : 

1.  The  Southwold  Earthwork  ten  miles  west  of 
St.  Thomas.    This  is  an  Indian  fort  or  village  site 
still  plainly  marked.    It  is  supposed   to  be  the  neu- 
tral village  of  "Alexis." 

2.  Port  Talbot,  landing  place  and  home  of  Col. 
Talbot,  1803. 

3.  Ivanding  place  of  Highland  settlers,  island  of 
"Knock  Nelly,"   New  Glasgow,  Township    of    Ald- 
boro. 

4.  Site  of  the  first  two  settlers'  houses  in    St. 
Thomas  (Daniel  Rapelge  and  David  Mandeville). 

5.  Site  of  Col.     Bostwick's     homestead,     Port 
Stanley. 

6.  Wintering  place  at  Port  Dover     of     Galinee 
and  Dollier  de  Casson  (1669-70).    The  first  residence 
of  Europeans  on  Lake  Erie. 

In  London  the  Historic  Sites  Committee  of  the 
local  Society  has  completed  arrangements  for  the 
erection  of  a  monument  on  the  north  bank  of  the 
Thames  in  memory  of  the  victims  of  the  Victoria 
disaster  on  May  24th,  1881.  The  same  committee 
has  placed  bronze  tablets  on  the  site  of  the  first 
house  built  in  London  and  on  the  two  Sebastopol 
cannon  in  Victoria  Park.  The  work  being  done  in 
and  about  London  deserves  great  praise. 

There  is  an  old  graveyard  near  the  village  of 
Drummondville  which  has  been  receiving  consider- 
able attention  this  year,  owing  to  the  reports  which 
have  appeared  in  the  Toronto  papers  that  it  is  being 
desecrated.  This  graveyard  is  filled  with  the!  bodies 
of  many  of  the  heroes  of  the  war  of  1812,  and  the 
latest  burial  on  record  there  was  in  1859.  The  ques- 
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tion  of  the  preservation  and  care  of  this  spot  had 
been  referred  to  the  Lundy's  Lane  Society.  Other 
organizations,  among  them  the  Woman's  Historical 
Society  of  Toronto,  have  taken  the  matter  up  in  an 
active  manner  and  it  is  hoped  that  any  further  at- 
tempts to  devastate  will  be  promptly  checked,  and 
that  at  an  early  date  some  eilort  will  be  made  to 
make  proper  provision  for  the  permanent  care  of  the 
graveyard.  . 

Miss  Carnochan,  with  her  continued  energy  for 
historical  work,  reports  that  the  Niagara  Histori- 
cal Society  has  placed  several  new  tablets  in  their 
room,  in  memory  of  those  regiments  which  served 
on  duty  there.  Miss  Carnochan  says  that  they  have 
a  great  many  outside  places  which  should  be  mark- 
ed, and  they  hope  in  time  to  be  able  to  do  this 
work. 

In  Lennox  and  Addington,  interest  had  centred 
around  two  places,  the  old  Methodist  church  (the 
first  ever  built  in  Canada)  with  its  neighboring 
graveyard,  and  the  landing  place  of  the  United  Em- 
pire  Loyalists  at  Adolphustown. 

The  Methodist  Historical  Society  has  secured  an 
option  on  the  old  church  which  stands  on  Hay  Bay, 
an  arm  of  the  Bay  of  Quinte,  and  the  graveyard, 
which  is  across  the  road  from  the  church.  Dr.  Bur- 
wash  writes  me  that  the  preservation  of  this  old 
monument  and  this  piece  of  ground  where  so  many 
of  the  United  Empire  Loyalists  lie  buried,  is  an  as- 
sured fact,  and  he  suggests  that  after  the  property 
is  secured  and  put  in  the  condition  which  it  should 
be,  it  would  be  a  capital  idea  if  the  Lennox  and  Ad- 
dington Historical  Society  would  give  their  assist- 
ance for  its  future  preservation.  I  have  written  him 
that  he  can  rely  on  that  aid.  It  is  his  intention  to 
ask  the  General  Conference  for  .sufficient  funds  to  al- 
low a  little  fund  besides  the  purchase  price,  that  may 
from  time  to  time  be  used  in  making  the  necessary 
repairs  and  the  up-keep  of  the  building. 

The  land  on  that  part  of  the  Bay  of  Quinte, 
wrhere  the  United  Empire  Loyalists  landed  at  Adol- 
phustown, and  where  the  first  hard  winters  were 
spent  by  that  gallant  band  of/  Canadian  pioneers, 
has  never  been  patented  by  the  Crown.  This  last 
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spring  application  was  made  for  a  Crown  deed,  but 
before  the  same  was  issued  the  subject  was  referred 
to  the  local  Society  at  Napanee.  The  final  outcome 
resulted  in  a  very  satisfactory  arrangement  by 
which  a  fine  tract  of  land,  which  includes  the  actual 
landing  place,  is  to  be  deeded  to  the  Lennox  and 
Addington  Historical  Society  in  trust  for  park  pur- 
poses. A  suitable  fence  will  be  built  around  it  and 
in  future  it  will  be  a  splendid  monument  to  the 
United  Kmpire  Loyalists  who  landed  in  Adolphus- 
town. 

At  Fresco tt  a  monument  built  of  Stanstead 
granite  was  erected  to  the  memory  of  Barbara 
Heck,  the  founder  of  Methodism  in  America.  This 
memorial  has  an  international  interest  and  is  mas- 
sive and  dignified  in  appearance,  costing  about  $3,- 
ooo. 

The  Government  at  Ottawa  has  been  appealed 
to  with  the  hope  that  the  new  gold  coinage  of  the 
Dominion,  may  have  a  design  emblematic  of  some 
event  in  Canadian  history.  Although  this  does  not 
come  under  the  strict  province  of  your  Committee, 
we  have  had  considerable  correspondence  on  the  sub- 
ject, and  have  assurances  from  the  Finance  Depart- 
ment that  our  views  will  be  favorablv  considered.

I  have  referred  above  only  to  those  historic 
sites  which  have  been  brought  to  the  attention  of 
your  committee.  There  must  be  many  which  have 
received  attention  of  which  no  mention  has  been 
made  to  us.  Naturally  this  is  bound  to  happen 
when  no  regular  organization,  with  time  to  devote 
to  the  subject,  has  the  matter  in  hand.  I  am  con- 
vinced that  the  proper  way  to  adequately  handle 
this  important  matter  has  not  as  yet  been  adopted. 
It  is  a  problem  which  can  be  effectively  worked  out 
only  through  some  fairly  central  and  responsible 
organization  capable  of  enlisting  both  local  interest 
and  initiative  and  Provincial  or  Dominion  aid, 
where  the  sites  to  be  preserved  or  commemorated 
relate  to  Provincial  or  Dominion  interests. 

Perhaps  the  first  requisite  is  a  fairly  adequate 
survey  of  the  historical  sites  within  definite  areas, 
accompanied  by  estimates  as  to  w^hat  would  be 
necessary  to  be  done  for  their  preservation  and  the 
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probable  cost  thereof.  Such  a  survey  would  furnish 
a  basis  as  to  the  relative  obligations,  pecuniary  and 
otherwise,  which  might  reasonably  be  assigned  to 
local,  Provincial  or  Dominion  interests. 

This,  it  must  be  admitted,  is  an  undertaking 
which  requires  not  only  a  special  interest  in  the 
subject  and  a  broad  historical  knowledge,  but  a 
considerable  amount  of  time  and  energy  available 
for  such  work.  While  a  Committee  may  undertake 
general  supervision  of  such  a  work,  yet  the  greater 
part  of  the  work  itself  must  be  assigned  to  one  or 
two  special  individuals  who  will  attend  to  the  de- 
tails and  report  to  the  Com'mittee.

FlyAG  AND  COMMEMORATION  COMMITTEE. 

The  past  year  has  been  marked  by  one  great  and 
commemorative  day,  on  which  the  Empire's  flag  flew 
out  glad  welcome.  The  new  Commonwealth  of  South 
Africa,  marking  a  confederation's  united  and 
forceful  activities,  was  duly  and  loyally  greeted  by 
our  schools  on  this  her  first  birthday.  The  work  of 
extension  in  flag-raising  has  been  gradual,  but  of  no 
meaningless  import,  especially  in  the  West  where 
the  new  foreign  element  needed  to  be  taught  the  sig- 
nificant power  of  the  Union  Jack.  By  order  of  the 
Minister  of  Public  Works  a  new  gain  is  recorded, 
•'the  Jack  is  to  be  flown  on  all  public  buildings."

Miss  Janet  Carnochan,  Niagara-on-the-Lake, 
presented  an  interesting  report  on  kt  Historic 
Events."

This  period  was  a  heroic 
strife  for  the  preservation  of  our  country  as  a  Bri- 
tish land  ;  its  liberties  were  secured  by  the  devotion 
of  the  navies  and  armies  of  the  Home  Land  who 
came  for  our  protection  and  support,  and  by  thr- 
loyalty  and  selfrsacrifice  of  Canadians,  French  and 
English-speaking  in  all  parts  of  Canada.  It  was  the 
first  fruits  of  the  beginnings  of  our  history  as  a  Bri- 
tish people,  and  it  is  recommended  that  arrange- 
ments should  be  made  in  all  our  affiliated  Societies 
for  their  study  and  to  arrange  for  centennial  com- 
memoration."

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CANADA'S  HEIRLOOMS  OF  EMPIRE 


Paper  Read  by  the  President  at   the  Public  Meeting 

in  Connection  with  the  Annual  Meeting 

at  Brockville,  I3th  July,  1910. 


PATRIOTISM. 

If  all  the  peoples  of  the  world  were  of  the  same 
stock  and  kin,  of  the  same  habitudes  and  ideals, 
then  there  would  be  no  individuality  of  nations.  All 
communities  would  be  pervaded  by  a  callous  uni- 
formity, a  self-indulgent  inertia,  absorbing  the  lives 
and  energies  of  their  inhabitants  and  causing  per- 
sonal gain  and  material  expansion  to  be  the  sole 
measure  of  their  respective  national  standing. 

But  that  strange  and  heart-sprung  influence, 
called  patriotism,  arises  to  wrest  the  people  out  of 
their  selfishness,  and  fuses  them  mightily  into  a 
pervading,  fervid  fellowship — a  process  of  amalga- 
mating power  arising  from  a  spirit  of  self-sacriifice, 
rather  than  of  self-seeking  ;  from  emotion,  rather 
than  judgment  ;  from  filial  remembrance  of  par- 
ental guardianship,  and  of  the  honour  and  duty  due 
to  the  history  and  tradition  of  their  predecessors. 

Of  the  many  influences  by  which  the  spirit  of 
patriotism  is  created  and  developed,  there  is  none 
greater,  or  under  which  it  is  more  firmly  consoli- 
dated, than  as  the  very  name  indicates,  by  love  of 
home,  country  and  fatherland. 

As.  the  homes  are  the  concentration  of  family 
duty  and  affection,  so  the  fatherland  is  but  the  con- 
centration of  the  loyal  homes  into  one  united  de- 
votion in  service  and  in  loyal  duty  to  the  general 
welfare  and  one  national  union. 

This  patriotism  is  not  necessarily  the  product 
of  similar  blood  or  descent.  A  people's  ancestors 
may  have  been  of  unknown  source,  arising  before 
the  times  of  historic  record  ;  or  they  may  have  af- 
terwards blended  into  themselves  the  scions  of 
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foreigners,  who  may  for  a  time  have  overpassed 
them,  or  who  have  come  among  them  and  mingled, 
to  form  a  new  race  ;  but  whether  it  be  original  or 
blend  the  creating  and  confirming  bond  of  union, 
and  the  strength  of  the  united  patriotism,  is  found 
in  ownership  and  share  of  native,  soil,  the  heirlooms 
of  fatherland. 

Canada  is  now  passing  into  the  most  momen- 
tous trial  that  has  ever  been  set  before  a  growing 
people.  Never  was  there  such  a  sudden,  widespread 
and  speedy  task,  of  nation-building,  and  patriot- 
making,  as  is  now  pressing  upon  the  Canadians  of 
to-day.  In  the  past  short  term  of  fifty  years  they 
have  laid  out  the  new  bounds  of  Canada,  and,  but 
three  millions  in  number,  laid  the  foundations  of 
this  opening  realm  into  which  all  the  peoples  of  the 
world  arc  pressing  in  headlong  haste. 

Whose  is  this  land  ?  Whose  is  this  Empire  ?  It 
may  not  be  amiss  for  us  to  think  together  of 
whence  it  came  to  our  hands.  Whose  was  the  pa- 
triotism that  built  it  up  ?  Whose  are  the  heirlooms 
which  have  been  entrusted  to  our  care  ?  What  are 
our  duties  so  to  use,  to  fructify,  to  enjoy  and  to 
hand  them  on  in  honour,  in  viol  a  ted  and  undiminish- 
ed  ? 

THE  WINNING  OF  THE  HEIRLOOMS. 

The  patriotism  which  had  been  created  and  fos- 
tered in  the  little  home  centres  of  the  British 
Islands  did  not  content  itself  with  rest  and  develop- 
ment of  its  own  natiive  surroundings,  like  most  of 
the  races  of  Europe,  but  virile  and  venturesome 
sought  new  fields  of  prowess  in  searchings  across 
the  seas.  So  it  was  that  the  adventurers  of  Eng- 
land, early  set  the  sails  of  their  tiny  shallops  over 
the  waves,  and  encompassing  the  unknown  oceans 
brought  distant  continents  beneath  the  touch  ot. 
their  growing  realm.  No  history  surpasses  the  gal- 
lant record  of  the  expansion  of  a  little  island  people 
to  become  the  progenitors  of  a  world-spread  influ- 
ence and  a  world-wide  Empire.  Patriotism  set  their 
prows  outwards.  Patriotism  again  brought  them 
home  for  the  building  up  of  their  native,  land  by  the 
fruits  and  profits  of  their  far-off  conquests.  The  At- 
lantic shores  of  North  America,  South  Africa,  Aus- 
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tralia,  New  Zealand,  and  islands  that  spangle  the 
oceans,  came  under  their  valiant  sway.  To  these 
after  years  of  contest  in  campaigns  in  Europe  with 
the  French,  Canada  was  added  in  1759  by  the  genius 
of  Wolfe,  when  the  great  inner  French  realm  which 
encompassed  the  rear  of  the  English  Colonies  spread 
along  the  margin  of  the  Atlantic  was  transferred  to 
their  motherland. 

Those  lands  and  realms  thus  won,  the  posses- 
sion of  their  waters  and  soil  are  the  national  heir- 
looms of  all  the  British  race. 

The  history  of  the  parent  land,  the  rights  and 
centuries  of  precedents  in  its  laws  and  government 
are  national  heirlooms,  by  direct  descent,  to  all 
peoples  who  have  entered  into  the  development  of 
these  realms. 

The  venturesome  Colonists,  who,  following  in 
the  leadership  of  the  first  adventurers  had  crossed 
the  seas  were  in  the  beginning  maintained  in 
their  possession  by  the  aegis  and  strong  arm.  of  the 
Home  Island  Kingdom  ;  protected  by  her  fleets  ; 
fought  for  by  the  men  of  her  armies  ;  supported  in 
their  infancy  by  the  expenditures  of  the  home  peo- 
ples. Under  this  mother  guardianship  they  were 
enabled  to  progress  in  the  development  of  their  na- 
tive products  and  being  endowed  with  her  laws  and 
liberties  grew  into  self-governing  Dominions,  the 
children  of  the  children  of  the  British  Empire  be- 
yond the  seas. 

True  it  is  that  this  transference  of  government 
has  not  always  been  smooth.  The  Colonists  of  Eng- 
land who  had  followed  their  sailor  adventurers  to 
North  America  and  occupied  the  lands  which  had 
been  gained  for  their  expansion,  grew  into  com- 
munities. These,  under  separate  governments  along 
the  Atlantic  shore,  such  as  Virginia  and  New  Eng- 
land, being  developed  as  units,  merged  into  Com- 
monwealths. Local  interests  were  developed,  local 
unities  created.  It  was  a  time  when  the  oceans  were 
a  dividing  barrier,  and  communication  so  delayed 
as  to  make  consultation  well  nigh  impracticable. 
1  Clcctricity  has  since  then  made  conference  a  possi- 
bility in  minutes,  and  the  seas,  with  steam  and 
speed,  brought  the  Continents  as  nearly  together  as 
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nearby  hamlets  were  then  on  land.  It  was  a  time, 
too,  of  autocratic  Ministries  and  Parliamentary 
factions  so  it  is  not  a  wonder  that  misunderstand- 
ings and  divisions  arose,  to  be  fanned  by  dema- 
gogues on  both  sides  of  the  oceans.  Calmer  consid- 
eration might  have  availed  to  prevent,  what  at  first 
was  only  the  demand  of  the  English  Colonists  for 
"their  rights  as  Englishmen,1'  widening  into  a  heat- 
ed breach.  So  the  schism  came,  yet  when  the  final 
clash  was  over  the  great  heart  of  the  British  home 
people  forgave,  and  conferred  benefits  upon  the 
communities  which  had  rebelled  from  their  Union. 
A  magnanimity  of  national  greatness  by  a  great 
people,  has  been  shown  to  still  exist  by  the  recent 
dealings  of  the  British  with  their  late  antagonists 
in  South  Africa. 

THE  FIRST  TRANSFER  IN  AMERICA. 

The  British  home  people  with  their  own 
armies  and  at  the  expense  of  their  own  tax- 
payers had  in  their  war  with  the  French  gained 
for  all  the  British  people  the  wide  Western  Terri- 
tories. These  were  no  portion  of  the  area  of  the 
revolting  Colonies.  After  the  rebellion  was 
over,  and  peace  had  arrived,  the  British,  in  1783, 
transferred  to  these  old-time  British  Colonies, 
which  had  merged  into  the  United  States,  broad 
lands  that  had  come  to  them  with  their  victories 
in  1759- 

The  Territories  of  the  then  once  British  Colon- 
ies, had  never  spread  further  into  the  interior  than 
to  the  Alleghanies,  which  were  the  western  bound- 
aries of  their  possessions.  From  the  summit  of 
these  lay,  spread  afar  before  the  eye,  the  coveted 
French  Valley  of  the  Ohio  and  the  broad  lands 
stretching  away  to  the  Mississippi,  a  Naboth's  vine- 
yard earnestly  desired  by  the  Colonists,  but  yet  a 
fringe  for  incursions  by  Indian  and  French  allies. 
From  these  invaders  they  had  been  protected  by 
the  soldiers  of  the  parent  armies  and  it  was  the 
jangle  which  had  been  created  by  the  Colonists'  re- 
fusal to  contribute  to  the  expense  of  their  own  pro- 
tection which  was  one  of  the  main  causes  of  the 
commencement  of  the  disruption. 
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This  territory  from  the  ATleghanies  to  the  Mis- 
sissippi which  in  its  products  of  iron,  its  coal  and 
fruitful  fields,  together  with  the  rights  of  using  the 
Mississippi  through  to  the  sea  transferred  at  the 
same  time  with  it,  has  been  a  mainspring  in  the 
advancement  and  wealth  of  the  people  of  the  United 
States  to  whom  it  was  then  freely  given.  In  the 
negotiations  at  the  time  of  its  transfer  it  was  re- 
presented that  this  domain  of  boundless  possibili- 
ties could  be  more  speedily  and  better  developed  iy 
the  people  nearer  by,  that  in  the  increased  wealth 
and  purchasing  power  of  the  Americans  the  home 
people  would  gain  a  reflex  advantage,  and  it  was 
further  declared  by  Benjamin  Franklin,  the  Repre- 
sentative for  the  United  States,  that  in  the  develop- 
ment of  the  territory,  in  its  progress  and  its  pro- 
ducts, British  trade  would  have  fullest  and  unim- 
peded access  and  share. 

Is  it  not  fair  to  say  that  all  this  has  long  been 
forgotten  ?  That  scarce  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States  to-day  recalls  the  source  from  which  it  came 
to  them,  or  the  promises  which  have  not  been  ful- 
filled ? 

This  fertile  sphere  and  territory,  the  "first 
west"  of  the  United  States,  and  the  stepping-stone 
to  the  further  west,  was  an  heirloom  of  the  British 
race,  transferred  to  them  with  the  wide-minded 
confidence  of  the  parent  realm.  How  many  of  the 
Americans  are  there  that  remember  ? 

ADMINISTRATION  AND  CONSTITUTION. 

But  conquest  has  not  been  the  all-absorbing  aim 
of  the  British  peioples.  There  seems  to  be  in  their 
race  a  genius  for  administration,  and  a  magnanim- 
ity in  the  rule  of  the  native,  or  newly-acquired,  peo- 
ples who  have  come  under  their  charge  which  has 
not  been  equalled  by  any  of  the  Empires  of  ancient 
history,  nor  of  any  of  later  or  present  days.  They 
have  gone  forth  not  to  subdue,  but  to  uplift. 

Blessed  with  a  race  of  loyal  servants,  sent  out 
as  Ediles  and  Administrators,  among  whom  graft 
is  unknown,  and  honour  and  unselfish  duty  to  the 
State  their  guiding  spirit,  the  rule  of  the  British 
has  been  a  rule,  firm  and  decisive  in  protection  of 
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life  and  property  to  its  subjects,  home-bred  or  later 
acquired  ;  impartial  and  unceasing  in  the  adminis- 
tration of  its  laws  and  justice  ;  educative  in  the 
spread  of  self-government,  and  generous  to  a  fault 
with  those  who  have  misunderstood  its  motives. 

A  rule  which  converts  lawless  men  to  real  liber- 
ty, bringing  freedom  combined  with  self-control, 
and  peace  instead  of  internal  feud.  With  this  yet 
another  genius  is  displayed,  that  of  the  adaptation 
of  practical  government  to  changes  of  phase  and 
conditions,  a  spirit  of  compromise  rather  than  of 
dominant  insistence,  the  granting  to  others  of  a 
fair  deal. 

Happy  is  the  community  by  whom  these  heir- 
looms of  British  administration  and  honourable 
fairnevss  have  been  received. 

Beyond  these  come  the  heirlooms  of  the  British 
Constitution,  the  greatest  of  all  and  bringing  the 
results  of  centuries  of  stress  and  development. 

In  the  Island  Home  Kingdom  there  had  grown 
from  the  days  when  the  subject  was  but  a  serf,  up- 
ward through  the  rights  wrung  by  the  Barons  at 
Runnimede  from  King  John,  the  outspoken  claims 
of  Hampden,  the  struggle  for  adequate  representa- 
tion, a  progress  from  which  there  came  the  develop- 
ment of  a  ruling  Parliament  in  which  all  the  three 
Kingdoms  were  in  union  represented. 

From  this  there  evolved  under  the  guiding  hands 
of  Sovereign  and  of  Statesmen 

"Who  knew  the  seasons  when  to  take 
Occasion  by  the  hand  and  make 
The  bounds  of  freedom  wider  yet," 
the  British  Constitutional  form  of  Government,    a 
system  not  rigidly  confined  within  the  wordings  of 
a  restricted  document,  to  be  strained  to  meet  con- 
tingencies which  were  not  conceived  of  when  it  was 
written,   but  flexible  and  adaptable,    "broad  based 
upon  the  people's  will." 

A  Monarchy  more  democratic  than  a  Repub- 
lic, whose  constitutional  Sovereign,  separated  from 
party  strife,  is  the  Umpire  between  the  factions, 
and  whose  Parliamentary  rulers  are  in  direct  touch 
with  the  electors  and  immediately  responsible  to 
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them  for  their  actions.  An  up-to-date  Government 
of  common  sense  not  tied  up  by  rules  and  regula- 
tions a  century  old. 

FREE  PARLIAMENT  OF  BRITISH  MEN. 


As  the  overseas  realms  which  came  with  British 
prowess  have  advanced  in  development,  then  step 
by  step  with  the  spread  of  population  and  increase 
of  material  interests  the  distant  rule  of  the  first 
periods  has  been  merged  into  the  powers  of  self- 
government,  so  that  local  needs  may  be  better  guid- 
ed by  local  knowledge.  This  heirloom  of  home  rule 
has  in  turn  been  granted  to  each  with  widest  pow- 
ers and  ungrudging  hand. 

Thus  from  the  Mother  of  Parliaments  at  West- 
minster have  branched  out  the  Daughter  Parliaments 
in  Canada,  New  Zealand,  Australasia  and  South 
Africa,  in  which  each  is  Daughter  in  the  Mother's 
House  and  Mistress  in  her  own. 

In  this  devolution  of  full  Parliamentary  powers 
in  which  the  Governor-General  who  as  an  adviser, 
and  not  a  ruler,  is  the  personal  representative  of  the 
British  Sovereign,  the  work  of  legislation  is  tran- 
sacted upon  the  same  rules  and  precedents  and  each 
was  endowed  with  a  constitution  similar  in  prin- 
ciple to  that  in  the  United  Kingdom.*  They  are  the 
free  Parliaments  of  British  men. 

The  whole-souled  feeling  and  unbounded  confi- 
dence in  which  the  grant  of  this  power  and  its  pos- 
sessions was  made,  was  well  displayed  under  the 
guidance  of  Her  Majesty,  Queen  Victoria,  in  the 
despatch  to  Lord  Sydenham  when  responsible  gov- 
ernment was  accorded  to  Canada,**  "It  is  Her  Ma- 
jesty's gracious  intention,"  the  despatch  said,  "to 
look  to  the  affectionate  attachment  of  her  people  in 
North  America  as  the  best  security  for  permanent 
Dominion." 

Given  in  such  spirit  these  heirlooms  of  British 
descent  have  been  received  and  must  in  honour  be 
continued  to  be  held  for  the  Alliance  and  support 
of  the  parent  realm  and  in  the  interests  of  the  peo- 
ples by  whose  fortitude  and  endurance  they  had  or- 
iginally been  gained.

**Lord  Russell  to  Lord  Sydenham,  Oct.  18,    1849, 
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PERSONAL  HEIRLOOMS. 

Having  considered  these  British  heirlooms  in 
their  general  descent  and  connections  let  us  follow 
up  their  history,  more  particularly  in  connection 
with  the  heirlooms  of  the  Crown  Lands  and  soil 
which  Canada  has  received  so  unboundedly  from  the 
British  Empire. 

This  heirloom  of  land  and  properties  came  to 
our  Canadian  people  and  has  been  dealt  with  in  a 
series  of  successive  cycles,  each  teeming  with  his- 
toric interest  as  patriotic  and  romantic  as  has  ever 
accompanied  the  evolution  of  any  growing  nation- 
ality. 

It  was  the  ancient  France  of  Monarchical  days 
which  sent  its  adventurers,  its  heroes  and  Christian 
martyrs  to  win  the  shores  of  the  St.  Lawrence  and 
to  pioneer  into  the  furthest  recesses  of  this  Contin- 
ent to  the  Rocky  Mountains  and  the  broad  regions 
of  the  Mississippi. 

With  these  came  from  Normandy  and  Brittany 
the  settlers  for  Quebec,  the  same  sturdy  stock  whose 
ancestors  had  in  previous  centuries  crossed  the  Eng- 
lish Channel  from  France,  set  their  Norman  kings 
upon  the  throne  of  England  and  fused  their  virility 
into  the  Norman-Saxon-British  race.  To  ancient 
France  of  the  pure  white  flag  with  the  Fleur-de-lis, 
belonged  the  soil  not  only  of  Quebec,  but  of  what 
afterwards  became  Upper  Canada,  and  of  all  the 
possessions  of  the  "New  France"  in  North  Ameri- 
ca. 

Under  this  period  of  the  French  regime  these 
settlers,  who  had  become  the  native  Canadians,  ex- 
perienced little  of  self-government.  The  profits  of 
their  farms  and  forests  were  farmed  out  for  the  gain 
of  their  imported  rulers  from  abroad,  they  were 
without  any  share  in  their  country's  affairs  and 
Parliamentary  Government  was  entirely  unknown. 

The  transfer  of  allegiance  from  ancient  France 
which  followed  the  battlefields  of  the  Field  of  Abra- 
ham and  of  Ste.  Foy  brought,  it  is  true,  a  change 
of  Sovereignty  and  allegiance,  but  at  the  same 
time  it  also  brought  back  to  these  Canadians  their 
own  blood  relations,  the  lineal  descendants  of  their 
own  old  Norman  kings.  The  Normans  of  old  had 
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placed  their  Norman  kings  on  the  British  Throne, 
the  British  now  brought  these  kings  back  again  to 
the  Normans  of  Canada.  It  was  the  revival  of  the 
old  blend  upon  a  new  Continent. 

The  new  connection  was  not  a  schism,  but  a  re- 
newal of  racial  conditions.  The  quarrel  had  not 
been  with  the  Canadians  of  North  America,  but 
with  the  greatly  changed  French  of  European 
France,  thus  camaradie  and  peace  quickly  fo, lowed. 
Abandoned  by  the  Government  of  France,  which  re- 
pudiated the  money  debts  and  obligations  due  by 
it  to  the  people,  freed  from  many  of  theiir  seigneurs 
who  returned  to  France  and  from  the  Bureau- 
crats who  had  fattened  on  them,  the  Canadians 
were  at  once  confirmed  by  their  new  British  rulers 
in  the  personal  possession  of  their  lands,  their  cus- 
toms, religion  and  native  language.  They  were  giv- 
en grants  for  their  own  homes,  their  territories 
were  applied  for  the  advancement  of  their  Province 
and  as  the  first  fruits  of  their  new  allegiance  they 
received  their  entrance  to  the  heirloom  of  the  Bri- 
tish Constitution. 

'These  gifts  the  Norman  of  Canada  nas  never 
forgotten.  His  motto  is,  "Je  me  souviens"  (I  re- 
member). No  truer  Briton  or  more  faithful  subject 
to  the  British  Crown  is  there  to  be  found  in  Ameri- 
ca than  the  French-speaking  Habitant  in  old  Que- 
bec, whose  race  have  proved  their  love  of  country 
and  true  allegiance  by  withstanding  all  the  periodi- 
cal allurements  of  American  politicians  and  by  driv- 
ing back  the  invaders  from  the  United  States  each 
time  in  1776,  1812  and  1870  they  have  assailed  his 
British  soil. 

British  valour  thus  has  won  and  held  Canada 
who^e  vast  unoccupied  acres  then  became  an  heir- 
loom of  the  men  of  the  British  race. 

To  this  new  British  land  there  soon  began  the 
coming  of  the  United  Empire  Loyalists  from  the 
severed  Colonies  in  the  United  States.  Some,  con- 
trary to  the  Treaty  of  Peace,  were  despoiled  of  their 
lands  because  of  the  loyalty  they  had  shown  to  the 
cause  of  their  King  ;  others,  British  to  the  core, 
abandoned  all  their  possessions  and  came  north  to 
be  again  on  British  soil.  Grants  of  Canadian  land 
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were  made  in  Nova  Scotia,  New  Brunswiek  and  Up- 
per and  Lower  Canada  to  these  patriots  and  their 
families  as  testimony  to  their  fidelity  to  United 
Empire. 

In  these  grants  they  received  as  individuals  a 
share  of  the  British  heirloom  won  in  Canada  by 
their  ancestors  of  the  British  race,  Tor  they  bad 
11  come  home  again." 

Another  cycle  and  in  1812  Canada  was  again 
invaded  by  hostile  forces  of  the  United  States.  The 
Canadians  had  not  yet  become  strong  enough  to  be 
able  to  defend  their' homes  and  country  alone.  At 
once  there  came  from  across  the  seas  the  soldiers 
and  sailors  of  the  old  homeland  who  poured  out  of 
her  own  resources  and  treasure  to  repel  the  invas- 
ion and  protect  and  hold  the  rights  of  British  men 
on  British  Canadian  soil. 

Again  were  grants  from  the  Crown  Lands  made 
to  tho.se  or  to  their  families  who  had  served  or  died 
in  the  gallant  defence.  These  grants  bearing  the 
Royal  Seal  have  passed,  in  both  French  and  Eng- 
Hsh-speaking  Canada,  to  their  descendants  and  on 
them  have  grown  a  generation  of  men  worthy  of  the 
British  birthright  and  patriots  in  Empire  and  in 
country's  cause. 

PROVINCIAL  REVENUES. 

These  all  were  individual  grants  of  the  British 
heirloom  of  land,  but  a  still  greater  one  was  yet  to 
come.  The  several  Provinces  in  this  British  Cana- 
dian realm  had  been  divided  oil  and  the  Provincial 
Legislatures  in  pursuance  of  Parliamentary  Gov- 
ernment had  been  created.  To  these  had  been  ac- 
corded the  powers  of  customs  duties,  taxation  and 
local  rule  and  beyond  these  the  ownership  of  the  re- 
maining ungranted  Crown  Lands  and  Domain,  to 
be  used  and  administered  under  the  control  of  the 
Province,  lor  the  purposes  of  their  Provinces  and 
people. 

When  long  possession  has  led  to  greater  develop- 
ment, the  subsequent  holder  is  often  prone  to  feel 
that  the  property  which  has  been  given  to  his  for- 
bears and  which  he  now  enjoys  had  never  been  a 
gift  from  others,  but  had  been  earned  by  himself, 
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We  have  seen  how  in  the  United  States  national 
forget fnl ness  has  been  shown.  Is  it  not  well  that 
we,  in  Canada,  should  remind  ourselves  and  our 
children  that  all  the  splendid  revenues  of  our  sever- 
al Provinces  from  the  products  of  the  forests,  from 
the  mines  and  from  the  Crown  Lands  which  under 
our  developing  hands  have  grown  to  such  ample 
proportions  have  come  from  a  British  heirloom  of 
land  which  was  originally  confided  to  our  care. 

We  have  used  them  for  the  spreading  of  our  own 
people,  they  are  the  basis  of  our  Provincial 
revenues,  sparing  us  from  greater  local  taxation, 
and  applied  by  ourselves  for  our  own  facilities  in 
railways  and  all  Provincial  purposes. 

Let  us  not  forget  their  source,  and  that  we 
hold  these  personal  possessions,  at  our  own  home 
door,  as  gifts  from  our  wider  Empire  won  for  our 
enjoyment  by  the  British  people  of  earlier  days. 

They  are  ours  to  administer  as  Imperialists, 
members  of  the  Empire  race. 

UNITED  CANADA  ARISES. 

But  yet  another  cycle  was  to  be  passed  and  an- 
other phase  of  union  to  be  developed  in  this  British 
North  America. 

The  separate  Provinces  had  grown  in  welfare 
and  proportions,  a  spirit  of  union  had  arrived,  and 
the  minds  of  the  people  widened,  beyond  the  con- 
fines of  each  Province,  to  grasp  the  idea  of  a  united 
Canada. 

Separate,  they  were  subject  to  pressure  from 
any  foreign  influence  ;  united,  they  would  strength- 
en each  other  and  form  a  new  and  northern  power 
on  this  Continent j  so  on  July  ist,  1867,  the  Domin- 
ion of  Canada  arose. 

This  Union  consisted,  at  first,  of  only  the  four 
original  Provinces  of  Nova  Scotia,  New  Brunswick, 
Quebec  and  Ontario,  they  being  afterwards  joined 
by  Prince  Edward  Island  and  British  Columbia. 
The  powers  of  all  general  government  and  of  fron- 
tier customs  and  duties  were  transferred,  and  con- 
centrated in  the  central  Parliament  of  the  Domin- 
ion, but  the  Empire  heirlooms  of  Local  Government 
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and  of  Crown  Lands  were    still     retained    by    each 
Province. 

The  limits  of  the  five  Provinces  first  united  in 
the  eastern  range  did  not  practically  extend  beyond 
the  confines  of  Lake  Superior.  Between  these  and 
the  Province  of  British  Columbia  which  fringed  the 
shores  of  the  Pacific  and  formed  the  sixth  Province 
of  Canada  lay  a  vast  unknowrn  and  silent  kind. 

For  centuries  this  centre  of  the  Continent  had 
been  held  in  occupancy  and  control  by  the  adven- 
turers of  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company  under  the 
charter  granted  them  for  an  exclusive  right  of  all 
trade  within  it  and  the  establishment  of  the  trad- 
ing posts  and  forts  as  Rupert's  Land.  Its  develop- 
ment bdyond  the  strenuous  and  valiant  efforts  of 
Lord  Selkirk  to  found  a  colony  on  the  banks  of  the 
Red  River,  had  been  restricted  to  its  maintenance 
as  a  wondrous  fur  preserve,  and  its  occupants  only 
the  officars  of  the  Company,  the  native  and  wander- 
ing Indians,  and  some  sparse  and  widely  scattered 
steadings  of  British  subjects  who  had  ventured  into 
its  far-oil  recesses.  This  Central  West  was  at  that 
time  a.  country  separated  by  itself  and  formed  no 
part  of  Canada. 

In  framing  the  conditions  of  our  Union,  the 
Fathers  of  Confederation  with  genius  and  foresight 
leading  the  aspirations  of  their  people  for  a  still 
greater  Canada,  for  a  Dominion  extending  from 
ocean  to  ocean,  provided  in  the  Act  of  Confedera- 
tion for  the  bringing  in  of  this  inner  realm  at  some 
future  time  so  that  the  whole  of  the  northern  half 
of  North  America  would  be  included  in  the  boundar- 
ies and  possession  of  Canada. 

Many,  even  among  ourselves,  doubted  its  possi- 
bilities, and  considered  that  to  undertake  the  re- 
sponsibilities of  such  a  Kingdom  would  be  unprofit- 
able and  dangerous. 

ASPIRATIONS 

But  the  thoughts  of  the  Canadians  in  the  Bast 
and  of  those  on  the  Pacific  were  set  high  up  on  this 
centre  west  and  though  then  but  few  in  number, 
barely  3,000,000  in  all,  separated  from  one  another 
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and  slight  in  resources  then  determined  to  dare  the 
future,  and  expanding  to  the  north,  to  join  their 
East  with  their  West  so  that  the  oceans  should  be 
their  outer  boundaries.  * 

In  the  first  session  of  the  first  Parliament  of 
the  Dominion  of  Canada  held  in  December,  1867,  a 
joint  address  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons 
was  presented  to  Her  Majesty,  the  Queen,  and  to 
the  Parliament  of  the  Home  Land,  who  were  then 
the  owners  of  this  central  realm,  averring  in  its 
clauses  : 

11  That  it  would  promote  the  prosperity  of  the 
Canadian  people  and  conduce  to  the  advantage  of 
the  whole  Empire,  if  the  Dominion  of  Canada  were 
extended  to  the  shores  of  the  Pacific." 

"That  we  do,  therefore,  most  humbly  pray  that 
your  Majesty  will  be  pleased  by  and  with  the  ad- 
vice of  your  Privy  Council,  to  unite  Rupert's  Land 
and  the  Northwestern  Territory  with  this  Domin- 
ion, and  to  grant  to  the  Parliament  of  Canada  au- 
thority to  legislate  for  their  future  welfare  and  gov- 
ernment." 

It  will  be  noted  that  Canada  asked  that  this 
broad  territory,  as  large  as  Europe,  should  be  giv- 
en to  her  by  the  Empire,  to  whom  it  belonged  as  a 
free  gift  to  be  administered  by  her,  not  only  for 
"the  prosperity  of  Canada,"  but  also  "for  the  ad- 
vantage of  the  whole  Empire." 

In  addition  to  this  undertaking  with  respect  to 
the  interests  of  the  members  of  the  general  public  of 
the  Empire,  Canadians  were  also  prepared  to  make 
settlement!  for  any  private  interests  which  might 
have  arisen  in  the  Territory,  so  the  address  propos- 
ed : 

'•'That  in  event  of  your  Majesty's  Government 
agreeing  to  transfer  to  Canada  the  jurisdiction  and 
control  over  the  said  region,  the  Government  and 
Parliament  of  Canada  will  be  ready  to  provide 
that  the  legal  rights  of  any  company  or  individual 
within  the  same  shall  be  respected." 

*The  Grand  Trunk  had  only  been  completed  12  years,  and 
neither  the  Intercolonial  or  the  Canadian  Pacific  had  been 
begun. 
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THE  REALM  OF  RUPERT'S  I, AND. 

Such  were, the  offers  of  the  Canadians.  Let  us 
look  back  a  little  into  the  history  of  this  vast  ter- 
ritory which  it  was(  asked  should  be  transferred.  In 
the  e'arly  centuries  of  their  occupation,  the  French- 
Canadians  moving  inwards  and  upwards  from  Que- 
bec by  routes  of  the  St.  Lawrence  and  Ottawa  and 
the  Great  Inner  Lakes  had  threaded  the  streams 
and  portages  of  the  Rainy  River  to  Lake  Winnipeg 
and  the  plains  of  the  Red  River.  The  trade  of  this 
district  with  its  immeasurable  fur  profits  they  had 
made  tributary  to  their  Province. 

The  discoveries  of  Hendrick  Hudson  in  1610  had 
brought  attention  to  the  shores  of  the  Hudson  Bay. 
The  adventurers  and  explorers  of  France  had  rang- 
ed through  the  interior  plain  and  Radisson  in  1662 
coming  down  the  rivers  which  flowed  from  it  into 
the  Bay  had  discovered  this  shorter  route  to  the 
ocean,  which  gave  easier  opportunities  for  trade 
than  by  the  longer  and  broken  route  from  the  St. 
Lawrence. 

Radisson  and  his  campanions  had  explored  their 
discoveries  and  sought  for  trade  associates  both  in 
New  England  and  in  France,  to  whom  they  propos- 
ed their  plan  to  reach  the  trade  of  the  interior  by 
sailing  into  Hudson  Bay,  but  without  avail.  The 
adventurers  of  England  were  more  venturesome  and 
under  the  leadership  of  Prince  Rupert  taking  up  the 
project  with  boldness,  their  charter  was  granted  to 
them  by  Charles  II  in  1670.  Thereafter  began  a  ser- 
ies of  struggles  between  the  English  and  French  fur- 
traders  for  the  possession  of  its  principal  centres. 
The  nations  also  entered  into  the  contest.  The  forts 
the  English  had  established  on  the  shores  of  the 
Bay  were  captured  and  re-captured,  while  the  long 
silences  rang  with  the  report  of  the  cannons  of  the 
rival  fleets.  England  and  France  included  their 
claims  to  its  tenures  and  fought  for  them  in  their 
battlefields  of  the  wars  in  Europe,  until,  at  length, 
in  the  Treaty  of  Peace  between  Queen  Anne  and 
Louis  XIV  at  Utrecht  in  1713,  all  claim  to  the  ter- 
ritory was  given  up  by  France  and  the  Hudson  Bay 
and  Straits  with  all  their  land,  seas,  and  rivers  giv- 
en over  "to  be  possessed  by  Great  Britain  in  full 
rights  forever." 
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This  was  the  realm  to  which  Canada  wras  to  be- 
come heir. 

Consent  was  given,  negotiations  opened  and 
completed  with  the  Hudson  Bay  Company  for  the 
relinqui-shment  of  their  claims. 

The  Dominion  of  Canada  by  a  payment  of  $i,- 
500,000  and  the  reservation  to  the  Company  of  its 
forts  and  holdings  and  of  one-twentieth  part  of  any 
lands  in  the  fertile  belt  which  might  be  set  out  for 
settlement,  commuted  the  claim,  and  half  a  contin- 
ent was  given  to  Canada. 

AN  IMPERIAL  GIFT  AND  TRUST. 

The  cash  paid  was  scarcely  the  amount  of  the 
assessment  of  any  one  of  the  smallest  oi  the  munici- 
palities which  have  since  been  created  in  the  Terri- 
tory, and  the  Canadians  of  the  six  Provinces  of  the. 
Dominion  came  into  full  possession  and  ownership 
of  all  the  powers  and  vast  Territory  as  had  been 
set  out  by  Charles  II.  There  was  only  one  condi- 
tion to  it.  The  transfer  was  "to  have,  hold,  pos- 
sess and  enjoy  the  said  Territory,  to  be  the  true  and 
absolute  Lords  and  Proprietors  of  the  same,  the 
limits  and  places,  and  of  all  other  premises,  saving 
always  the  faith,  allegiance  and  Sovereign  Domin- 
ion of  us,  our  heirs  and  successors." 

What  the  Britons  of  Charles  II  had  acquired, 
and  those  of  Anne  and  their  valiant  descendants  had 
for  200  years  expended  their  treasure,  fought  for, 
and  held  was  in  1869  transferred,  practically  as  a 
free  gift  to  Canadians  from  the  Empire  of  which  we 
are  a  part,  an  Imperial  heirloom  to  members  of  the 
Imperial  family. 

Imperialism  is  of>tcn  spoken  of  as  only  a  senti- 
ment, something  to  be  regarded  as  an  amiable  ad- 
tion  to  our  Canadian  patriotism.  A  Canadian  who 
is  not  an  Imperialist  must  either  be  ignorant  of  our 
country's  history,  or  else  be  wanting  in  the  first 
principles  of  honour  and  duty,  for  Imperialism  is 
the  basis  of  our  Canadian  existence  and  patriotism. 

This  lias  been  but  a  short  sketch  of  the  steps 
by  which  our  Provinces  and  all  Canada  have  become 
the  holders  and  enjoycrs  of  the  lands  and  their  pro- 
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ducts  we  occupy,  confided  to  our  care,  not  solely  to 
be  used  for  our  present  advantage,  but  to  be  dealt 
with  as  national  trusts,  for  the  welfare  of  our  own 
descendants  and  of  the  men  and  children  ol  the  Em- 
pire who  won  and  gave  them  to  us.  Particularly  is 
this  the  case  with  the  central  west  which  became 
the  birthright  for  the  expansion  of  all  Canada.  Is  it 
quite  beyond  question  that  we  are  so  dealing  with 
it  ? 

At  first  it  was  unquestionably  necessary  that 
large  and  generous  grants  of  its  possessions  should 
be  made.  It  was  then  difficult  to  induce  any  one  to 
move  into  our  centre  west,  whose  climate  was  de- 
scribed in  our  own  Canadian  Press  to  be  "altogeth- 
er unfavorable  to  the  growth  of  grain"  and  with  a 
"summer  so  short  as  to  make  it  difficult  to  mature 
a  small  potato  or  a  cabbage." 

Yet  more  difficult  was  it  to  get  any  one  to  con- 
template the  building  of  the  railway  necessary  for 
its  development  of  which  one  of  our  foremost  Par- 
liamentarians prophesied  it  would  never  pay  for  the 
grease  on  the  axles  of  its  wheels.  I  remember  my- 
self when  taking  in  emigrants  via  Uuluth  and  the 
Red  River  before  our  Canadian  Pacific  was  opened 
to  Winnipeg  our  parties  were  assailed  by  the  United 
States  land  agents  with  statements,  "Why  go  to  the 
North  Pole  where  you  will  never  get  a  railway  ? 
Stay  here."  A  considerable  percentage  did. 

In  the  light  of  our  present  knowledge  and  ex- 
perience it  seems  difficult  to  imagine  such  opinions 
have  ever  been  held,  yet  they  were  held,  and  to 
overcome  them  special  and  unstinted  offerings  need- 
ed to  be  made  to  bring  in  population  and  to  com- 
plete the  railway  without  which  our  Union  would 
never  have  been  linked  together.  In  doing  this  no 
reservation  could  be  made  even  for  the  members  of 
our  own  Provinces,  but  the  privileges  had  to  be 
given  away  to  anybody  and  everybody  who  would 
come  and  exploit  them.. 

Population  has  since  rushed  in,  the  fact  of  the 
future  granary  of  the  Empire  been  proved  by  crops 
of  many  millions  upon  one-twelfth  of  the  land  al- 
ready surveyed. 

Self-supporting  railways  are  spreading    like    a 
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net-work  to  all  parts  of  the  Territory.  The  period 
of  development  has  been  overcome,  the  period  of 
self-sustaining  has  come. 

CONSERVATION  OF  FREE  LAND. 

May  it  not  be  well  to  think  now  a  little  of  our 
future  ?  Pioneers  as  a  rule  sacrifice  everything,  even 
the  interest  of  future  generations  to  immediate  de- 
velopment and  advantage.  Canada  is  passing 
through  that  phase  and  conservation  of  forests  and 
natural  heritages  for  the  benefit  of  our  future  is  al- 
ready forced  upon  us.  Is  it  not  time  to  consider 
the  conservation  of  our  heritage  of  free  land  in  the 
"Last  West"  of  this  Continent  ;  indeed,  even  of  the 
civilized  world  ? 

It  was  officially  reported  in  1909  that  of  the 
213,000,000  of  acres  surveyed  and  then  estimated  as 
suitable  for  cultivation,  78,000,000  had  been  parted 
with,  of  which  45,000,000  was  in  settlers'  hands  and 
32,000,000  not  settled,  but  in  the  hands  of  corpora- 
tion or  other  ownership. 

In  the  first  four  months  of  this  year  1910  over 
4,000,000  more  have  been  granted.  The  merry  mill 
goes  on  apace,  but  even  the  "Last  West"  is  not  il- 
limitable. 

We  are  not  gaining  by.  the  experience  of  the 
United  States  where  population  treked  in  on  wag- 
gons, while  with  us  it  pours  in  by  long  passenger 
trains  in  railways  whose  tracks  precede  the  settler, 
yet  their  West  is  well  nigh  exhausted. 

All  this  great  domain  of  the  Empire  and  of  the 
Canadians  of  Confederation  days,  was  not  entrust- 
ed to  us  to  be  exploited  by  one  generation  in  an 
eager  and  impatient  haste  to  make  our  country  and 
ourselves  suddenly  rich.  It  belongs  to  our  children's 
children  and  to  British  sons  of  British  men,  as  well 
as  to  us.  They  have  a  birthright  in  these  "free" 
lands  within  it  to  be  kept  for  them  instead  of  being 
all  lavished  away  to  other  nationalities  on  equal 
terms  with  our  own  people,  provided  nationalities 
who  have  no  care  for  our  past  struggles  or  history,* 

'Between  January  ist,  1899,  and  March  3ist,  1909,  1,066,951 
immigrants  came  into  Canada  of  whom  425,470  or  two- 
fifths  wen.-  from  the  United  States. 
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who  have  even  been  antagonistic  to  our  Empire, 
who  came  not  as  the  forefathers  of  Canadians  in 
every  Province  and  in  all  parts  of  Canada,  leaving 
their  wealth  behind  them  to  seek  their  loyalty  as 
British  men,  but  these  solely  to  better  their  condi- 
tion and  whose  first  qualification  is  the  amount  of 
money  they  have  in  their  purse. 

It  is  stated  there  is  another  and  a  new  North- 
west looming  up  in  the  far-oil  Peace  River  and 
Mackenzie  Valleys.  Is  none  of  this  to  be  conserved 
and  kept  for  the  grandsons  of  our  present  race  ?  Be- 
fore we  have  developed  the  lands  we  have  already 
compassed  what  right  have  we  of  this  generation  to 
say  ''there  is  plenty  left"  ? 

It  is  profligacy  with  shouts  of  "untold  mil- 
lions," "magnificent  increases,"  "immeasurable 
possibilities,"  dinning  in  our  ears  instead  of  sober 
consideration  for  our  duties  as  honorable  trustees. 

CITIZENSHIP. 

Yet  another  heirloom  there  is,  one  of  highest 
importance  for  ourselves  and  future,  the  citizenship 
in  our  country  and  in  our  British  Empire  being  con- 
ferred by  us  on  others.  Just  as  our  forefathers  of 
the  British  race  received  into  themselves,  men  of 
other  nationalities,  Saxon  or  Dane,  or  Norman, 
Teuton,  or  Celt  and  welded  them  into  our  patriot- 
ism, so  must  we  not  only  for  the  Empire,  but  also 
for  ourselves  so  that  they  may  be  willing,  as  we 
have  been,  to  set  the  interests  of  their  brothers  of 
the  whole  Dominion  above  those  of  any  one  locality. 
To  be  Canadians  and  Britons  first,  builders  of  our 
country  united  from  ocean  to  ocean  and  to  the  Arc- 
tic seas.  And  those  who  coming  into  our  new  realm 
accept  our  allegiance  and  set  their  stakes  in  the  soil, 
to  our  British-born  from  the  Old  Land,  or  our  sis- 
ter Dominions,  we  can  give  hearty  welcome  and 
have  faith  that  in  honour  they  will  be  true  to  us 
who  have  conferred  these  lands  and  heirlooms  up- 
on them,  and  of  the  Empire  from  which  we  our- 
selves have  received  them. 

As  their  new  homes  are  established,  and  are  in- 
terweaved  with  ours  so  a  new  patriotism  born  of 
the  soil  will  be  blended  and  our  race  will  be  moulcV- 
ed, 
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From  these  homes  will  come,  as  have  in  our 
Eastern  Canadian  homes,  the  sons'  sons,  the  native 
born  in  their  British  birthright,  who  will  grow  in 
true  and  loyal  citizenship  in  their  British  nature. 

These  sons  of  the  soil  are  the  men  of  the  future 
for  whom  we  must  leave  room  in  dealing  with  their 
heritage  and  heirlooms. 

Two  years  ago  wre  celebrated  the  Tercentenary 
of  the  coming  of  Champlain.  This  year  1910  is  the 
Tercentenary  of  the  year  in  which  the  bold  English 
sailor,  Henry  Hudson,  first  sailed  into  the  Bay  to 
which  his  name  was  given  and  which  was  to  be  his 
grave. 

The  one  was  the  beginning  of  our  Canada  of  the 
East,  the  other  is  that  of  our  Canada  of  the  centre 
West. 

BRITISH   FAITH. 

As  British  faith  has  been  kept  by  the  varied  and 
now  united  nationalities  in  the  one,  so,  we 
trust,  it  will  be  in  the  other,  but  a  great  responsi- 
bility lies  in  every  one  of  us  for  we  are  proposing  to 
do  in  decades  what  our  forefathers  did  in  centuries. 
The  patriotic  duty  of  education  of  both  young  and 
old,  in  the  ideals  and  history  of  our  past,  lies  upon 
our  schools,  our  national  societies  and  ourselves.  It 
cannot  be  lightly  laid  aside.  These  heirlooms  with 
all  the  great  history  which  encompasses  them,  are 
ours  to  develop  and  to  continue. 

May  our  thoughts  go,  as  did  those  of  the  men 
who  won  them,  more  to  fulfilment  of  duty,  than  .to 
material  gain  ;  to  lay  less  stress  on  numbers  and 
less  on  personal  gain  and  more  on  the  welfare  of  the 
success,  and  more  on  character  and  honest  worth, 
state.  So  shall  we  build  and  weld  together  a  Cana- 
dian and  Imperial  race  equal  to  the  men  of  old,  and 
worthy  of  the  heritage  with  which  we  have  been 
blessed. 

BARLOW  CUMBERLAND. 
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At  the  conclusion  of  his  splendid  paper  Mr. 
Cumberland  resumed  the  chair  and  called  on  Mr.  J. 
Castell  Hopkins,  the  editor  of  The.  Annual  Review, 
Toronto,  and  Mr.  Herbert  Fairbairn  Gardiner, 
M.A.,  Principal  Ontario  Institute  for  the  Blind, 
Brantford,  to  address  the  meeting. 

Mr.  J.  Castell  Hopkins  spoke  briefly  as  to  the 
influence  of  the  War  of  1812-14  upon  the  develop- 
ment of  Canada  as  a  British  country  and  in  the 
evolution  of  Canadian  character.  In  the  up-building 
of  Canada  this  struggle  holds,  he  said,  a  place  simi- 
lar in  its  national  import  to  that  of  the  Revolution 
in  American  history.  It  consolidated  the  British 
sentiment  of  the  whole  population  from  the  shores 
of  Lake  Huron  to  the  coasts  of  the  Atlantic.  It 
eliminated  much  of  the  disloyal  element  which  was 
beginning  to  eat  into  the  vitals  of  Provincial  life 
in  Upper  Canada,  and  modified  in  some  measure 
the  force  of  the  American  spirit  which  remained  in 
the  hearts  of  some  sections  of  the  settlers.  It 
checked  the  growth  of  republicanism  amongst  the 
French  of  Lower  Canada  and  prevented  the  Rebel- 
lion of  1837  in  that  Province  from  being  the  rising 
of  a  whole  people  united  in  political  sympathies 
with  the  great  population  to  the  south.  It  made 
the  authorities  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  in 
the  same  part  of  the  country  feel  once  more,  as  they 
did  when  the  Continental  Congrelss  of  1775  attacked 
the  Quebec  Act,  that  the  only  visible  danger  to 
what  they  considered  the  sacred  rights  and  privil- 
eges of  their  faith  came  from  the  other  side  of  the 
international  line. 

It  for  a  time  brought  Canadians  of  French  and 
English  and  American  extraction  together  in  de- 
ience  of  their  hearths  and  homes  and  laid  in  this 
way  an  almost  invisible  foundation  for  that  seem- 
ingly vain  vision — the  permanent  federal  union  of 
British  America  for  purposes  of  common  interest, 
defence  and  government.  It  affected  religious  organ- 
izations which  were  becoming  dependent  on  Ameri- 
can pulpits,  supplies  and  polity.  It  affected  for 
many  years  the  social  life  and  customs  of  the  people 
by  drawing  a  more  distinct  line  against  innovations 
from  the  other  side  of  the  border.  Finally,  it  great- 
ly affected  political  development  and  assured  the  uU 
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timate  success  of  those  who  strove  honestly,  though 
often  unsuccessfully  and  mistakenly  in  detail,  to  pre- 
serve and  promote  the  permanent  acceptance  of  Bri- 
tish, as  opposed  to  American  principles  of  govern- 
ment upon  the  northern  half  of  the  continent. 

Mr.  Hopkins  also  spoke  strongly  upon  the  neces- 
sity of  making  history  interesting  in  the  teachings, 
speeches,  studies  or  meetings  of  Historical  Socie- 
ties. The  annals  of  Canada  were  not  dry  and 
speeches  about  them  at  public  gatherings  should  not 
be  dry  or  dull.  The  history  of  this  country  was,  in 
fact,  one  of  the  most  romantic  and  striking  in  the 
world,  not  alone  in  the  War  of  1812,  but  in  the  hun- 
dred years  of  conilict  between  France  and  England 
for  the  possession  of  a  continent  ;  in  the  struggles 
of  Indians  and  lonely  settlers  in  the  wild/  wastes 
around  the  great  lakes  ;  in  the  heroic  efforts  of  the 
Jesuit  priests  and  the  later  and  lonely  labours  of 
the  missionaries  of  the  ,West  ;  in  the  countless  hero- 
isms of  the  United  Empire  Loyalists  and  the  curi- 
ous constitutional  struggles  of  later  political  per- 
iods ;  in  the  rise  of  tiny  and  scattered  colonies  to 
the  rank  of  a  great  nation  in  the  Empire.  Ar 
not  only  was  all  this  record  connected  with  the  Bri- 
tish flag,  but  it  was  also  associated  with  a  thou- 
sand years  of  British  history  on  land  and  sea,  on 
islands  and  continents,  throughout  the  world.  His- 
torical Societies  should  be  everywhere,  but  they 
could  only  spread  and  succeed  by  making  history 
appear  interesting,  vivid,  life-like  ;  the  struggles  of 
real  people  upon  the  checker-board  of  nations  ;  the 
lives  of  individual  heroes  fighting  for  great  objects, 
with  real  and  tangible  feelings,  personal  pluck  and 
clear  purpose. 

Herbert  F.  Gardiner,  M.A.,  Principal  of  the  On- 
tario Institution  for  the  Education  of,  the  Blind, 
Brantford,  said  that  he  was  pleased  to  respond  to 
the  President's  call  for  a  few  remarks,  though  they 
must  be  of  an  informal  character,  as  he  had  been 
doubtful  of  his  ability  to  attend  the  meeting  even 
for  a  portion  of  the  time,  and  he  had  prepared  no 
paper.  He  did  not  say  this  by  way  of  apology,  for 
the  records  of  the  Society  would  show  that  he  had 
contributed  papers  at  the  meetings  in  Niagara,  St. 
Thomas  and  London,  and  he  believed  that  privileges 
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of  that  sort  should  be  passed  around,  with  special 
preference  to  the  local  men  and  women  where  tlu.x 
Society  met.  He  was/  glad  to  attend  the  meeting  in 
Brockville,  because  it  was  his  native  town,  though 
he  had  been  moved  away  with  the  other  household 
impedimenta  at  so  early  an  age  that  he  had  no  re- 
collection of  his  brief  residence  here.  He  was  much 
more  familiar  with  the  history  of  Belleville  where 
his  youth  had  been  spent,  of  Hamilton  where  he  liv- 
ed for  more  than  thirty  years,  or  even  of  Brantford 
where  he  had  made  his  home  for  the  last  sdven 
years,  than  with  that  of  his  native  Brockville,  hence 
he  could  not  pretend  to  experience  the  "heart  burn- 
ing within  him"  described  by  Scott  in  returning  to 
"his  own,  his  native"  town.  But  some  of  his  ances- 
tors were  buried  in  Brockville  cemetery,  and  he  in- 
tended to  visit  their  graves  before  leaving  the  local- 
ity. He  had  been  interested  in  the  discussion  at  the 
afternoon  session  on  the  substitution  of  the  name 
Brockville  for  that  of  Hlizabethtown  to  designate 
the  little  settlement  so  prettily  situated  on  the  St. 
Lawrence,  and  he  had  no  doubt  that  the  change  was 
made  not  long  after  the  ,death  of  Sir  Isaac  Brock  in 
1812.  It  might  be  worth  mentioning,  parentheti- 
cally, that  Isaac  Brock  was  entitled  to  the  prefix 
"Sir,"  though  he  did  not  live  long  enough  to  know 
it,  the  announcement  of  the  conferring  of  the  title 
not  having  reached  Canada  before  Brock  was  slain. 
Many  writers  are  careless  and  inaccurate  in  mat- 
ters oi  this  kind  ;  thus  Governor  Simcoe  is  called 
"Sir  John,"  and  Governor  Gore  "Sir  Francis," 
though  neither  of  them  was  ever  knighted,  and  near- 
ly all  Canadian  historians  speak  of  .Annabella  Went- 
worth  (Mrs.  Gore),  in  whose  honour  the  town  of 
Belleville  and  the  County  of  Wentworth  were)  nam- 
ed, as  Arabella.  Elizabethtown,  in  which  Brock- 
ville is  situated,  was  the  last  of  the  series  vof  town- 
ships on  the  vshore  of  the  St.  Lawrence  honoured 
with  a  royal  name.  Those  who  had  read  Dr.  Can- 
nilTs  "Settlement  of  Tipper  Canada"  would  remem- 
ber that  the  author  thought  these  royal  names,  be- 
ginning with  Lancaster  and  ending  with  BTi'/abeth- 
town  (including  Charlottenburg,  Cornwall,  Osna- 
bruck,'  Williamsburg,  Matilda,  Edwardsburg  and 
Augusta),  \vere  selected  on  account  of  the  extreme 
loyalty  of  the  early  inhabitants  toward  King 
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George  III.  and  his  family,     but  there  is  abundant 
evidence  that  the  early  Governors  used     to    choose 
place  names  without  any  regard  to  the  people  who 
lived  or  might  live  in  the  places  so     named.       The 
notable  point  about     the     townships      with      royal 
names  ending  at  Elizabethtowii  and  being  resumed 
at     Kingston,     with     Ernesttown,     Adolphustown, 
Fredericksburg,  Marys-burg,  Sophiasburg  and  Ame- 
liasburg  following,  is    that    there    was    rough    and 
rocky  land  north  of  the  Thousand  Islands,  and  \vith 
plenty  of  better  land  for  the  settlement  of  the  U.  E. 
Loyalists     the  survey  of  the   tract  between   Brock- 
ville  and  Kingston  was  postponed.    The  names    of 
King  George's  children  having  been  all  utilized    by 
the  time  the  western  end  of  the  present  Prince  Ed- 
ward  County  was  reached,     the  names  and  titles  of 
the  British  statesmen  of  the  period  were  next  in  or- 
der, such  as  Sidney,  Thurlow,  Richmond,   Camden, 
Portland,  Loughborough,  Pittsburg,    Leeds,     Lans- 
downe  and  Yonge.      An  examination  of  the    names 
that  were  applied  as  settlement  progressed  from  the 
banks  of  the  river  toward  the  interior  of  the  coun- 
try tells  who  the  Governors  were  from  time  to  time. 
Thus  when  we  find  Wolf  or  d  north  of  Augusta,    and 
Kitley  and  Bastard  in  rear    of    Elizabethtown   and 
Yonge,  we  know  that  Governor  Simcoe  had  come  to 
Canada,  for  Wolford  was  the  name  of  his  estate  in 
Devonshire,  and  John  Pollexfen  Bastard,  of  Kitley, 
near  Yeolhampton,  in  South  Devon,  sat  with    Sim- 
coe in  Parliament  when  the  latter  was  member   for 
St.  Maw's,  Cornwall.      How    the    name     Pollexfen 
brings  to  mind  Richard  Baxter  and  his  trial  before 
Judge     Jeffries  !      King  George  made  William  Bas- 
tard of  Kitley  a  Baronet,  for     service     during    the 
war  with  France, \  and  the  title  was     gazetted,    but 
never  assumed  by  the  family.       The  story  may  be 
read  in  Burke's  Extinct  and  Dormant  Baronetcies. 
If  one  will  take  the  trouble  to  read  the  division  list 
on  the  Canada  Bill    of     1791,     he   will    find    among 
Simcoe' s  other  parliamentary  companions  B.  Cros- 
by,  J.  Burgess  and  Sir  George  Yonge,     of  Escott. 
Going  further  back,  one  may  trace     the     Governor- 
ships of  the  Duke  of  Richmond     in     the    names    of 
Huntley,  Torbolton,  March  and  Lavant  ;  of  Dalhou- 
sie  in  Rainsay  and  Dalhousie  ;     of     Sherbrooke  in 
North     and    South  Sherbrooke,  and  of  Sir  Charles 
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Bagot  in  Blithefield,  Bromley,  Stafford  and  Admas- 
ton.  ,  No  Governor  has  left  a  more  distinct  trail 
than  Sir  Peregrine  Maitland,  whose  service  in  Spain 
before  coming  to  Canada  is  marked  by  such  Spanish 
names  as  Sombra  (shade),  Ivobo  (wolf),  Zorra' 
(fox),  Mono  (monkey),  Oro  (gold),  Orillia  (bank), 
Mariposa  (butterfly),  Oso  (bear),  etc.  These  names 
were  certainly  not  selected  to  please  the  inhabi- 
tants. 

Mr.  Gardiner  said  that  he  had  fallen  into  con- 
versation with  Senator  Derbyshire  on  the  train 
coming  to  Brock ville,  and  had  been  told  by  that 
gentleman  that  the  old  stone  chimney  on  Chimney 
Island  a  few  miles  up  the  river  was  about  ready  to 
tumble  down,  and  would  undoubtedly  do  so  unless 
measures  were  taken  to  preserve  it.  He  had  always 
felt  an  interest  in  that  island,  although  it  was  over 
fifty  years  since  he  had  set  foot  upon  it,  for  his 
grandfather,  who  owned  a  farm  on  the  mainland 
facing  the  island,  had  emigrated  to  Bruce  County  in 
1859.  In  1888  he  had  coasted  around  Lake  Ontario, 
with  a  party  from  Hamilton,  and  had  come  down 
the  river  as  far  as  Brockville.  On  the  return  jour- 
ney, they  had  made  an  attempt  to  pass  between  the 
island  and  the  shore,  but  had  run  aground,  though 
their  boat  drew  only  three  feet  of  water,  and  his 
father  had  subsequently  reminded  him  that  there 
was  a  causeway,  or  path,  with  tits  surface  about  a 
foot  below  the  surface  of  the  water,  by  using  which 
those  who  knew  the  landmarks  could  walk  in  safety 
from  the  island  to  the  mainland,  and  it  was  on  that 
causeway  that  the  boat  had  probably  grounded.  It 
was  raining  so  hard  that  day  that  no  attempt  was 
made  to  land,  but  to  the  best  of  his  recollection 
there  were  on  the  island  fifty  years  ago,  besides  the 
chimney,  the  ruins  of  an  old  magazine  and  some 
crosses  apparently  marking  graves.  In  going  to 
Montreal  by  steamer,  although  the  channel  is  pret- 
ty well  over  to  the  other  side  of  the  river,  he  had  al- 
ways kept  a  lookout  for  the  chimney,  and  he  had 
been  curious  to  know  the  real  history  of  the  island. 
Many  years  ago  he  had  read  in  a  Texas  paper  that 
Chimney  Island,  otherwise  called  Isle  Royale,  was 
the  site  of  a  French  fort  built  before  1759,  and  cap- 
tured by  Amherst  in  1760  on  his  way  from  Oswego 
to  Montreal.  Later,  a  story  had  appeared  in  a 
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Brockville  paper  to  the  effect,  as  he  recalled  it, 
that  the  house,  of  which  the  chimney  still  visible 
formed  a  part,  had  been  constructed  by  some  fellow 
who  had  eloped  with  a  beautiful  squaw.  He  (Mr. 
Gardiner)  had  questioned  the  statement,  advancing 
the  Amherst  story,  but  in  the  controversy  that  en- 
sued Senator  Scott,  of  Ottawa,  a  native  of  Pres- 
cott,  took  a  hand,  pointing  out  that  there  were  two 
Chimney  Islands,  and  that  the  one  occupied  by  the 
French  under  the  name  of  Isle  Royale  was  located, 
not  above  Brockville,  but  near  Prescott,  and  that 
its  chimney  is  no  longer  visible  to  passers-by.  The 
local  Historical  Society  in  Brockville,  in  the  .speak- 
er's opinion,  could  find  profitable  employment  in 
digging  out  the  true  story  of  the  Chimney  Island  up 
the  river,  and  in  perpetuating  the  relic  by  provid- 
ing whatever  masonry  was  required  to  keep  the 
chimney  from  falling.  On  his  infrequent  visits  to 
Brockville,  Mr.  Gardiner  said,  he  always  made  it  a 
point  to  take  a  look  at  the  old  Rock  School-house 
on  Perth  street,  where  his  mother  had  been  instruct- 
ed eighty  years  ago,  and  where  many  men  who  af- 
terwards became  eminent  in  the  public  life  of  Can- 
ada;— Sir  William  Buell  Richards,  for  example — had 
been  pupils.  The  tortoise-shaped  rock  on  which  the 
building  stood  was  not  tillable,  but  somebody 
might  take  a  notion  to  tear  the  building  down  and 
erect  another  in  its  place.  He  threw  out  these  sug- 
gestions, one  relating  to  a  relic  of  war  and  the  oth- 
er to  the  foundation  of  peace  and  civilization  (edu- 
cation), and  in  doing  so  he  would  take  the  oppor- 
tunity to  eixpress  his  emphatic  dissent  from  the  doc- 
trine advanced  by  a  previous  speaker,  that  national 
spirit  is  founded  on  war.  He  did  not  consider  that 
the  record  of  a  country's  wars,  with  the  addition  of 
the  dates  of  the  births  and  deaths  of  a  few  kings 
and  queens,  constituted  the  historv  of  that  coun- 
try. He  recalled  the  phrase  that  had  been  common- 
ly used  by  the  soldiers  in  the  war  of  the  rebellion 
in  the  United  States,  when  the  meji  who  went  out 
and  killed  several  thousands  of  their  fellow-men  de- 
scribed the  day's  operation  as  "making  history." 
Such  was  not  Macaulay's  or  Green's  idea  of  history, 
nor  was  it  the  idea  of  McMullen,  the  author  of  the 
best  history  of  Canada  that  had  yet  been  written— 
a  Brockville  man  by  the  way.  It  surely  required  no 
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argument  to  convince  the  ladies  and  gentlemen  pres- 
ent that  the  men  and  women  who  by  their  industry 
add  to  the  wealth  of  the  country  ;  that  those  who 
by  their  vote  or  influence  assist  in  obtaining  the  re- 
peal of  a  bad  law  or  the  enactment  of  a  good 
law,  are  serving  their  country  as  effectually  as 
those  who  go  out  and  shoot  somebody.  From  his 
reading  of  Canadian  history  he  did  not  deduce  that 
the  war  of  1812  had  been  the  chief  means  of  pro- 
moting the  spirit  of  Canadian  nationality  and  of 
placing  Canada  on  the  road  to  progress  and  pros- 
perity. That  war  ended  in  1814,  yet  Gourlay's  Sta- 
tistical Account  of  Upper  Canada,  published  in  1822, 
was  filled  with  direct  evidence  of  the  lamentable 
condition  of  the  country,  and  we  all  know  that  the 
hardships  and  grievances  of  the  people  culminated 
in  a  rebellion  only  twenty-three  years  after  the  end 
of  the  war.  He  could  not  understand  how  any  siane 
man  could  look  forward  to  war  as  a  national  bless- 
ing, or  regard  its  advent  with  any  pleasure  or  sat- 
isfaction. In  conclusion,  Mr.  Gardiner  complim>ent- 
of  Lieut. -Col.  Btiell,  Judge  McDonald,  Col.  Cole 
and  the  other  members  of  the  Brock ville  Society  on 
the  excellence  of  the  papers  they  had  read,  and 
thanked  the  audience  for  their  kind  attention. 

Appropriate  addresses  were  also  given  by  Rev. 
J.  J.  Brown,  Tillsonburg,  Charles  McDonald  and 
Mr.  Britton,  Gananoque — thus  concluding  a  very 
pleasant  and  profitable  meeting. 


FRIDAY  MORNING,  JULY  15,  9  O'CLOCK. 

By  courtesy  of  the  Mayor  and  Corporation  a 
complimentary  excursion  to  historic  points  on  the 
River  St.  Lawrence  had  been  arranged  for  the  clos- 
ing day.  Accordingly  at  9.30  a. mi.  His  Worship 
Mayor  Patterson,  assisted  by  a  committee  of 
ladies,  ushered  the  delegates  on  board  Mrs.  Ful- 
ford's  beautiful  yacht,  "The  Madgedoma,"  which 
had  been  kindly  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  town 
officials  for  the  entertainment  of  the  Society.  The 
first  point  visited  was  the  Old  Block  House  at  Pres- 
cott,  known  as  Fort  Wellington.  This  fortification 
was  built  in  1813,  the  ground  being  turned  in  1812. 
It  was  named  after  Lord  Wellington,  then  Com- 
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mander  of  the  British  forces.  It  was  garrisoned  by 
militia  volunteers  and  its  armament  was  rather 
meagre,  consisting  of  four  guns,  although  the  best 
used  in  those  days.  The  original  structure  was  built 
of  wood,  but  it  was  re-constructed  in  1837-38.  It 
was  considered  impregnable  in  those  days.  The  Fort 
was  never  attacked,  although  it  was  made  the  ob- 
jective point  in  the  campaign  of  1838,  the  intention 
being  to  seize  it  and  retain  it  as  a  centre  from 
which  the  invading  army  was  to  be  despatched.  The 
entrance  is  by  a  massive  gateway  on  the  north 
side.  On  the  south  is  an  earth-covered  stone  sally 
port.  The  fort  proper  is  surrounded  by  an  earth- 
work, the  side  of  the  parapet  being  protected  by 
cedar  posts  sharpened  at  the  projecting  point.  The 
lower  part  of  the  fort  is  furnished  with  vaulted 
chambers  for  storing  arms,  etc.  The  entire  struc- 
ture was  built  in  imitation  of  the  original  French 
outposts,  when  the  enemy  consisted  of  savages.  Fol- 
lowing the  trouble  of  1837-38  it  was  garrisoned^  for 
a  long  time  by  regulars  and  had  an  armament*  of 
five  Armstrong  guns  which  have  since  been  remov- 
ed. A  section  of  one  old  gun  captured  from  the 
French  at  Chimney  Island  in  1760  was  used  as  a 
pivot  for  the  Armstrong  gun  in  the  south-western 
corner. 

Aftcir  luncheon  we  again  boarded  the  yacht  and 
visited  the  old  windmill.  This  interesting  historic 
landmark  is  situated  just  below  the  town  of  Pres- 
cott  on  a  prominent  point.  It  was  erected  in  1822 
by  a  West  Indian  merchant  named  Hughes.  The  old 
mill  was  made  a  place  of  refuge  by  the  rebels  in 
1838  and  a  bloody  battle  was  fought  about  the  mill 
in  November  of  that  year  in  which  the  loyalists 
were  victorious.  In  1872  the  old  windmill  was  pur- 
chased by  the  Dominion  Government  and  converted 
into  a  lighthouse.  The  French  built  at  the  windmill 
point  as  early  as  Fort  Presentation  was  built  by 
Abbe  Piquet  on  the  south  shore  of  the  St.  Law- 
rence River,  which  was  in  1748.  The  outpost  was 
called  La  Galette.  From  1760  to  1796,  when  the 
terms  of  the  treaty  fixed  the  channel  of  the  St. 
Lawrence  River  as  the  dividing  line,  the  British 
garrisoned  both  sides  of  the  river.  From  the  inter- 
esting old  windmill  we  turned  our  attention  to  the 
history  of  Chimney  Island,  originally  called  Isle 
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Royal e  by  the  French.  This  island  was  the  site  of 
Fort  lyevis,  one  of  a  chain  of  fortresses  which  were 
to  guard  the  French  possessions  as  far  as  the  Mis- 
sissippi. The  fort  was  well  built,  the  stone  being 
dressed  and  brought  from  France.  The  construction 
was  superintended  by  Sieur  de  Cresse  somewhere 
about  1735-40.  This  fort  was  the  scene  of  the  last 
battle  between  France  and  Great  Britain  on  the 
American  continent.  History  informs  us  that  in 
August,  1760,  General  Jeffrey  Amherst  set  sail  from 
Oswego  and  besieged  the  little  fortress  which  was 
commanded  by  Col.  Pouchot  and  defended  by  the 
tlower  of  the  chivalry  of  New  France.  Part  of  the 
French  force  had  been  stationed  at  Point  Paris — 
I/ongley's  Point,  Maitland,  eleven  miles  up  the  river 
— but  on  receiving  information  of  General  Amherst 
leaving  Oswego  they  retired  to  Fort  I/evis.  General 
Amherst  had  with  him  many  who  afterwards 
fought  against  Great  Britain  in  the  American  revo- 
lution, among  them  being  Colonel  George  Washing- 
ton, General  Israel  Putnam  and  General  Gates.  The 
French  fought  bravely  and  only  surrendered  after 
an  eight  days'  siege  against  great  odds.  The  British 
did  not  garrison  the  .fort,  which  was  partially  de- 
stroyed during  the  fight.  In  1812  some  of  the  can- 
non were  taken  to  Kingston,  some  to  Niagara,  and 
one  to  Fort  Wellington.  Three  of  the  cannon  are 
said  to  have  been  thrown  into  the  river.  In  accord- 
ance with  the  terms  of  the  treaty  made  in  1794, 
Chimney  Island  became  the  property  of  the  United 
States.  The  stone  of  the  old  fort  was  taken  by  re- 
sidents on  the  south  side  of  the  river  and  used  for 
building  purposes. 

During  the  journey  up  the  river  an  open  meeting 
of  the  Society  was  held  on  the  after  deck  of  the 
yacht,  Mr.  Cumberland  in  the  chair.  Mr.  John 
Dearness  presented  the  report  of  the  Resolution 
Committee,  as  follows  : — 

(i)  That  the  Society  place  on  record  its  appre- 
ciation of  the  valuable  services  of  its  retiring  Presi- 
dent, Mr.  Barlow  Cumberland.  Testimony  is  due  to 
his  energetic  and  enthusiastic  devotion  to  every 
interest  of  the  Society  and  also  to  the  success  which 
has  marked  his  efforts  in  carrying  to  successful  com- 
pletion the  important  projects  which  have  received 
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his  attention  as  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Society. 

(2)  That   the  Superintendent   of  Indian    Affairs 
for  the  Dominion  of  Canada  be  requested    to    take 
such  steps  as  may  be  necessary  to  protect  historical 
sites  and  preserve  archaeological  remains  on  Indian 
Reserves.       In  this  connection  Fort  Ste.  Marie    on 
Christian  Island  may  be  specially  mentioned.  Local 
Historical   Societies  should  be  called  upon    to    co- 
operate with  national,  provincial  and  municipal  au- 
thorities, as  well  as  with  this  Society,  in  the    pro- 
tection and  preservation  of  sites    and    materials    of 
the  classes  referred  to  wherever  these  may  occur  in 
the  Province. 

(3)  That  the  Society  declare  its  approval  of  the 
action  of  the  Council     in    selecting     the     Town    of 
Brockville  as  the  place  of  its  Annual  Meeting.    The 
calling  into  existence  of  a  Local  Historical  Society 
in  a  field  so  rich  in  historical  material    as  this  re- 
gion of  the  St.  Lawrence  Valley,  deserves  to  be  re- 
garded as  one  of  the  most  important  results    of   a 
successful  year's  work. 

(4)  That  the  thanks  of  the  Ontario     Historical 
Society  be  conveyed  to  the  Chairman,  Mayor  Pat- 
terson, and  the  other  members  of  the  local  commit- 
tee, for  the  complete  and  admirable     arrangements 
which  thev  have  made  for  this  meeting  of  the  Socie- 
ty- 

(5)  That  the  thanks  of  the    Ontario     Historical 
Society  be  conveyed  to  the  Mayor  and    Council    of 
the  Town  of  Brockville  for  the  cordial  welcome  ex- 
tended by  them  to  the  Society,  and  very    specially 
for  the  delightful  trip  on  the  yacht  Magedoma    so 
kindly  placed  at  the    disposal    of    the     Mayor    and 
Council  for  the  occasion  by  Mrs.  Fulford,  a  courtesy 
most  highly  appreciated  by  the  Society.    The  Socie- 
ty would  ask  that  His  Worship  the  Mayor    convey 
to  her  an  expression  of  such  appreciation. 

(6)  That  the  thanks  of  the  Ontario  Historical 
Society  be  conveyed  to  the  Council    of    the    United 
Counties  of  Leeds  and  Grenville  for  the  use    of    the 
Auditorium  and  Committee  Rooms  of  the    County 
Buildings  in  which  the  meeting  has  been  held. 

(7)  That  the  thanks  of  the  Ontario    Historical 
Society  be  conveyed  to  the  Daughters  of  the  Empire 
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for  their  kindness  in  entertaining  the  delegates    on 
Thursday  afternoon. 

(8)  That  the  thanks  of  the    Ontario    Historical 
Society  be  conveyed  to  the  Mayor    and    Council  of 
the  Town  of  Prescott  for  their  hospitable  reception 
of  the  Society  on  the  occasion  of  its  visit    on    the 
1 5th  of  July  to  the  old  Fort  located  at  that  town. 

(9)  That  the  thanks  of  the  Ontario    Historical 
Society  are  due  to  the    Brockville     newspapers    for 
their  courteous  attention  to    the     meetings    of    the 
Society    and    the  publicity  which  their  satisfactory 
reports  gave  to  its  proceedings.

INTRODUCING  THE  NEW  PRESIDENT. 

In  introducing  Mr.  David  Williams  as  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Ontario  Historical  Society  for  the  year 
1910-11,  Dr.  Coyne  said  that  it  was  only  due  to  the 
retiring  President  to  say  that  he  had  rendered 
specially  valuable  service  during  his  three  years  of 
office.  To  the  performance  of  its  duties,  Mr.  Cum- 
berland had  brought  exceptional  ability,  energy  and 
enthusiasm.  When  a  famous  historical  landmark 
was  threatened  with  destruction,  Mr.  Cumberland 
was  the  first  to  rush  to  its  defence.  It  was  fortun- 
ate for  the  Province  that  Mr.  Cumberland  was  able 
to  defend  it  from  the  vantage  ground  of  the  presi- 
dency of  this  Society.  He  rallied  to  his  support  not 
merely  the  membership  of  the  Ontario  Historical 
Society,  but  affiliated  societies  throughout  the  Pro- 
vince, besides  many  persons  of  influence  outside 
their  ranks.  Interviewing  repeatedly  the  authorities 
fromi  the  Governor-General  and  Minister  of  Militia 
downwards,  he  never  ceased  his  efforts  until  crown- 
ed with  victory.  If  Fort  York  remains  unimpaired, 
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if  its  future  preservation  is  guaranteed  by  solemn 
contract,  the  credit  is  largely  due  to  the  devoted 
and  indefatigable  efforts  of  Mr.  Cumberland.  The 
Society  had  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  the 
honours  of  the  presidency,  so  worthily  borne  by  Mr. 
Cumberland,  were  now  transferred  to  one  who  had 
earned  them  by  years  of  active  work,  not  only  in 
this  Society,  but  also  in  the  Huron  Institute  of 
Collingwood,  the  organization  and  continued  suc- 
cess of  which  were  largely  due  to  Mr.  Williams' 
strenuous  work.  Mr.  Williams  had  been  an  energetic 
member  and  would,  no  doubt,  prove  a  capable  and 
efficient  presiding  officer. 

Mr.  Alexander  Fraser  in  endorsing  Dr.  Coyne's 
remarks,  said  :  "As  one  who  for  many  years  has 
been  associated  with  Mr.  Cumberland  in  work  for 
this  Society,  I  beg  to  express  here  my  deep  sense  of 
the  value  of  his  services  to  us.  Especially  is  this 
the  case  with  respect  to  the  efforts  put  forth  to  pre- 
serve the  historic  Old  Fort  at  Toronto,  the  happy 
success  of  which  owes  very  much  indeed  to  his  un- 
ceasing interest  and  vigilance.  As  President  he  has 
adorned  the  office  and  upheld  its  best  traditions, 
and  we  know  he,  on  his  part,  appreciates  the  honour 
he  is  relinquishing  at  this  meeting  as  much  as  we 
regret  the  passing  time  which  in  its  course  brings 
with  it  a  change  of  officers." 

Mr.  Cumberland  in  acknowledging  with  deep  felt 
thanks  the  appreciative  resolution  and  particularly 
the  kindly  expressions  which  accompanied  it,  said 
that  the  advance  movements,  and  whatever  had 
been  achieved,  had  largely  resulted  from  the  earn- 
est co-operation  of  the  officers  and  of  the  local  soci- 
eties which  had  rendered  their  aid  ;  he  had  been  but 
the  focus  to  and  Irom  which  radiated  the  influences 
for  promoting  culture  and  care  for  our  country's 
history  among  our  younger  people.  This  was  ren- 
dered infinitely  more  capable  by  the  local  Histori- 
cal Societies  which  had  now  been  established  in 
many  of  the  districts  of  our  Province  of  Ontario. 

The  paper  on  "Canada's  Heirlooms  of  Empire" 
which  he  had  read  at  the  public  meeting  having  tak- 
en the  place  of  an  opening  Presidential  address,  it 
might,  however,  be  well  here  to  record  somewhat  of 
the  principal  workings  of  the  year.  He  had  repre- 
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sented  the  Society  by  addresses  before  the  Lennox 
and  Addington  Society,  Napanee  ;  The  Wentworth 
Veterans'  Society,  Stoney  Creek  ;  The  Women's 
Historical  Society,  Toronto  ;  The  Literary  and  His- 
torical Society,  Quebec  ;  The  London  and  Middle- 
sex Society,  London  ;  The  Canadian  Club,  Berlin. 
Much  correspondence  had  been  had  with  the  societies 
and  other  bodies  upon  the  projects  .we  have  in  hand 
for  the  development  and  restoration  of  historic 
sites.  Fort  Maiden  at  Amherstburg  had  not  yet 
been  recovered.  It  means  the  energetic  action  of  the 
municipal  authorities  to  aid  in  the  transfer  of  pro- 
perty which  the  Government  seems  disposed  to 
grant.  By  united  action  its  establishment  as  an  his- 
toric park  can  yet  be  secured. 

Fort  York  at  Toronto  remains  as  yet  unchang- 
ed. It  has  been  saved  as  an  "historical  memorial 
for  all  time,"  but  until  the  military  authorities 
have  given  up  occupation  of  the  buildings  it  cannot 
be  fully  available  for  restoration  as  has  been  agreed 
to  be  done  by  the  City  Council  as  one  of  the  condi- 
tions of  their  tenure  o,f  the  whole  Garrison  Com- 
mons property.  Attention  having  been  drawn  to  the 
condition  of  an  abandoned  burying  ground  near  Ni- 
agara Falls  in  which  are  grave-stones  bearing  dates 
from  1812  to  1859,  the  Lundy's  Lane  Society  has 
taken  the  matter  in  .hand  with  good  results. 

The  erection  of  the  Laura  Secord  Memorial  Hall 
at  Oueenston,  undertaken  by  the  Queenston  Women's 
Institute,  is  a  national  memorial  worthy  of,  and  is 
recommended  for,  the  aid  of  our  societies.  The  On- 
tario Park  Commissioners  have  promised  the  site 
and  the  building  will  be  available  as  a  museum  for 
relics  of  that  most  historical  neighborhood. 

At  Niagara-on-the-Lake  the  renovation  of  Fort 
George,  within  whose  north-east  bastion  General 
Brock  was  first  buried,  before  the  removal  of  his  re- 
mains to  the  monument  at  Oueenston  Heights,  and 
of  Navy  Hall,  the  headquarters  of  Governor  Sim- 
coe,  in  "which  the  early  Parliament  of  Upper  Can- 
ada met,  have  been  strongly  urged.  The  military 
authorities  have  been  engaged  with  your  officers  in 
considering  the  details  and  it  is  believed  that  prac- 
tical results  will  follow.  Bach  year  there  are  from 
eight  to  ten  thousand  of  our  militia  volunteers 
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brought  together  in  this  vicinity  from  distant  parts 
of  Ontario  for  their  annual  training  camp.  No  bet- 
ter method  for  spreading  the  knowledge  of  the  pa- 
triotic defence  of  our  country  in  its  earliest  days 
can  be  found  than  by  laying  before  them  these  vis- 
ible evidences  of  the  valour  of  their  brothers-in- 
arms. 

The  crowning  event  of  the  year  has  been  the  in- 
auguration of  our  new  society  in  Brockville.  Open- 
ed with  a  large  membership,  in  a  centre  where  the 
U.  E.  Loyalists  found  a.  refuge  and  established  their 
homes  in  the  forests  ;  the  scene  of  gallant  exploits 
in  the  defence  of  our  country  in  1812  and  1837,  and 
bearing  the  name  of  the  heroic  Brock,  "The  Saviour 
of  Upper  Canada,"  it  has  a  field  of  reminiscence 
and  research  which  cannot  fail  to  add  much  to  the 
recording  ol  our  earliest  history. 

He  hoped  that  the  years  of  his  terms  of  office 
had  not  been  without  fruit.  The  relations  with  the 
Ontario  Government  have  been  reconstituted  and 
although  a  larger  provision  for  action,  which  hyd 
been  proposed,  did  not  succeed  in  being  materializ- 
ed, yet  larger  grants  for  historical  \vork  have  been 
obtained,  as  also  quarters  in  the  Educational  De- 
partment. For  two  years  without  a  permanent  Sec- 
retary, or  means  to  recompense  one,  we  are  now 
advantaged  by  the  services  of  an  energetic  officer 
associated  with  the  Department  of  Education.  Be- 
ginning at  the  outset  with  a  deficit  he  was  now 
able,  as  the  Treasurer's  Report  .showed,  to  transfer 
a  goodly  sum  at  the  credit  o£  future  historic  work. 

An  invitation  had  been  received  by  him  from  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  Club,  Buffalo,  representing  a 
society  being  established  in  the  United  States  to 
celebrate  the  "One  Hundred  .Years  of  Peace  of  1912" 
and  asking  that  our  Society  be  represented  at  a 
meeting  to  be  held  in  Buffalo.  He  had  replied  that 
he  had  no  authority  from  our  Society  to  attend  and 
suggested  that  1915  would  be  a  more  reasonable 
period  for  holding  such  a  celebration  as  hostilities 
had  continued  and  peace  had  not  been  declared  at 
Washington  until  February,  1815,  and  he  had  no 
doubt  that  the  Council  and  our  Canadian  Societies 
would  in  due  time  give  fullest  consideration  and 
make  hearty  arrangements  for  heralding  an  event  so 
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worthy  of  commemoration.  This  has  received  your 
approval  and  a  Committee  has  been  appointed  by 
our  Society  which  will  outline  the  proceedings  for 
recording  the  period  of  1812-15. 

During  his  term  additional  societies  had  been 
added,  others  revived,  and  that  there  is  much  gen- 
eral activity  is  well  shown  by  the  reports  of  the 
many  delegates  which  have  been  presented  at  this 
meeting  and  the  increase  in  number  of  publications 
which  have  been  issued.  There  is  a  wide  field  opened 
for  earnest  work.  The  records  of  1812-14,  the  cru- 
cial turning-point  in  the  history  of  Canada  in  its  de- 
fence and  maintenance  as  a  British  realm,  are  com- 
ing in  for  recognition,  for  the  strengthening  and 
deepening  of  our  patriotism  in  our  native  land  and 
her  national  future. 

Each  of  our  Historical  Societies  can  engage  in 
this  work  and  our  Ontario  Historical  Society  aid  in 
recalling  the  brave  days  of  old  and  the  worthy  place 
which  by  their  valour  was  then  won. 

That  he  had  not  yielded  to  the  suggestion  for  a 
further  term  was  because  he  did  not  believe  it 
was  for  the  good  progress  of  the  Society  to  extend 
beyond  its  precedents.  The  flow  of  promotion  should 
be  kept  moving  and  in  the  new  President  we  had  a 
man  who  had  done  splendid  work  in  his  local  socie- 
ty and  would  ably  fill  that  of  his  new  sphere. 

In  conclusion  he  again  thanked  the  Society  for 
its  good-will,  assuring  them  of  his  continued  en- 
deavors, and  had  the  utmost  pleas'ure  in  now  in- 
stalling the  President-elect  in  his  new  responsibili- 
ties and  office. 

Mr.  David  Williams,  in  acknowledging  the  hon- 
our conferred  upon  him  by  the  Society  in  placing 
him  in  the  highest  position  in  its  gift,  namely,  that 
of  President  said  that  it  was  with  great  diffidence 
he  had  been  persuaded  to  accept  the  presidency. 
He  had  urged  that  the  incumbent  of  the  office  for 
the  past  three  years  should  be  continued,  believing 
that  Mr.  Cumberland  had  accomplished  so  much 
and  was  so  well  fitted  for  the  position  that  it  would 
be  a  mistake  to  make  a  change  and  thereby  in  a 
measure  deprive  the  Society  of  the  benefit  of  his 
wide  experience,  his  untiring  energy  and  his  splendid 
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abilities.  With  Mr.  Cumberland's  complete  ac- 
quiescence, however,  a  change  had  been  made  and  it 
was  now  the  duty  of  the  Society's  newly-elected 
President  and  officials  to  endeavor  to  measure  up  to 
the  standard  set  by  their  predecessors. 

There  is  a  wide  field  of  usefulness  for  the  Ontario 
Historical  Society  and  though  already  active  in 
many  directions  its  operations  might  yet  be  extend- 
ed. The  affiliated  societies  were  doing  excellent 
work  and  the  hope  was  that  they  would  grow 
stronger  and  more  numerous  and  with  the  parent 
organization  continue  the  excellent  work  so  well 
done  in  the  years  passed.  In  conclusion  Mr.  Wil- 
liams asked  for  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  mem- 
bers and  assured  them  that  the  work  of  the  Ontario 
Historical  Society  would  receive  as  careful  atten- 
tion as  it  was  possible  for  him  to  give. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  President's  address  it 
was  ascertained  that  we  were  rapidly  approaching 
the  end  of  our  most  enjoyable  outing.  Mr.  Williams 
called  for  cheers  for  His  Wrorship  the  Mayor,  and 
Council,  Mrs.  Fulford,  and  the  ladies  of  the  Brock- 
ville  Society,  which  were  given  with  a  will,  after 
which  we  sang  "God  Save  the  King,"  thus  bringing 
to  a  happy  close  an  annual  meeting  which  will  be 
long  remembered  as  one  of  the  most  instructive  and 
enjoyable  events  in  the  history  of  the  Society

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MINUTES  OF  COUNCIL   MEETING 


A  Special  Meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Ontario 
Historical  Society  was  held  in  the  Department  of 
Education  on  the  3oth  of  March,  1910,  the  follow- 
ing members  being  in  attendance  :  President  Barlow 
Cumberland,  Chancellor  Burwash,  Alexander  Fras- 
er,  J.  S.  Carstairs,  W.  A.  McLean  ;  Henry  Mack- 
lem,  London  ;  Miss  Janet  Cornochan,  Niagara,  and 
Miss  Gilkison,  Brantford. 

The  meeting  was  called  with  the  view  of  visit- 
ing the  Ontario  Teachers'  Association,  which  was 
holding  its  annual  session  in  Toronto  ;  but,  after 
discussion,  it  was  proposed  by  Mr.  Alex.  Fraser  and 
resolved,  on  account  of  apparent  lapse  of  member- 
ship, to  make  application  for  affiliation  in  order 
that  provision  might  be  made  for  the  Society  to  be 
included  in  the  next  official  programme  and  be  pro- 
perly represented.

Presented  to  the  Royal  Society  of  Canada    at    its 
Adjourned  Annual  Meeting  at  Ottawa, 
September  27th,  1910. 

The  Ontario  Historical  Society  is  glad  to  he 
able  to  report  to  the  Royal  Society  of  Canada  con- 
tinued progress  in  its  work  in  the  Province  of  On- 
tario. It  is  the  central  society  of  the  affiliated  local 
Historical  Societies  established  in  most  of  the  dis- 
tricts of  the  Province,  from  the  east  at  Prescott  to 
the  west  at  Fort  William,  Thunder  Bay.  Its  head- 
quarters are  in  the  Department  of  Education  at 
Toronto  and  the  Minister  of  Education  of  Ontario 
is  its  Honorary  President.  Under  its  special  Act 
passed  by  the  Legislature  of  Ontario  each  of  the 
local  societies  becomes  by  affiliation  an  incorporat- 
ed body  entitled  to  hold  property  such  as  Histori- 
cal Libraries  and  Museums.  The  President  of  each 
society  becomes  exf-officio  a  Vice-President  and  an 
additional  member  of  the  Council  of  seven  elected 
by  the  members  of  the  Ontario  Society,  and  the 
delegates  from  the  local  societies,  at  the  Annual 
Meeting.  Its  scope  is  to  promote  in  every  way 
study  and  research  in  Canadian  history,  not  only  in 
this  Province,  but  throughout  the  Dominion,  the 
collection  of  local  memorabilia  of  early  settlements, 
and  the  preservation  of  historic  memorials. 

The  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1909  and  Vol- 
ume IX  of  the  "Papers  and  Records  of  the  Ontario 
Historical  Society"  are  herewith  presented. 

We  shall  be  very  glad,  on  application,  to  ex- 
change with  any  Historical  Society  or  Literary  or 
Library  Association  not  now  on  our  list. 

During  the  past  year,  in  addition  to  advancing 
the  interests  of  our  affiliated  societies,  the  central 
society  has  devoted  much  attention  to  the  recovery 
and  restoration  of  visible  evidences  of  early  days  in 
various  parts  of  the  Province. 
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The  Dominion  Government  has  been  strongly 
urged  to  repair  "Fort  Maiden"  at  Amherstburg 
and  set  it  apart  as  an  historic  site.  Situated  in  the 
centre  of  earliest  French  settlement,  where  the 
French  language  is  yet  prevalent  and  the  ancient 
religious  establishments  still  maintain,  it  became 
the  starting  point  for  the  men  of  the  locality  with 
the  forces  under  General  Brock,  for  the  capture  of 
Detroit  in  1813.  Again  in  1837-38  it  was  the  scene 
of  a  gallant  defence  against  invasion  from  the  other 
side  of  the  river.  The  record  of  these  early  days  of 
Canadian  union  should  not  remain  unmarked. 

The  recovery  of  "Fort  York"  at  Toronto  as  an 
historical  memorial,  was  mentioned  in  the  report  of 
last  year.  The  restoration  of  the  ramparts  has  not 
yet  begun  as  the  military  authorities  are  still  in 
occupation  of  the  buildings.  When  the  opportunity 
arrives,  the  restoration  and  setting  apart  of  these 
memorials  as  museums,  etc.,  will  be  of  much  inter- 
est. 

A  memorial  hall  to  Ivaura  Secord  at  Oueenston 
Heights  is  in  progress.  Some  ancient  graveyards  of 
the  1812  period  have  received  attention. 

At  Niagara-on-the-Lake,  the  ancient  Newark, 
the  Society  is  in  conference  with  the  Dominion  au- 
thorities for  the  repair  of  what  remains  of  "Navy 
Hall,"  the  headquarters  of  Governor  Simcoe,  in 
which  he  received  the  Due  de  Liancourt  in  1795  and 
in  which  the  first  Parliament  of  Upper  Canada  held 
its  meeting.  The  ramparts  of  "Fort  George"  are, 
it  is  hoped,  also  to  be  restored  and  the  precincts  of 
the  original  and  earlier  fort  again  outlined.  The  his- 
tory of  1776-1815  centres  about  this  neighborhood 
and  in  one  of  the  bastions  of  the  Fort  the  remains 
of  General  Brock  were  first  interred  prior  to  their 
removal  to  the  monument  at  Oueenston  Heights. 
These  memorials  deserve  recognition. 

It  is  pleasant  to  report  that  the  monument  at 
"Stoney  Creek"  over  the  trench  in  which  a  number 
of  the  soldiers  who  fell  in  the  action  of  6th  June, 
1813,  were  buried,  has  been  completed  by  the  energy 
of  the  "Wentworth  Veterans'  Association"  and  was 
unveiled  in  August.  The  marking  of  not  a  few  other 
historic  sites  is  still  in  contemplation. 
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The  Society  feels  that  we  are  now  approaching 
the  most  momentous  period  in  the  history  of  our 
united  Canada. 

The  period  of  1776  and  of  1812-15  record  the 
strenuous  and  loyal  outpouring  by  the  British  Em- 
pire of  its  means  and  men  from  across  the  seas  for 
the  assistance  and  protection  of  her  Canadian  sons 
in  their  defence  of  their  homes  and  liberties. 

In  1776  it  had  been  the  happy  privilege  of  the 
French-Canadians  only  to  fight  under  the  Union 
Jack  for  the  preservation  of  their  British  rights  in 
the  Province  of  Quebec,  for  Upper  Canada  was  then 
comparatively  unpeopled.  By  such  valour  the  far- 
stretching  waters  of  the  St.  L/awrence  and  the  inner 
realms  of  the  continent  were  maintained  as  the 
patriot  boundaries  of  Canada. 

The  period  of  1812-15  heralded  another  phase. 
In  it  not  only  were  the  French-speaking  Canadians 
found  again  massing  their  forces  along  the  shores  of 
their  ancient  river,  but  far  inland  along  the  Great 
Lakes  were  now  seen  their  new  come  Knglish-speak- 
ing  compatriots  linked  with  them  in  continuous  line 
for  the  defence  of  their  common  country.  The  bea- 
con lights  of  union  for  defence  called  from  every 
height  and  promontory  along  our  southern  shores. 
To  them  responded  the  patriot  hearts  of  all  our  peo- 
ple of  both  French  and  English  descent  united  for 
country  and  fior  King.  It  was  the  birthday  of  our 
completed  Canadian  Union,  the  epoch  period  of  the 
firm  maintenance  of  Canada  as  an  actual  portion 
of  the  British  realm.  Such  a  period  cannot  be  for- 
gotten. 

To  the  British  Kingdom  who  helped  us  in  our 
weakness,  to  our  Canadian  fathers  who  strung  our 
history  with  the  bright  gems  of  Detroit,  Queenston 
Heights,  Stoney  Creek,  Chrystler's  Farm,  and  Cha- 
teauguay,  we  owe  it  to  keep  in  mind  their  long 
struggle  against  overwhelming  odds.  It  was  this 
stubborn  valiant  defence  which  kept  Canada  as  a 
member  of  the  British  Bmpire  loyal  to  our  King 
and  laid  the  foundation  of  all  the  prosperity  which 
we  have  since  enjoyed  in  the  development  of  the 
vast  country  which  was  then  held, for  us  to  be  for-

ever  our  own.  We  to-day  reap  the  harvests  of  the 
fields  which  our  fathers  sowed  with  their  lives  and 
devotion. 

In  this  revival  of  memories  all  our  Provinces 
from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific  have  their  part, 
particularly  those  of  Quebec  and  Ontario,  which 
were  the  principal  scenes  of  strife,  for  while  all  are 
rejoicing  in  the  splendid  opportunities  of  the  re- 
sults, true  patriotism  will  have  reverence  for  the 
makers  of  our  beginnings,  else  we  were  craven  suc- 
cessors steeped  and  absorbed  in  material  gain. 

In  bringing  these  past  days  to  mind  we  give  no 
cause  of  oil  once  to  any  other  nationalities,  any 
more  than  they  do  to  us  in  the  celebrations  they 
may  see  fit  to  make  of  events  in  their  past  history. 
They,  as  well  as  we,  would  be  unpatriotic  did  they 
not  recall  their  foundation  days. 

At  the  end  of  this  eventful  period  of  1812-14 
there  will  come  in  1915  the  heralding  of  the  anni- 
versary days  of  that  peace  which  by  its  valour  was 
then  won,  a  peace  which  after  the  continued  hostili- 
ties at  New  Orleans  was  declared  by  Madison  at 
Washington  on  i8th  February,  1815.  To  each  period 
must  be  given  its  due  share  of  meed.  Without  the 
war  there  would  have  been  no  peace  ;  without  the 
successful  defence  there  would  have  remained  no 
Canada  ;  without  reverence  toward  our  patriot  fore- 
fathers there  can  be  no  patriotism. 

The  Ontario  Historical  Society  earnestly  hopes 
that  these  days  may  be  remembered  and  trusts  thp.t 
all  societies  in  the  Provinces  may  turn  the  attention 
of  their  peoples  toward  the  foundations  upon  which 
our  united  Canada  has  been  laid  and  our  nationality 
as  Canadians  made  possible  and  secured.

In  presenting  our  report  this  year  we  are  thank- 
ful to  be  able  to  state  that  we  have  had  a  year  of 
continued  prosperity  as  regards  membership,  papers 
read,  sale  of  pamphlets,  visitors,  and  additions  to 
our  collection.  We  have  not  fallen  behind  the  re- 
ports of  other  years  and  we  are  also  able  to  report 
a  balance  in  the  treasury. 

There  were  held  during  the  winter  months  six 
regular  meetings  at  which  the  following  papers  were, 
read  ;— 
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Reminiscences  of  the  Fenian  Raid,  by  Charles 
Hunter,  Toronto,  Parts  I,  II,  III. 

Reminiscences  of  lyife  in  Niagara  and  St. 
David's,  by  Mrs.  J.  G.  Currie  of  St.  Catharines. 

Translation  of  the  Journal  of  Thomas  de  Bouch- 
erville  relating  to  events  from  1802  to  1814  in  the 
vicinity  of  Niagara,  by  Miss  Carnochan. 

Canadian  Confederation  in  the  Making  with 
Glimpses  of  the  Confederators,  by  Rev.  A.  F.  Mc- 
Gregor, 

During  the  year  the  building  was  open  once  a 
week  during  winter,  twice  a  week  in  summer,  every 
day  during  camp  time;,  and  at  other  times  on  appli- 
cation, the  many  visitors  often  expressing  their 
wonder  at  and  appreciation  of  the  collection.  The 
work  begun  last  year  of  placing  tablets  on  the  walls 
in  memory  of  the  early  settlers  and  regiments  on 
duty  here  is  being  continued  and  we  hope  that  the 
new  departure  made  last  year  of  holding  a  picnic 
may  be  continued  as  an  annual  event.  Last  year  we 
meet  at  Queenston  Heights  ;  this  year  we  hope  to 
visit  another  historic  spot,  Fort  Niagara,  N.Y. 

With  regard  to  publications,  while  last  year  we 
printed  two  pamphlets,  this  year  we  have  printed 
one,  but  as  it  is  a  double  number  with  126  pages 
and  four  illustrations,  it  is  really  equal  to  two.  No. 
10  Inscriptions  in  Graveyards,  of  which  the  edition 
was  exhausted,  has  been  reprinted  with  additions, 
as  twelve  more  burial  places  had  been  visited.  Many 
requests  having  been  made  for  the  pamphlet,  it  now 
appears  as  No.  19,  a  copious  index  being  added. 
Many  letters  of  appreciation  and  corrLttiendation 
have  been  received  since  its  issue.  Another  pamph- 
let is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  printers  which  will  be 
No.  20.  The  fourteenth  annual  report  was  issued 
and  of  these  400  copies  have  been  sent  forth,  while 
500  pamphlets  have  been  distributed  or  sold. 

A  valuable  collection  of  coins  was  given  by  Mrs. 
J.  G.  Currie  and  an  almost  complete  file  of  the  Ni- 
agara Mail  by  Mr.  John  Kirby,  Toronto,  and  many 
documents,  military  accoutrements,  books,  etc., 
have  been  given.  Among  the  documents  was  one  of 
especial  value,  a  commission  with  the  signature  of 
Sir  Isaac  Brock, 
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The  work  of  preparing  a  catalogue  has  proved 
even  a  heavier  task  than  was  anticipated,  but  is  at 
length  approaching  completion,  and  we  hope  this 
list  of  over  5,000  articles  will  be  printed  with  ex- 
planatory notes  of  the  most  interesting. 

The  President,  as  delegate,  attended  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Ontario  Historical  Society  at  Toron- 
to and  read  a  paper,  "History  as  Sometimes  Giv- 
en," and  also  Letters  of  Sir  Isaac  Brock,  hitherto 
unpublished,  contributed  by  Col.  Cruikshank,  F.  R. 
S.  C. 

Ten  members  were  added  during  tht  year,  the 
membership  now  being  over  160,  many  of  them  in 
distant  parts,  as  England,  British  Columbia,  Al- 
berta, Manitoba,  New  York,  Philadelphia,  Pitts- 
burg,  Chicago,  Montreal.  We  exchange  with  45  His- 
torical Societies  and  receive  many  letters  of  inquiry 
and  are  often  able  to  give  information  from  docu- 
ments in  our  possession. 

We  feel  more  hopeful  that  our  continued  appeals 
to  the  Dominion  Government  respecting  the  neglect- 
ed condition  of  Fort  George  and  Navy  Hall  may 
have  some  result  as  the  President  of  the  O.  H.  S., 
Mr.  Barlow  Cumberland,  has  now  put  his  shoulder 
to  the  wheel  and  we  hope  to  see  these  historic  spots 
restored  and  kept  in  order. 

\Ve  have  to  deplore  the  loss  of  a  valued  member, 
C.  A.  F.  Ball,  an  Honorary  ViceKPresident,  who 
has  been  a  faithful  member  since  the  organization  of 
our  Society  in  1895  and  whose  generosity  in  con- 
tributing articles  to  the  collection  was  an  example 
and  incentive  to  others  to  do  likewise.  By  his  kind- 
ly nature  and  the  deep  interest  he  always  took,  in 
our  Society  he  did  much  to  forward  its  interests 
and  his  death  is  felt  as  a  distinct  loss  to  us  who 
will  always  hold  his  memory  green. 

We  acknowledge  with  thanks  the  usual  grants 
from  the  Provincial  Government  and  the  County 
Council  and  wish  to  thank  all  the  friends  known  and 
unknown,  who  are  adding  to  .our  collection  or  help- 
ing us  financially  or  otherwise.  If  our  members 
will  carefully  read  the  membership  card  they  will 
see  each  member  is  asked  to  add  something  to  tho 
collection  and,  indeed,  articles  have  come  by  mail 
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or  express  from  many  who  are  not  members  and  are 
in  fact  strangers  to  us. 

\Ve  rejoice  to  see  the  greater  interest  in  the 
country  generally  in  historical  matters  and  hope 
for  still  greater  things  in  the  future.

Another  twelve  months  has  passed,  and  during 
that  time  the  Huron  Institute  has  continued  the 
progressive  policy  that  has  marked  the  six  years 
since  its  organization.  Through  it  matters  that 
had  fallen  into  oblivion  have  been  recalled  after 
twenty,  thirty,  forty,  or  even  a  hundred  years,  and 
brought  before  our  members  and  the  people  of  Col- 
lingwood. Without  desiring  to  boast,  we  believe  the 
Institute  holds  to-day  a  more  important  place 
among  the  public  institutions  of  the  town  than  at 
any  time  in  its  short,  but  active  existence. 

During  the  past  year  eight  meetings,  three  regu- 
lar of  the  Institute,  and  five  of  the  Executive,  were 
held,  and  at  each  there  was  a  goodly  attendance. 

At  one  of  our  regular  meetings,  our  old  and  re- 
spected townsman,  Mr.  George  Moberly,  contribut- 
ed an  interesting  paper  on  "The  Early  Miditia  of 
Collingwood,"  thus  placing  on  record  much  history 
pertaining  to  this  branch  of  the  life  of  the  citizens 
not  hitherto  available.  Further  contributions  along 
this  line  have  been  promised  by  other  members  of 
the  Institute,  who,  owing  to  their  many  years  in 
Collingwood,  are  quite  capable  of  completing  the 
excellent  work  so  well  begun  by  Mr.  Moberly. 

At  another  of  the  regular  meetings,  the  Secre- 
tary, Mr.  David  Williams,  gave  an  address  on  "The 
History  of  Collingwood,"  illustrated  with  upwards 
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of  one  hundred  lantern  views  showing  the  rise  and 
progress  of  the  town,  besides  pictures  of  many  of 
the  early  residents. 

Another  address  was  given  before  the  Institute 
by  Mr.  A.  Knetchel,  Inspector  of  Dominion  Forest, 
Fish  and  Game  Preserves.  This  was  on  the  forests 
of  Canada,  and  while  probably  somewhat  out  of  the 
line  of  local  history,  with  which  the  Institute  more 
particularly  concerns  itself,  the  subject  proved  of 
great  interest,  and  was  treated  in  a  way  that  gave 
value  to  the  addr/css,  Mr.  Knetchel  had  many  lan- 
tern views,  these  greatly  assisting  to  impress  upon 
the  audience  the  important  changes  that  have,  and 
arc  taking  place,  and  also  the  necessity  of  an  active 
and  energetic  campaign  of  conservation. 

At  the  several  meetings  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee the  routine  business  of  the  Institute  was  at- 
tended to,  and  at  the  present  there  is  nothing  in  ar- 
rears. 

During  the  past  year  the  Institute  issued  its 
first  publication,  Papers  and  Records,  Vol.  I.  This 
appeared  in  August  and  was  well  received  by  those 
interested  in  historical  work,  and  was  given  no  in- 
considerable attention  by  the  reviewers  in  the  public 
press.  The  volume  contains  ten  papers,  also  the 
Curator's  report  for  1908-09,  and  the  constitution  of 
the  Institute.  A  number  of  photographs  of  early 
Collingwood  embellish  the  pages,  and  add  to  its 
value  as  an  historical  publication. 

The  papers  contained  in  the  volume  are  :  Kx- 
ploration  of  Petun  Indian  Village  Sites  ;  Samuel  de 
Champlain  ;  Shipping  on  the  Upper  Lakefe  ;  Where 
is  the  Standing  Rock  ?  ;  Local  Geographical  For- 
mations ;  Presbyterian  Church  in  Collingwood  ; 
Roman  Catholic  Church  in  Collingwood  ;  Charles 
Garnier  ;  Negro  Population  in  Collingwood,  and  the 
Methodist  Church  in  Collingwood. 

In  accordance  with  instructions  a  copy  of  the 
volume  has  been  placed  in  the  libraries  of  the  Col- 
legiate Institute,  Public  schools  and  Separate 
school,  and  also  in  the  archives  of  the  Town  Coun- 
cil, of  which  the  town  clerk,  Mr.  J  .  H.  Duncan,  has 
official  charge. 
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The  various  papers  since  contributed,  and  a 
number  more  that  are  now  within  commanding  dis- 
tance, will  provide  material  for  a  second  volume, 
which  it  may  be  found  possible  to  issue  in  1911. 

The  Civic  Improvement  Department  again  took 
up  the  work  under  their  special  charge,  and  in  con- 
junction with  a  committee  from  the  Board  of  Trade 
did  considerable  work  in  the  hope  of  arousing  an  in- 
terest. The  Institute  appropriated  twenty-live  dol- 
lars towards  the  work,  this  being  generously  supple- 
mented by  an  equal  amount  by  the  Board  of  Trade. 
Prizes  were  awarded,  and  although  of  very  fair 
sums,  did  not  prove  the  attraction  desired. 

Copies  of  the  report  presented  at  the  last  annual 
meeting  were  presented  to  the  Royal  Society  of 
Canada,  through  our  appointed  delegate,  Mr.  J. 
H.  Coyne,  B.A.,  of  St.  Thomas,  and  also  filed  with 
the  Ontario  Historical  Society,  and  the  Honorable 
Minister  of  Education. 

As  to  the  museum,  we  may  but  add  that  it  con- 
tinues to  expand.  The  number  of  exhibits  steadily 
increases,  and  the  Curator,  Mr.  James  Morris,  to 
whose  untiring  energy  we  owe  so  much,  finds  the 
greatest  difficulty  in  arranging  and  displaying 
them.

In  presenting  our  third  annual  report  to  you, 
it  is  with  a  certain  amount  of  pride  in  the  work  we 
have  been  able  to  accomplish. 

As  you  have  heard  the  Treasurer  report,  we  are 
not  overburdened  with  cash,  but  we  must  take  into 
consideration,  in  thinking  of  that  condition,  the 
fact  that  we  have  accomplished  a  great  deal  of  work 
this  year,  and  on  a  comparatively  small  amount  of 
money. 

PUBLIC  MEETINGS. 

First  let  us  consider  the  public  meetings  we  have 
held.  Including  this  one,  there  have  been  eight,

Our  meetings  have  all  been  free  to  the  public 
and  have  been  well  attended.  *We  have  been  very 
fortunate  in  securing  the  men  from  the  Universities 
to  address  us.  It  is  rather  a  remarkable  fact  that 
no  one  has  refused  to  come  here  when  it  was  at  all 
possible  to  do  so. 

LOCAL  PAPERS. 

Two  papers  on  local  history,  besides  those  men- 
tioned above,  are  ready  for  publication,  "A  History 
of  Newburgh,"  by  Mr.  George  A.  A'ylsworth,  and 
"A  History  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  this 
County,"  by  the  Rev.  J.  Cumberland.  There  are 
others  in  preparation  which  I  hope  to  have  ready  to 
publish  in  the  fall. 

VOL.  I,  PAPERS  AND  RECORDS. 

Our  first  effort  in  the  publishing  of  our  Papers 
and  Records  has  met  with  many  kind  words.  Tb" 
volume  was  presented  to  all  of  our  members  and 
sold  to  others  for  twenty-five  ceints.  Orders  for  it 
have  been  received  from  a  great  many  former  resi- 
dents of  the  county,  who  have  been  universal  in 
their  expressions  of  pleasure  at  being  able  to  secure 
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the  information  it  contains  in  such  compact  form. 
We  made  a  great  mistake  in  issuing  it  without  an 
index.  However,  I  have  one  prepared  for  it  now 
and  will  endeavor  to  mail  a  copy  to  all  who  secur- 
ed the  volume.  It  is  our  intention  to  publish  volume 
two  this  summer.  We  are  indebted  to  the  generos- 
ity of  the  Provincial  Government  for  the  fund? 
which  enable  us  to  do  this  important  work. 

NEW  SHOW  CASES. 

The  new  wall  cases  which  are  in  use  to-night  for 
the  first  time,  were  purchased  from  the  Foresters. 
After  considerable  negotiation  we  purchased  them 
at  a  very  low  price,  and  I  hope  that  it  will  not  be 
long  before  their  capacity  is  so  taxed  that  it  will 
be  necessary  to  secure  more  of  them.  They  certain- 
ly display  the  collection  in  a  much  improved  man- 
ner. 

ADDITIONS  TO  THE  COLLECTION. 

During  this  year,  many  citizens  have  remember- 
ed our  archives.  The  result  has  been  the  accumula- 
tion of  a  vast  amount  of  very  valuable  material. 
I  have  not  time  to  refer  to  each  donation,  but 
would  like  to  speak  of  two  in  particular.  Last  July 
I  went  to  Belleville  with  the  idea  of  interviewing 
Dr.  William  Canniff,  whom  most  of  you  will  remem- 
ber as  the  author  of  "The  Early  Settlement  of  Up- 
per Canada."  Dr.  Canniff  who  was  then  in  his 
eightieth  year,  was  very  cordial  in  his  welcome.  He 
presented  our  Society  with  over  five  hundred  of  his 
original  papers,  letters,  records  and  copies  of  re- 
cords. These  vary  in  date  from  1785  to  1837,  and 
contain  much  interesting  material  about  the  settle- 
ment and  the  life  of  the  settlers  in  the  midland  dis- 
trict during  the  American  Revolutionary  war,  the 
war  of  1812  with  the  United  States  and  the  rebel- 
lion of  1837.  An  incident  happened  to  show  Dr. 
Canniff's  great  pride  in  preserving  the  early  names. 
He  wiTh  great  difficulty  walked  to  the  window  of 
his  room  which  overlooked  the  Bay  and  calling  f'1« 
to  his  side,  said  :  "Young  man,  don't  you  ever  lot 
me  h^ar  of  your  calling  that  beautiful  body  ol  woif>r 
anything  but  Canty  Bay."  Dr.  CannifE  has  recently 
presented  the  balance  of  his  collection  to  the  Ar- 
chives Department  at  Toronto. 

Tfie  other  donation  of  which  I  wished  to    speak 
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was  from  Mrs.  George  Garrison  of  Moscow.  After 
Mr.  Garrison's  death,  which  occurred  last  fall,  I 
heard  that  the  old  gentleman  was  a  great  man  for 
keeping  all  newspapers.  I  went  out  to  Moscow  on 
Dec.  27th,  and  Mrs.  Garrison  presented  the  entire 
collection  to  our  Society.  The  early  copies  of  the 
Toronto  "Globe,"  Kingston  "Whig,"  and  the  Na- 
panee  papers  are  very  valuable  for  our  work.  His- 
tory as  told  by  newspapers  is  particularly  interest- 
ing. It  is  true  that  the  political  articles  are  usual- 
ly colored  to  suit  the  party  views  of  each  paper,  but 
the  political  articles  form  a  very  small  part  of  the 
news  of  the  day,  and  the  accounts  of  other  happen- 
ings are  generally  fairly  reliable.  We  should  be 
thankful  to  Mrs.  Garrison  for  parting  with  those 
old  friends. 

We  have  received  forty  donations  since  our  last 
annual  meeting.  All  of  them  are  interesting,  and 
all  help  to  make  the  collection  more  valuable  his- 
torically. 

THE  FUTURE. 

The  Lennox  and  Addington  Historical  Society 
has  now  lived  three  years.  Each  succeeding  year 
has  been  more  prosperous  than  the  one  before,  and 
it  is  my  hope  that  the  coming  year  will  keep  up  the 
record.  It  you  will  all  help,  this  .should  be  easily  ac- 
complished. There  are  three  ways  in  which  each  one 
of  you  can  help.  The  first  is  by  joining  the  Society. 
The  dues  are  one  dollar  for  a  single  and  one  dollar 
and  a  half  for  a  family  membership,  and  every  one 
is  eligible  for  membership.  The  second  is  by  attend- 
ing our  meetings  and  getting  your  friends  to  at- 
tend. All  meetings  are  free  to  the  public,  and  we  do 
not  wish  any  one  to  remain  away  from  a  meeting 
because  he  or  she  happens  not  to  be  a  member,  and 
the  third  way  to  help  is  to  collect  material  for  our 
archives.  I  thoroughly  appreciate  what  it  metaiis  to 
part  with  historic  documents  and  relics,  but  there 
must  be  a  great  many  people  who  would  rather  see 
those  same  documents  and  relics  exhibited  here  than 
to  run  the  risk  of  having  them  destroyed  by  the 
younger  generations.  Let  it  be  your  aim  to  make 
the  collection  here  rival  those  at  Niagara  and  Lon- 
don. Our  history  is  as  interesting  as  that  of  any 
part  of  Upper  Canada,  with  the  possible  exception 
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of  Niagara  and  Windsor,  and  we  want  this  Society 
to  be  worthy  of  the  district.  There  are  not  a  grc. 
many  who  take  an  interest  in  history,  but  the  work 
which  a  Society  of  this  kind  can  do  is  to  encourage 
those  who  do  to  work  and  help  those  who  do  not 
take  an  interest  to  do  so.  I  think  that  I  may  safely 
say  that  we  have  already  accomplished  considerable 
along  these  lines. 

I  thank  you  most  heartily  for  the  honor  confer- 
red when  you  re-elected  me  as  your  President  a 
year  ago.  I  have  thoroughly  enjoyed  the  work,  and 
trust  the  results  have  been  satisfactory  to  you.

The  past  year  has  not  been  marked  by  any 
special  features,  the  only  work  done  being  the  col- 
lection of  items  of  current  local  history  by  the  par- 
ent body  and  the  participation  in  the  usual  decora- 
tion services  at  Stoney  Creek.  The  branch  at  that 
place,  however,  has  been  actively  engaged  in  assist- 
ing the  Veterans  in  the  construction  of  the  Memor- 
ial Cairn  over  the  graves  of  the  fallen  heroes,  their 
share  being  the  furnishing  of  the  material  required. 
This  memorial  is  now  completed  and  in  readiness  for 
the  carved  figure  of  the  Lion  which  will  surmount 
it.  This  is  being  sculptured  by  Mr.  McCarthy.  It  is 
expected  that  it  will  be  in  place  next  month,  when 
the  unveiling  ceremony  will  take  place. 

The  annual  meeting  was  held  January  8th.  Sev- 
eral members  were  admitted  and  a  paper  read  by 
Mr.  Griffin  on  the  Aikman  Family,  whose  house  in 
this  city  was  being  demolished  to  make  room  for  a 
modern  row  of  dwellings. 

A  resolution  respecting  the  alleged  act  of  van- 
dalism in  connection  with  the  disinterment  of  Te- 
curnseh's  bones  was  passed,  condemning  it. 

The  neglect  and  in  some  cases  the  desecration  of 
the  old  family  burial  plots  scattered  over  our  Pro- 
vince, was  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  meeting  and 
the  hope  expressed  that  the  Ontario  Historical  So- 
ciety would  take  the  matter  up,  that  a  concerted  ef- 
fort might  be  made  for  their  protection. 

The  usual  reports  were  presented  by  the  officers, 
showing  a  small  gain  in  members  and  a  balance  in 
the  bank  on  the  right  side.

The  close  of  last  year  left  the  Women's  Went- 
worth  Historical  Society  busy  with  plans  for  the 
promotion  of  its  historical  and  patriotic  interests. 
Application  had  been  made  to  the  Government  of 
Canada  for  a  grant  towards  the  long  projected  mon- 
ument and  some  encouragement  having  been  receiv- 
ed it  was  decided  to  proceed  with  preliminary  work 
in  this  direction.  Her  Excellency  the  Countess  Grey 
who  was  then  in  Toronto,  having  arranged  a  motor 
trip  to  Beamsville,  consented  to  make  a  stop,  en 
route,  at  Stoney  Creek  for  the  purpose  of  turning 
the  first  sod  on  the  site.  Upon  very  short  notice, 
arrangements  for  Her  Excellency's  reception  were 
hurriedly  made,  the  public  being  notified  by  bulle- 
tins in  the  windows  of  the  newspaper  offices.  W.  O. 
Sealey,  M.P.,  welcomed,  on  behalf  of  the  County  of 
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Wentworth,  Lady  Grey  and  her  party,  including  the 
Ladies  Sybil  and  Evelyn  Grey  and  Col.  Weston 
Jarvis  of  England.  Mr.  C.  R.  McCullough  having 
prepared  the  ground,  requested  Lady  Grey  to  turn 
the  sod  which  she  gracefully  did  and,  in  a  short 
speech,  expressed  her  pleasure  at  being  present.  The 
proceedings  ended  with  the  prayer  of  consecration 
offered  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Davis  of  Stoney  Creek,  and 
the  vice-regal  party  resumed  their  trip. 

It  had  been  decided  that  this  Society  should  as- 
sist the  veterans  in  their  efforts  to  erect  a  memor- 
ial to  some  of  the  soldiers  who  fell  at  Stoney  Creek 
and  are  buried  in  Smith's  Knoll.  An  entertain- 
ment, the  proceeds  to  be  given  for  this  cause,  was 
arranged  to  be  held  at  the  battlefield  on  Saturday, 
June  5th.  It  was  an  ideal  day  and  the  programme 
successfully  carried  out,  but  there  was  a  very  small 
attendance  and  the  Society  was  able  to  contribute 
very  little  to  the  purpose  for  which  the  entertain- 
ment was  given. 

At  an  Executive  meeting  held  Nov.  4th,  a  letter 
was  read  from  the  Department  of  Militia  and  DC 
fence  notifying  the  Society  that  an  item  of  $5,000 
had  been  placed  in  the  estimates  to  go  towards  the 
erection  of  a  monument  to  commemorate  the  Battle 
of  Stoney  Creek.  An  agreement  with  Mr.  Rastrick, 
whose  plans  had  already  been  accepted,  to  perform 
the  architect's  duty  in  connection  with  the  work 
was  signed  and  after  tenders  from  different  contrac- 
tors had  been  considered,  that  of  F.  H.  Dickenson 
to  put  up  the  structure  according  to  the  plans  for 
the  sum  of  $11,798  was  accepted  and  the  work  of 
excavating  and  putting  in  the  foundation  immedi- 
ately undertaken. 

Upon  learning  that  the  Moore  property  contain- 
ing 13%  acres  of  land  to  the  east  and  adjoining  the 
Society's  property,  a  part  of  the  battlefield  o£  June 
6th,  1813,  was  in  the  market  steps  were  taken  to 
gain  possession.  A  substantial  cash  payment  (was 
made  and  now  the  Women's  Wentworth  Historical 
Society  owns  17%  acres  of  land  made  sacred  by  the 
blood  of  those  loyal  sons  of  King  George  III  who 
fought  for  and  made  possible  this  great  "Dominion 
beyond  the  sea,"  to-day  held  in  loving  trust  by  His 
Majesty  King  George  V. 
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The  Society  next  turned  its  attention  to  plans 
for  its  winter  work  in  the  city,  the  ..continuation  of 
the  open  meetings  with  addresses  known  as  "Caus- 
eries,"  one  to  be  held  each  week  during  the  L,enten 
season.  Mrs.  Carey  opened  her  home  for  the  first  of 
the  series,  the  address  on  "Canada's  Debt  to  Bri- 
tain," was  given  by  Mr.  J.  Castell  Hopkins  of  Tor- 
onto. The  second  meeting  was  held  at  the  residence 
of  Mrs.  J.  S.  Hendrie  when  J.  P.  Downey,  M.Iy.A., 
of  Guelph,  gave  an  interesting  account  of  the  life 
and  work  of  Florence  Nightingale.  Mrs.  R.  B. 
Gardiner  placed  the  drawing-room  of  the  Hotel 
Waldorf  at  the  disposal  of  the  Society  for  the  third 
"Causcrie,"  when  the  agricultural  development  and 
possibilities  of  our  country  were  put  before  the  aud- 
ience in  an  address  on  Education  in  Agriculture  by 
Mr.  G.  C.  Creelman  of  the  Ontario  Agricultural 
College-  at  Guelph. 

Mrs.  H.  H.  Champ  was  hostess  for  the  next 
meeting  when  Mr.  Raymond  of  Brantford  was  pres- 
ent and  gave  an  address  on  The  Elements  of  Nation- 
al Greatness  in  Canada.  At  the  fifth  meeting,  held 
at  the  residence  of  Mrs.  F.  W.  Gates,  the  solidity 
and  stability  of  the  British  Empire  was  brought  viv- 
idly, before  his  audience  by  Mr.  J.  H.  Collinson  of 
Highfield  school,  whose  subject,  The  British  Navy, 
was  illustrated  by  limelight  views.  That  His  Ma- 
jesty's forces  on  sea  do  not  outshine  their  comrades 
on  land  was  well  evidenced  at  the  sixth  and  last 
open  meeting  for  the  year  held,  at  the  residence  of 
Mrs.  John  Crerar  when  Major  William  Hendrie  gave 
an  address  on  The  British  and  Colonial  Soldier,  and 
what  he  has  done  for  the  Empire.  Thus  was  brought 
to  a  close  this  series  of  well-attended,  interesting 
and  profitable  meetings.  In  common  with  the  whole 
Empire  the  news  of  the  death  of  His  Majesty  King 
Edward  VII  was  received  wifth  profound  sorrow  and 
regret.  An  expression  of  sympathy  from  this  Socie- 
ty was  cabled  to  Queen  Alexandra  who  returned  a 
message  of  thanks.  As  on  the  occasion  of  the  death 
of  Queen  Victoria  when  the  Society  called  a  meeting 
of  citizens  which  resulted  in  the  formation  of  the 
Queen  Victoria  Memorial  Committee  and  the  erec- 
tion of  the  statue  of  Queen  Victoria  in  the  Gore 
Park,  a  meeting  of  citizens  was  called  for  May  loth 
for  the  discussion  of  plans  to  procure  for  Hamilton 
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a  suitable  memorial  to  the  late  King  Edward. 
Mayor  McLaren  occupied  the  chair,  but  as  the  meet- 
ing was  not  largely  attended  it  was  adjourned  until 
Friday,  May  2oth,  when,,  after  considerable  discus- 
sion, it  was  decided  to  commit  the  citizens  to  the 
erection  of  a  Children's  Hospital  instead  of  a  me- 
morial statue  to  be  placed  in  the  Gore  as  suggested 
by  this  Society. 

The  foundation  for  the  monument  having  been 
built,  everything  was  now  in  readiness  for  laying 
the  corner  stone.  General  Sir  John  French  who  was 
about  to  arrive  in  Canada,  was  invited  to  perform 
the  cdremony.  He  consented  to  do  so  on  the  after- 
noon of  Thursday,  May  26th,  when  he  would  be  in 
Hamilton  to  inspect  the  Royal  I3th  and  9ist  High- 
landers' regiments.  General  French  and  staff,  ac- 
companied by  lyieut.-Cols.  Newburn  and  Bruce  of 
Hamilton,  arrived  at  the  battlefield  about  three 
o'clock  and  through  lines  of  Highfiela  Scouts  pro- 
ceeded to  the  site  of  the  monument  where  he  was 
greeted  by  a  chorus  of  children  from  the  public 
schools  of  Hamilton  and  Stoney  Creek.  A  short 
impressive  service  was  conducted'  by  His  Lordship 
the  Bishop  of  Niagara  and  then  another  milestone 
in  the  history  of  the  Society  was  reached  when  the 
corner  stone  was  well  and  truly  laid  by  one  of  His 
Majesty's  most  trusted  and  honored  soldiers,  Gen- 
eral Sir  John  French. 

It  has  been  a  year  of  great  prosperity  and  en- 
couragement for  the  Society.  Much  has  been  done 
to  place  before  the  public  the  history  of  the  past 
and  to  keep  alive  the  sentiment  that  makes  for  pat- 
riotism and  unity  of  the  Empire. 

Twenty-eight  names  have  been  added  to  the 
membership  list,  making  a  total  membership  of 
about  two  hundred,  most  of  whom  are  active  and 
interested  workers. 

The  Society  is  looking  forward  to  the  comple- 
tion in  the  near  future  of  the  monument  which  will 
perpetuate  the  memory  of  Stoney  Creek  and  be  a 
reminder  that  the  beautiful  peaceful  valleys  of  the 
garden  of  Canada,  and  the  protection  of  the  right- 
eous laws  and  gove/rnment  of  the  world's  greatest 
Empire  were  not  won  without  a  struggle  and  the 
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baptism  of  blood.

During  the  year  the  President  was  invited  by 
the  Michigan  Historical  and  Pioneer  Society  to  at- 
tend their  annual  meeting  at  Flint,  Mich.,  on  Jan- 
uary 26th,  where  he  read  a  paper  on  the  History  of 
Old  Fort  Maiden. 

The  Executive  held  two  meetings  during  th^ 
year,  when  matters  relating  to  the  general  welfare 
of  the  Society  were  discussed.  It  was  decided  to 
send  out  a  circular  letter  to  representative  citizens 
of  the  county,  requesting  pioneers  or  their  represen- 
tatives to  co-operate  with  the  Society  in  procuring 
or  collecting  donations  and  contributions  of  inci- 
dents, papers,  pamphlets,  books,  Indian  relics,  na- 
tural curiosities  or  ancient  records  bearing  on  the 
early  history  of  Essex  County.  This  was  with  a 
vieKv  of  placing  on  exhibit  in  the  Public  Library  or 
elsewhere  such  articles  as  might  be  received.  Three 
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hundred  of  such  circulars  were  sent  out  and    it    is 
hoped  results  will  follow. 

During  the  year  the  Society  erected  on  the  site 
of  the  barracks  in  Sandwich  a  memorial  tablet  bear- 
ing the  following  inscription  :  'This  tablet  marks 
the  site  of  the  stone  barracks  erected  in  1814,  occu- 
pied by  the  millitia  for  the  defence  of  this  frontier. 
The  building  was  removed  in  1867  to  give  place  to 
the  present  school-house."

The  season  of  1909-10,  so  auspiciously  entered 
upon,  marks  the  most  successjul  «ra  in  our  Women's 
Canadian  Historical  Society. 

Fifteen  meetings  have  been  held,  nine  executive 
(three  of  which  were  special),  and  six  general.  The 
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annual  meetings  of  our  Society  are  held  on  the  29th 
day  of  March,  the  anniversary  of  the  passing  of  the 
Imperial  Act  known  as  "The  British  North  Ameri- 
ca Act,"  1867,  which  provided  for  the  voluntary 
union  of  the  whole  of  British  North  America  into 
one  legislative  confederation,  under  the  name/  of  The 
Dominion  of  Canada. 

On  October  8th,  the  first  general  meeting,  (an 
open  one),  was  held  in  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  Hall,  when 
a  large  gathering  of  members  and  friends  in  attend- 
ance were  favored  with  an  address  on  the  "Ashbur- 
ton  Treaty,"  by  Prol.  Adam  Shortt,  in  listening  to 
whom  our  long-cherished  grievances  on  that  famous 
subject  seemed  to  roll  away.  Mr.  A.  K.  Fripp, 
M.L.A.,  one  of  the  two  members  so  kindly  instru- 
mental in  obtaining  the  grant  from  the  Ontario 
Government  for  our  Society,  occupied  the  chair.  At 
the  close  of  Prof.  Shortt' s  extremely  interesting  ad- 
dress, a  vote  of  thanks  was  appreciatively  moved 
by  Mr.  James  White,  Dominion  geographer,  and 
graciously  seconded  by  Mr.  Benjamin  Suite,  histor- 
ian, after  wrhich  a  very  pleasant  social  half  hour 
was  spent. 

At  the  November  meeting,  the  paper  of  the  day, 
a  continuation  of  the  Canadian  Battlefield  series, 
was  given  by  the  President,  Mrs.  Ahearn,  entitled 
"The  Battlegrounds  of  the  Niagara  Peninsula."  It 
was  full  of  intense  interest  covering  Oueenston 
Heights,  Stoney  Creek,  Chippewa  and  Beaver  Dam, 
and  was  illustrated  with  valuable  prints,  maps  and 
"A  bird's  eye  view  of  the  whole  Niagara  river," 
through  the  courtesy  of  Dr.  Doughty,  Dominion  Ar- 
chivist. The  usual  Canadian  history  study  followed, 
by  Miss  Eva  Read,  period  of  1776  to  1783,  a  charm- 
ing and  instructive  verbal  resume  from  the  revolt  of 
the  Colonists  and, "Boston  Tea  Party,"  to  the  sign- 
ing of  the  second  Treaty  of  Paris,  commonly  known 
as  the  Peace  of  Versailles.  The  second  volume  of  the 
Transactions  of  the  Women's  Canadian  Historical 
Society,  entitled  "The  Waterways  of  Canada,"  was 
laid  on  the  table,  the  valuable  matter  contained  in 
these  papers  already  proving  sufficient  justification 
for  the  Government  grant.  In  preparing  the  papers 
read  before  our  Society,  the  Archives  have  been  our 
unfailing  treasure  house  for  "trustworthy  orig- 
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inals"  and  our  Society  wo.uld  place  on  record  its 
hearty  appreciation  of  the  aid  and  courtesy  of  the 
Dominion  Archivist,  Dr.  Doughty. 

In  the  Normal  School  Hall  on  the  evening  of 
November  I2th,  under  the  auspices  of  our  Society, 
was  held  the  inaugural  lecture  of  the  course  arrang- 
ed by  the  joint  Literary,  Scientific  and  Art  Socie^ 
ties  of  the  Capital.  "Men  I  have  met,"  was  the 
subject  of  a  delightfully  interesting  address  by  the 
Hon.  Mr.  Justice  Lon-gley  of  Halifax.  King  Ed- 
ward, Theodore  Roosevelt,  Sir  John  A.  Macdonald, 
Goldwin  Smith,  Joseph  Howe,  Marie  Corelli  and 
others,  were  all  brought  before  the  audience  in  an 
inimitable  manner.  Canon  Kittson  wittily  moved, 
and  Dr.  White  appropriately  seconded  the  motion  of 
appreciation,  Sir  Louis  Davies  proving  an  ideal 
chairman.  « 

At  the  December  meeting  the  paper  of  the  day 
was  given  by  Miss  Amey  Horsey,  who  dealt  in  a 
most  interesting  and  comprehensive  manner  with 
the  "Battle  of  the  Windmill,"  which  took  place  near 
Prescott  at  the  time  of  the  Rebellion,  1838.  That 
old  windmill  is  now  doing  duty  as  a  light-house. 
The  Canadian  History  portion  by  Miss  Eva  Read, 
referred  to  the  U.  E.  Loyalists,  first  so  called  in 
1789,  and  was  most  appreciatively  received, 
especially  by  many  among  our  members  who  are  de- 
scendants of  the  United  Empire  Loyalists. 

On  the  1 4th  January  the  first  general  meeting 
of  1910  was  held,  when  a  paper  on  the  "Battle  and 
Battlegrounds  of  St.  Denis  and  St.  Charles"  was 
given  in  an  admirable  manner  by  Miss  O'Gara,  fol- 
lowed by  a  most  interesting  reading  from  Tracey's 
Tercentenary  History  of  Canada,  on  the  "Constitu- 
tional Act,"  by  Miss  Lina  Rothwell. 

February's  paper  on  the  "Siege  of  Louisburef' 
was  ably  treated  by  Miss  Eva  Read,  who  dealt  with 
the  first  siege,  that  of  1745,,  describing  the  splendid 
old  fortress  on  the  southern  side  of  Cape  Breton, 
which  had  occupied  such  a  prominent  place  in  the 
world's  history,  a  stone  bastion  sunk  in  the  ground 
now  all  that  is  left  to  mark  the  spot. 

Following  the  paper,  in  place  of  the  usual  chap- 
ter of  history,  Mrs.  J.  B.  Simpson  presented  her  re- 
port as  delegate  to  the  Twenty-fifth  anniversary 
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celebration  of  the  American  Historical  Association, 
held  in  New  York  from  December  lyth  to  3ist,  1909, 
the  report  of  which  will  appear  in  the  printed 
Annual  Report  of  the  Society. 

On  March  nth,  the  last  paper  of  the  season  was 
given  and  a  digression  made  from  Canadian  to 
British  battlegrounds,  when  Mrs.  Somerset  Graves, 
whose  husband,  Colonel  Graves,  lived  30  years  in 
India,  gave  a  graphic  account  of  the  siege  of  Cawn- 
pore,  having  visited  the  locality  where  now  a  beau- 
tiful Memorial  Church  and  monument  are  erected 
to  the  memory  of  those  who  lost  their  lives  in  that 
terrible  mutiny. 

Mrs.  D.  H.  McLean's  admirable  history  study  of 
the  period  from  1789  to  1835  brought  our  meetings 
to  a  close. 

To  Madame  Rheaume,  the  indefatigable  con- 
vener of  our  Printing  and  Programme  Committees, 
is  due  the  highest  praise  for  the  great  success  which 
has  attended  the  work  of  these  committees  during 
the  past  season,  the  Printing  Committee  having 
given  to  the  public  their  first  printed  report  and  the 
second  volume  of  Transactions.  And  with  a  hearty 
and  united  esprit  de  carps  the  Women's  Canadian 
Historical  Society  of  Ottawa  are  looking  forward, 
in  the  coming  year,  to  still  better  things,  bearing  in 
mind  our  chosen  motto  : — 

"Love  thou  thy  land,  with  love  far  brought, 
From  out  the  storied  Past,  and  used 
Within  the  Present,  but  transfused, 
Through  future  time  by  power  of  Thought.1' 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

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CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  ONTAK1O 
HISTORICAL  SOCIETY 


1.  This  Association  shall  be    called    "The    On- 
tario Historical  Society." 

2.  Its  objects  shall  be,     to     unite    the  various 
Pioneer  and  Historical  Societies  of  the  Province  in 
one  central  head  or  organization,  thereby  the  better 
to     promote     intercourse     and    co-operation  on  the 
part  of  all  such  societies,  to  form  new  societies  and 
to  promote  and  extend   the    influence     and   benefits 
thereof. 

The  Society  shall  also  engage  in  the  collection, 
preservation,  exhibition  and  publication  of  mater- 
ials for  the  study  of  history,  especially  the  history 
of  Ontario  and  Canada  ;  to  this  end  studying  the 
archaeology  of  the  Province,  acquiring  documents 
and  manuscripts,  obtaining  narratives  and  records 
of  pioneers,  conducting  a  library  of  historical  refer- 
ence, maintaining  a  gallery  of  historical  portraiture 
and  an  ethnological  and  historical  museum,  publish- 
ing and  otherwivSe  diffusing  information  relative  to 
the  history  of  the  Province  and  of  the  Dominion, 
and,  in  general,  encouraging  and  developing  within 
this  Province  the  study  of  history. 

3.  The  Society  shall  be  composed  of  the  follow- 
ing classes  of  members,  viz.  : 

Ex-officio,  delegate,  life,  honorary,  correspond- 
ing and  annual. 

(a)  Ex-officio  members  are  : — 

The  Governor-General  of  Canada. 
The  Lieutenant-Governor  of  Ontario. 
The  Superintendent-General    of    Indian    Af- 
fairs. 

The  Minister  of  Education. 
The  Dominion  Archivist. 
All  who  have  held  any  of  the  said  offices. 
All  University  Professors  of  History  in  On- 
tario. 

The  Directors  of  all  Provincial  or  Municipal 
Archaeological  Museums  in  Ontario. 
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The  Governor-General,  L/ieutenant-Governor 
of  Ontario,  Superintendent-General  of  In- 
dian Affairs,  and  .Minister  of  Education  of 
Ontario,  may  each  be  represented  by  a 
delegate,  who  shall  have  the  right  of  vot- 
ing at  all  meetings  of,  the  Society. 

(b)  Any  local  historical  organization  in  Ontario 

may  be  admitted  to  affiliation  with  this 
Society  by  resolution  of  the  Council  of  the 
latter. 

Every  affiliated  society  may  be  represented 
by  not  more  than  three  delegates  regular- 
ly appointed  by  such  society. 

The  Six  Nations  of  the  Grand  River  Reserve 
may  be  represented  by  one  representative 
from  each  of  the  nations,  not  exceeding 
seven  in  all. 

The  Secretary  of  every  affiliated  society  (in- 
cluding the  Six  Nations)  shall  notify  the 
Secretary  of  this  Society  of  the  name  and 
address  of  every  delegate  so  appointed. 

(c)  L,ife  members  are  such  persons  as    shall    at 

any  time  contribute  not  less  than  $25  to 
the  funds  of  the  Association. 

(d)  Annual  honorary  and    corresponding    mem- 

bers may  be  chosen  by  the  Council  of  the 
Association  at  any  regular  meeting  therev 
of. 

(e)  Annual  members  shall  pay  an  admission  fee 

of  $1.00,  and  (if  so  provided  by  resolution 
of  the  Council  from  time  to  time)  an  an- 
nual fee  of  not  more  than  $1.00.  Upon 
non-payment  of  such  annual  fee  within  the 
time  fixed  by  the  resolution  such  member- 
ship shall  cease. 

(f)  Honorary  or  corresponding    members    shall 

not  be  chosen  unless  by  the  unanimous 
vote  of  the  members  of  the  Council  present 
at  the  meeting  electing  them,  subject  to 
any  by-laws  that  may  be  passed. 

(g)  Corresponding  members    must    be     resident 

elsewhere  than  in  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

4.    The  affairs  of  this  Society  shall  be  managed 

by  a  Council  composed    of    the    following    officers  : 

the  President,  two  Vice-Presidents,  a  Treasurer,  and 
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an  Executive  Committee  of  five,  all  of  whom  shall 
be  electeid  from  among  the  members  of  the  Society  ; 
a  Secretary,  and  the  ex-officio  Vice-Presidents. 

Presidents  of  affiliated  societies  shall  be  ex-offi- 
cio  Vice-Presidents  of  this  Association.  All  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  shall  hold  office  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  regularly  appointed. 

5.  The  annual  general  meeting  of   the    Society 
shall  be  held  at  such  place  in  Ontario  and  on    such 
date  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  Council,  to  receive 
the  annual  reports  of  the  Society,  and  take  proper 
action  thereon  ;  for  the  nomination  and  election    of 
officers,  and  to  transact  such  other  business  as  may 
be  required.    Two  auditors  shall  be  elected  at    the 
annual    meeting.         Five    members    shall    form      a 
quorum  ;  for  the  Council,  three. 

6.  It  is  not  the  intention  of  this  Society  to  ex- 
ercise any  control  in  governing  or  directing  any  of 
the  affiliated  societies,  or  in  any  way  to  interfere  in 
their  private  working  ;  but  in  case  any  question  is 
referred  to  this  Society  by  any  of  the  affiliated    so- 
cieties,  then  it  will  be  competent  for  this  Society 
to  consider  and  decide  upon  the  same. 

7.  No  portion  of  the  Constitution  or  by-laws  of 
the  Society  shall  be  altered,  added  to,  or  repealed, 
except  by  the  vote  of  not  less  than  two-thirds    of 
the  members  present  at  the    meeting  ;  and  of   such 
proposed  alteration,  addition  or  repeal,  notice  shall 
be  given  to  the  Secretary  in  writing  and  signed    by 
a  member,    at    least     one     month  before    the   said 
meeting.     The  Secretary  shall,  immediately  on    re- 
ceipt of  said  notice,  send  copies  of  such    proposed 
alteration,  addition  or  repeal,  to  every  member    of 
the  Association,   and    to    the     Secretary    of    every 
affiliated  society. 

8.  Every  affiliated  society  shall  pay    into    the 
funds  of  this  Society  such  annual  or  other  sum    (if 
any)  as  may  be  from  time  to  time  determined    by 
resolution  of  this  Society  ;  provided  that  such  sum 
shall  not  in  any  year  exceed  ten  cents  for  each  mem- 
ber of  such  society,  nor  the  sum  of  ten  dollars    in 
all  for  such  society.        Upon    non-payment  of  such 
sum  (if  any)  the  affiliation  of  the  society  and    the 
membership  of  its  delegates  shall  cease. 
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9.  No  subjects  involving  differences  in  religion 
or  politics  will  on  any  account  be  considered  proper 
for  discussion. 

OFFICERS. 

10.  The  Minister  of  Education  for  the  time  be- 
ing shall  be  Honorary  President  of  this  Society. 

11.  The  principal  duties  of  the  President  shall  be 
to  preside  at  all  meetings  and  be  the  official  head  of 
the  Society  and  of  the  Society  Council. 

12.  The  principal  duties  of  the  Vice-Presidents 
shall  be,  in  the  order  of  seniority,  to  discharge  the 
duties  of  President  in  the  event  of   the  latter 's    ab- 
sence or  disability,  for  any  cause  whatever,  and    in 
case  the  President  and  Vice-Presidents  are    all    ab- 
sent, then  any  member  may  be  chosen  by  a  major- 
ity   of    those    present    to    act    as    President,    pro 
tempore. 

13.  The  principal  duties  of  the  Secretary    shall 
be  to  keep  a  record  of    the    proceedings  of  the  So- 
ciety and  Council  ;  to  keep  safely  and  systematical- 
ly all  papers,  records  and  documents,  belonging    to 
the  Society  or  in  anywise  pertaining  to    the    busi- 
ness thereof,  except  such  as  may  be   committed   to 
the     care     of  other  officers  ;  to  conduct  the  corres- 
pondence of  the  Society  ;   to  edit  and  supervise  its 
publications  under  the  direction  of  the  Council  ;  to 
act  as  the  superintendent  of  its  permanent  offices  at 
Toronto,  its  library,  museum  and  collections,    and 
other  property  committed  to  its  care  ;  to  record  the 
accessions  of  material  ;  to  catalogue    and    arrange 
the  same,  and  generally,  to  act  under  the  direction 
of  the  Council. 

14.  The  principal  duties  of  the  Treasurer  shall 
be  to  receive  and  keep  in  custody    all   moneys   and 
such  other  property  of  the  Association  as    may    be 
committed  to  his  charge  by  the  Council,    to  invest 
the  capital  of  the  funds  in  his  hands  as  he  shall  be 
authorized  by  the  Council  ;  to  pay  out  such  of    the 
said  moneys  from  time  to  time  as  he  shall  be  au- 
thorized to  pay  upon  proper  warrants  and  vouchers 
therefor  ;  to  keep  proper  accounts  of  his  receipts  and 
disbursements,  and  render  from  time  to  time  as  re- 
quired full  and  correct  statements  thereof  and    gen- 
erally of  all  matters  pertaining  to  his  office.

(a)  All  moneys  of  the  Society  shall,  when  re- 
ceived, be  .forthwith  deposited  in  a  chartered  bank 
to  the  credit  of  the  Society,  and  shall  from  time  to 
time,  be  chequed  out  as  required  by  the  Treasurer, 
subject  to  the  regulations  and  directions  of  the 
Council.  The  Treasurer's  account  shall  be  audited 
before  each  annual  meeting  by  auditors  appointed 
by  the  Society  or  the  Council,  and  a  summary  of 
the  same  shall  be  published  in  the  annual  report. 

15.  The  said  officers  shall  perform     such    addi- 
tional or  different  duties  as  may  from  time  to  time 
be  imposed  or  required  by  the  Council,  or  as  may  be 
prescribed  from  time  to  time  by  the  by-laws. 

1 6.  The  Secretary  shall  be  appointed    by,    and 
hold  office  during  the  pleasure  of,  the  Council. 

17.  Upon  the    death,     resignation     or    removal 
from  office  of  any  other  officer  of  the  Society,     his 
successor  may  be  chosen    by     the    Council    at    any 
special  or  general  meeting  thereof,  and  Hold    office 
until  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Society. 

1 8.  The  Council  shall  have  power  by  a  majority 
vote  of  all  its  members,  or  upon  two-thirds  vote  of 
those  present  at  a  lawful    meeting    thereof,    to    re- 
move from  office  any  officer  of  the  Society,    when- 
ever from  disability,   neglect  of    duty,    inefficiency, 
mismanagement,    misconduct    in    office,     or     other 
cause,  the  best  interests  of  the  Society  shall  in    its 
opinion  seem  to  require  such  removal.  It  shall  have 
power  to  fill  temporarily  (until    the     annual    or    a 
general  meeting)  such  vacancy  in  its  own  number. 

19.  It  may  appoint  sub-committees  of  its    own 
members,  which  may,  subject  at  all  times  to  revis- 
ion by  the  Council,  exercise  any  or  all   the  powers 
of  the  Council,  except  those  of  electing  or  removing 
officers. 

20.  It  may  adopt  by-laws  for   its    government 
and  guidance  not  inconsistent  with   this    Constitu- 
tion. 

21.  It  shall  make  an  annual  report  of    all    its 
acts  and  doings  to  the  Society,  and  of  the  condition 
of  the  Society  and  its  work,  accompanied  by    such 
suggestions  as  may  seem  to  be  appropriate. 

22.  It  shall  perform  such  additional  duties    as 
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may  from  time  to  time  be  imposed  upon   it  by  the 
Society. 

MEETINGS. 

25.  Special  meetings  of  the  Society  or  of  the 
Council  may  Be  held  from  time  to  time,  as  requir- 
ed, upon  call  of  the  President,  Secretary,  or  of  three 
other  members  of  the  Council. 

BY-LAWS. 

1.  If  two  members  rise  at  the  same  time  to  ad- 
dress the  meeting,  the  presiding  officer  shall    decide 
who  has  the  floor. 

2.  Any  member  addressing  the  meeting  shall  do 
so  through  the  presiding  officer,  and  shall  not  occu- 
py the  floor  more  than  fifteen  minutes  without  per- 
mission. 

3.  At  all  meetings  the  chair    is    to     be    taken 
punctually  at  the  hour  appointed,  and  in  case  thir- 
ty minutes  elapse  without  a  quorum,  the    meeting 
may  stand  adjourned  until  such  time  as    the  mem- 
bers may  name  and  appoint.

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THE  ANNUAL  MEETING 

BRANTFORD,  JUNE  i,  1911. 


The  twelfth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  ONTARIO 
HISTORICAL  SOCIETY  was  held  in  the  Court 
House  in  the  City  of  Brantford  on  the  1st,  2nd  and 
3rd  of  June,  1911.

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  read 
and  confirmed. 

Major  Gordon  J.  Smith,  B.A.,  Superintendent 
Six  Nation  Indians,  and  President  Brant  Historical 
Society,  extended  a  cordial  welcome  to  the  members 
and  delegates  and  outlined  the  programme  prepar- 
ed by  the  local  Society  for  the  entertainment  of 
of  their  guests  during  the  session.  The  general 
meeting  then  adjourned  until  2  p.m. 

The  Council  of  the  Ontario  Historical  Society 
held  a  short  session  at  11.30  a.m.  to  receive  reports 
and  confirm  the  minutes  of  the  previous  Council 
meeting. 

AFTERNOON  MEETING,  2  O'CLOCK. 

President  Williams  called  the  meeting  to  order 
promptly  at  2  p.m.  and  introduced  Mayor  Rastall, 
who  delivered  an  address  of  welcome.  His  Worship 
commented  in  eloquent  terms  on  the  patriotic  aims 
and  objects  of  the  Society,  emphasizing  the  excel- 
lent work  which  had  been  accomplished  by  the  local 
branch.  The  citizens  of  Brantford,  he  said,  duly  re- 
cognized the  signal  honour  conferred  upon  their  fair 
city  in  the  coming  of  such  an  august  body  as  the  On- 
tario Hfstorical  Society  and  he  trusted  that  its  an- 
nual session  would  not  only  be  a  successful  one  in 
so  far  as  its  business  deliberations  were  concerned, 
but  that  there  would  also  bfc  a  revival  in  the^study 
of  those  historic  events  and  landmarks  in  Which 
this  country,  and  particularly  this  Province, 
abounds.  The  address  of  welcome  was  followed  by 
a  brief  acknowledgement  by  President  Williamvs ,  who 
then  delivered  his  presidential  address.

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PRESIDENTS  ADDRESS. 

Canada  !  How  Canadians  should  love  that  name. 
What  a  history  this  young  country  already  possess- 
es. It  furnishes  inexhaustible  subjects  for  the  his- 
torian and  it  gives  to  the  world  one  of  the  greatest 
examples  of  faith  in  a  country.  Canadians  take  a 
pride,  a  just  pride  in  the  past  and  look  with  confi- 
dence into  the  future.  Few  countries  have  made 
such  rapid  progress  and  seen  such  great  expansion 
as  this  bright  jewel  in  the  British  Empire  en- 
joys the  distinction  of  making.  A  few  years  ago  it 
was  the  privilege  of  Canadians  to  unite  in  the  cele- 
bration of  the  tercentenary  of  the  founding  of  the 
old  capital  of  the  country,  Quebec.  With  what  spirit 
the  celebration  was  entered  into  and  with  what  re- 
joicing was  it  carried  to  a  satisfactory  and 
successful  conclusion.  And  well  migEt  we  re- 
joice. With  the  founding  of  Quebec  began  in  a 
great  measure  the  growth  of  this  fair  country. 
From  the  beginning  made  within  the  shadow  of  the 
outstanding  rock  which  guards  the  entrance  thereto, 
the  work  of  exploration  and  settlement  was  con- 
ducted, for  years,  it  is  true,  with  great  difficulties, 
nevertheless  successfully  and  permanently.  At  the 
outset  Canada,  known  as  a  place  of  nothing,  a  place 
of  mere  huts,  was  a  vast  unknown  wilderness  inhab- 
ited by  savage  beasts  and  still  more  savage  men 
but  its  value  soon  became  known  to  the  capi- 
tal of  the  Old  lyand  and  year  after  year, 
years  of  many  a  bloody  conflict,  the  different 
nations  desirous  of  gaining  the  country  warred 
among  themselves  for  possession  of  the  great 
lone  land.  To  recite  the  history  of  these  troublous 
times  is  unnecessary,  sufficient  to  say  that  it 
proved  a  case  of  the  survival  of  the  fittest, 
which  proved  to  be  the  British,  those  whose 
home  was  in  the  tight  little  island  across  the  sea, 
the  motherland  to-day  of  the  greatest  Empire  the 
world  has  ever  .seen. 

To-day  Canada  is  "a  daughter  in  her  mother's 
house,  but  mistress  in  her  own,"  and  we  are  now 
enjoying  the  fruits  of  the  labor  of  those  who  have 
gone  before.  And  what  is  Canada  ?  What  com- 
prises this  nation  within  a  nation  ?  If  I  may  be 
permitted  to  quote  from  our  secretary  : — 
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"Canada,  as  a  whole,  has  an  area  of  nearly 
three  and  three-quarter  millions  of  square  miles.  It 
forms  about  onef-third  of  the  whole  British  Empire, 
and  is  only  a  little  less  in  size  than  the  continent  of 
Europe.  The  United  States — without  the  territory 
of  Alaska — is  smaller  than  Canada  by  more  than 
700,000  square  miles.  Or,  to  get  a  clearer  idea  of 
what  is  meant  by  such  vastness,  let  me  say,  that,  if 
the  whole  of  the  territory  which  comprises  the  Unit- 
ed States — without  including  Alaska — could  be  plac- 
ed upon  Canada,  we  would  still  have  the  great  area 
of  British  Columbia,  Alberta,  and  one-third  of  Sas- 
katchewan uncovered.  British  Columbia  alone  is 
larger  than  the  European  countries  of  France,  Italy 
and  Portugal  taken  together.  Ontario — the  banner 
province — with  an  area  of  over  220,000  square  miles,, 
is  larger  than  the  following  States  of  the  Union — 
each  in  itself  being  large  enough  to  contain  a  small 
kingdom  : 

New  York,  49,170  square  miles. 

Massachusetts,  8,315  square  miles. 

Connecticut,  4,990  square  miles. 

New  Jersey,  7,815  square  miles. 

Maryland,  12,210  square  miles. 

Indiana,  36,350  square  miles. 

Vermont,  9,565  square  miles. 

Making  a  total  of  206,670  square  miles,  and  in 
which  we  can  comfortably  include  the  following  ad- 
ditional States,  namely  : 

Delaware,  2,050  square  miles. 

District  of  Columbia,   170  square  miles. 

Rhode  Island,   1,250  square  miles. 

Or  a  total  of  210,140  square  miles.  After  in- 
cluding the  above  we  can  still  afford  to  be  generous 
and  leave  room  for  another  State,  as  large  as  New 
Jersey,  with  7,815  square  miles,  and  still  have 
some  4,000  square  mileis  to  bank  on  if  closely  cor- 
nered. 

Let  me  add  to  this  that  Ontario  is  larger  than 
Germany,  or  than  Italy  and  Great  Britain  taken  to- 
gether, and  that  Nova  Scotia,  the  smallest,  but  one 
of  our  Canadian  Provinces,  is  larger  than  Switzer- 
land, Holland  or  Denmark. 
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Students  of  the  Canadian  situation  can  best  un- 
derstand the  magnitude  of  our  glorious  heritage  by 
comparing  the  Canadian  areas  with  those  of  the 
United  Kingdom  and  the  European  nations.  For 
example,  all  Britain  and  Ireland  contain  120,930 
square  miles  ;  England  and  Wales,  58,311  ;  Scot- 
land, 29,785  ;  Ireland  alone,  32,532,  and  the  islands 
302  square  miles.  This  entire  area,  if  it  could  be 
set  down  in  Ontario,  would  leave  about  one-half  of 
our  province  still  untouched — plenty  of  room,  at 
any  rate,  for  another  England,  Wales  and  Ireland. 
The  whole  of  the  United  Kingdom  and  Ireland,  if 
they  could  be  dropped  into  British  Columbia,  would 
take  up  less  than  a  third  of  that  province,  leaving 
an  unoccupied  area  big  enough  to  accommodate  the 
same  twice  over  with  a  trifle  of  20,000  square  miles 
to  spare. 

Ontario  and  Quebec  alone,  containing  447,150 
square  miles,  are  bigger  than  Austria-Hungary, 
236,311  square  miles  ;  Sweden  and  Norway,  288,771 
square  miles,  and  all  the  smaller  states  of  Europe 
put  together  and  added  to  either  of  the  above.  The 
biggest  state  in  Europe  is  Russia,  containing  about 
2,041,809  square  miles.  Our  Northwest  Territories, 
906,000  square  miles  ;  Manitoba  and  districts  before 
enumerated,  1,611,783  square  miles,  are  big  enough 
to  swallow  all  Russia  in  Europe  and  leave  481,974 
square  miles  to  spare — an  unused  area  greater  than 
all  France  and  Germany.'1 

What  a  glorious  heritage  !  Is  it  any  wonder 
that  Canadians  swell  with  pride  ?  Is  there  not  real, 
genuine  reason  for  glorying  in  the  past  and  rejoic- 
ing in  the  outlook  for  the  future  ? 

While  as  Canadians  we  rejoice  in  the  prospects 
of  the  Dominion  as  a  whole,  may  we  turn  to  our 
own  province,  that  with  which  the  work  of  the  On- 
tario Historical  Society  more  especially  deals.  Here 
we  have  a  history  of  absorbing  interest  and  one 
which  has  already  received  no  inconsiderable  atten- 
tion from  writers  of  history,  of  romance,  and  of 
poetry,  and  in  passing  it  may  be  added  that  the  op- 
portunities in  this  direction  have  not  yet  been  fully 
taken  advantage  of,  many  remaining  to  give  inspir- 
ation to  writers  whose  pens  may  give  perpetuity  to 
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the  heroes  and  heroines  of  the  past  and  inscribe  up- 
on the  roll  of  honor  the  names  and  deeds  of  those 
who  have  lived,  loved  and  died  for  this  splemiui 
province.  In  a  measure  those  of  the  Ontario  His- 
torical Society  and  the  thirty-five  affiliated  socie- 
ties are  doing  this.  These  are  giving  particular  at- 
tention to  the  history  of  their  respective  localities 
and  what  is  more  valuable  ?  What  is  there  that 
better  provides  the  ground-work  for  the  volumes  of 
the  future  historian  ?  During  the  past  year  these 
societies  have  been  active,  some  unusually  so,  with 
the  result  that  by  means  of  papers  and  recorded 
lectures  many  more  pages  have  been  provid- 
ed for  those  who  may  in  years  to  come  desire 
to  delve  deeper  and  collaborate  the  work  now  so 
well  begun,  though  in  scattered  parts.  To  enumer- 
ate here  the  societies  which  have  contributed  to  the 
year's  work  is  unnecessary,  the  respective  annual  re- 
ports filed  with  the  secretary  will  bear  out  the  state- 
ment. Sufficient  to  express  my  gratification  at  the 
continued  and  increased  interest  in  the  study  and 
recording  of  the  history  of  the  men  and  women  who 
lived,  st rived  and  made  this  province.  It  is  their 
work  that  has  endowed  those  of  to-day  with  the 
splendid  inheritance  which  they  enjoy  and  it  was 
their  patriotism,  their  loyalty  "and  bravery  that  to- 
day furnishes  the  historian  with  matter  for  his 
pages. 

*        *        *        * 

Since  our  meeting  in  Brockville  in  July,  1910, 
the  Messenger  of  Death  has  dealt  heavily  with  this 
Society  by  calling  from  this  sphere  of  activities  our 
former  secretary,  Dr.  David  Boyle.  A  power  in  the 
work  of  this  organization  and  practically  the  found- 
er of  the  Provincial  Museum,  he  became  widely 
known  and  his  advice  and  information  were  much 
sought  after.  He  was  an  untiring  worker  in  the  in- 
terests of  the  branch  of  science  in  which  he  was  en- 
gaged. He  never  labored  for  the  sake  of  mercenary 
reward,  but  entered  upon  every  investigation  with 
the  praise  worthy  idea  of  increasing  the  general  fund 
of  knowledge  in  h'isfory  or  archaeology.  He  took  a 
deep  interest  in  the  Indians  of  the  province  and  it 
was  his  greatest  pleasure  to  study  their  past,  to 
master  their  present  and  to  speculate~on  their  fu- 
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ture.  In  the  long  years  devoted  to  this  interesting 
work  he  came  in  close  touch  with  the  races  of  Red- 
men  and  some  years  ago  was  offered  and  accepted  a 
brotherhood  in  the  Mohawks. 

Mr.  Boyle  never  did  anything  in  a  spectacular 
style.  His  was  the  quiet,  persistent,  yet  successful 
way  which  won  for  the  history  and  archaeology  of 
this  province  in  particular  many  notable  victories 
and  attained  for  him  a  reputation  known  to  all  co- 
workers  and  to  the  world  in  general. 

In  the  Ontario  Historical  Society  the  name  of 
Dr.  Boyle  is  revered  and  beloved.  He  labored  for  it 
for  many  years,  always  freely  giving  of  his  time 
and  energy.  This  Society  and  kindred  historical  or- 
ganizations are  the  better  that  he  lived.  He  will  be 
missed  from  our  councils,  but  his  name  is  indelibly 
inscribed  upon  the  Society's  records  as  well  as  in 
the  minds  and  hearts  of  its  members. 


The  annual  meeting  of  the  Royal  Society  held  in 
Ottawa  in  September  was  attended  by  your  past 
president,  Mr.  F.  B.  Cumberland,  and  secretary, 
Mr.  C.  W.  James.  A  report  of  the  proceedings  of 
this  Society  was  presented  by  Mr.  Cumberland  who 
in  a  splendid  oratorical  effort  supplemented  it  with 
a  general  review  of  its  history.  This  year  the  Royal 
Society  again  met  in  Ottawa  when  this  Society  was 
again  represented  by  the  past  president  and  secre- 
tary who,  as  in  former  yeiars,  filed  a  report  of  the 
proceedings. 

*        *        *        * 

This  year  this  Society  was  represented  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  American  Historical  Society 
held  in  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  Dec.  27th-3oth,  1910,  by 
your  president.  The  meeting  proved  one  of  the  larg- 
est in  the  history  of  that  influential  association  and 
the  interest  was  most  marked.  Covering  a  much 
wider  field  than  the  Ontario  Historical  Society  or 
any  other  Canadian  organization  of  a  similar  char- 
acter, it  attracted  students  of  history  from  all  parts 
of  the  American  Commonwealth.  History  in  all  its 
branches  are  included  in  its  programme,  and  many 
interesting  and  instructive  addresses  were  de- 
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livered.  A  noticeable  feature  of  the  situation  of 
historical  societies  in  the  States  of  the  Union  to  the 
south  of  us  is  the  care  and  assistance  which  they 
receive  from  their  respective  States.  Instead  of  be- 
ing obliged  to  maintain  themselves  on  a  crippled 
revenue,  they,  in  many  cases,  are  made  the  object 
of  liberal  financial  appropriations  from  the!  public 
treasury.  One  result  of  this  is  an  increased  interest 
on  the  part  of  those  who  pursue  the  study  of  his- 
tory, archaeology  and  ethnology,  while  the  useful- 
ness and  value  of  the  societies  are  greatly  enhanced. 
In  this  connection  it  has  occurred  to  me  that  it 
might  be  opportune  to  press  upon  the  gov- 
ernments of  the  various  provinces  wtiiclT  constitute 
the  Dominion,  the  importance,  necessity  and  advan- 
tages to  be  derived  by  lending  liberal,  whole-heart- 
ed encouragement  to  provincial  and  local  societies 
and  to  approach  the  Federal  Government  with  a 
proposition  looking  towards  the  organization  of  a 
society  which  would  be  so  assisted  by  governmental 
appropriations  that  it  could  extend  its  operations 
far  beyond  the  limits  of  the  smaller  bodies,  so  many 
own  special  fields. 
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SECRETARY'S  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  President,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Ontario 
Historical  Society  : — 

I  have  the  honour  of  presenting  to  you  a  brief 
review  of  the  work  of  The  Ontario  Historical  So- 
ciety for  the  year  ending  May  3ist,  1911. 

At  the  annual  meeting,  held  in  the  Town  of 
Brock ville  in  July  last,  and  the  subsequent  Council 
meeting,  a  large  and  varied  programme  of  work 
was  planned,  much  of  which  has  been  successfully 
accomplished.  The  progress  made  by  the  various 
committees  appointed  has  been  most  encouraging, 
as  will  be  noted  in  the  reports  presented. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  Society  has  in- 
creased in  membership  during  the  year  and  that  a 
substantial  amount  stands  to  the  credit  of  the  So- 
ciety for  further  work. 

I  am  also  pleased  to  note  that  the  reports  re- 
ceived from  the  affiliated  Societies  show  advance- 
ment all  along  the  line.  The  increased  number  of 
meetings  held,  the  importance  of  the  business  tran- 
sacted and  the  educating  influence  of  the  papers  con- 
tributed, are  conclusive  evidence  of  the  interest  that 
is  being  aroused  throughout  the  length  and  breadth 
of  the  Province  in  matters  of  history  and  of  deeds 
which  have  made  the  Empire.  To-day  we  have  the 
proud  realization  that  our  children  are  being  in- 
structed in  every  school  in  the  Province  in  love  of 
country  and  in  loyalty  to  the  British  Crown  and 
Constitution. 

Attention  is  directed  to  the  steady  growth  of 
our 'library.  Many  new  and  valuable  additions  have 
been  added  during  the  year,  as  will  be  seen  by  re- 
ferring to  the  catalogue  contained  in  the  Annual 
Report. 

It  is  my  sad  duty  to  record  the  death  of  an  old 
and  esteemed  member,  Doctor  David  Boyle,  which 
occurred  on  February  fourteenth  last.  Doctor  Boyle 
was  one  of  the  best  known  ethnologists  on  this  con- 
tinent, a  man  who  was  in  constant  correspondence 
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with  the  foremost  ethnological  scholars  of  the 
world.  He  held  the  ofiices  of  Curator  of  the  Cana- 
dian Institute,  Provincial  Archaeologist  and  Super- 
intendent of  the  Provincial  Museum.  From  1898 
until  1907  he  was  Secretary  of  the  Ontario  His- 
torical Society.  His  honours  form  an  imposing  list, 
the  crowning  event  being  the  brightening  of  his 
closing  hours  by  the  conferring  of  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Laws  from  the  University  of  Toronto  on 
June  twelfth,  nineteen  hundred  and  nine.  The  con- 
ferring of  the  degree  took  place  in  the  bedroom  of 
Mr.  Boyle's  home,  his  illness  preventing  him  from 
attending  the  regular  Convocation  of  the  Univer- 
sity. 

Your  Secretary  represented  the  Society  at  the 
meeting  of  The  Royal  Society,  held  in  Ottawa,  in 
May  this  year,  and  presented  an  interim  resume  of 
the  Work  accomplished  by  The  Ontario  Historical 
Society  and  the  Societies  affiliated  therewith  during 
the  period  commencing  May  first  and  ending  June 
thirtieth,  covered  by  the  Presidency  of  Mr.  Barlow 
Cumberland.  The  report  is  attached  herewith. 

In  conclusion  1  beg  to  thank  the  President,  the 
officers  and  members  of  the  Council,  and  officers  of 
affiliated  Societies,  for  the  many  courtesies  extend- 
ed throughout  the  year.  The  progress  of  the  parent 
Society  is  being  well  maintained  and  it  is  hoped 
that  before  the  anniversaries  of  those  stirring 
events  in  1812-14,  that  an  unbroken  chain  of  local 
historical  societies  will  have  been  established 
throughout  the  Province  to  aid  in  a  fitting  celebra- 
tion of  a  loyal  and  united  country,  the  brightest 
gem  in  the  Empire/' s  Crown.

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REPORT  OF  HISTORIC  SITES  AND  MONU- 
MENTS COMMITTEE 

The  work  of  your  Committee  on  Historic  Sites 
and  Monuments  for  the  past  year,  has  covered 
practically  every  branch  of  the  history  of  the  Pro- 
vince, mainly  because  it  has  been  difficult  to  dis- 
tinguish between  those  items  which  come  properly 
undcr~these  heads  and  those  items,  adopting  a 
broader  view,  which  include  everything  of  an  his- 
toric nature  that  has  transpired  cluring  the  year. 
In  reviewing  the  subject  in  this  respect,  we  have 
intentionally  referred  to  a  few  events  which  happen- 
ed before  our  year  started. 

MONUMENTS  IN  ONTARIO. 

A  monument  to  the  memory  of  Laura  Secord 
was  completed  on  September  22nd,  1910.  The  in- 
scription on  this  simple  yet  beautiful  memorial  is 
as  follows  : — "This  monument  has  been  erected  by 
t\he  Government  of  Canada  to  Laura  Ingersoll  Se- 
cord, who  saved  her  husband's  life  in  the  battle  o» 
these  Heights  on  October  13th,  1813  ;  who  risked  her 
own  life  in  conveying  to  Captain  Fitzgibbon  the  in- 
formation by  which  he  won  the  victory  of  Beaver 
Dams  on  July  24th,  1813." 

The  branch  of  the  Woman's  Institute  at  Queens- 
ton  has  made  commendable  progress  in  raising 
funds  for  the  erection  of  a  building  to  be  known 
as  Laura  Secord  Memorial  Hall.  The  Queen  Vic- 
toria Park  Commissioners  have  promised  to  give 
the  Hall  a  free  site  and  to  maintain  it  after  its 
erection.  Aid  from  the  Ontario  Historical  Society 
for  the  work  would  be  welcomed. 

There  seems  to  be  'considerable  diversity  of 
opinion  as  to  what  should  be  done  to  perpetuate 
the  memory  of  the  gallant  Tecumseh.  Certainly  a 
monument  of  some  kind  should  be  erected,  and  it 
should  have  the  endorsation  of  the  historical  socie- 
ties of  the  Province,  backed  by  Government  aid, 
and  it  should  be  unveiled  on  October  5th,  1913,  the 
centenary  of  his  death.  Either  the  ridge  where  the 
dead  were  buried,  near  the  beautiful  Thames,  three 
miles  from  Thamesville,  or  the  grave  on  St.  Anne's 
Island,  near  Wallaceburg,  provided  reliable  proof  is 
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produced  to  show  that  this  is  actually  his  grave, 
should  be  the  place  for  his  memorial.  A  small  tab- 
let erected  at  the  grave,  another  to  mark  the  site 
of  the  battle  of  the  Thames,  and  an  imposing  mon- 
ument in  the  village  of  Thames ville,  would  be  the 
best  solution  of  the  problem. 

The  unveiling  of ^  the  South  African  Memorial  in 
University  Avenue,  Toronto,  by  Sir  John  French, 
on  Tuesday,  May  24th,  1910,  was  an  event  which 
brought  to  the  mind  of  all  true  Canadians  the  deeds 
of  our  boys  in  the  late  war.  The  group  at  the  base 
of  the  monument  representing  Canada  sending  her 
sons  to  war  and  the  figure  of  "Victorious  Peace" 
which  surmounts  the  memorial  are  in  bronze,  and 
the  rest  of  the  edifice  is  contained  in  the  shaft 
and  the  foundation.  Mr.  Walter  S.  Allward  was  the 
sculptor  of  this,  the  tallest  and  most  dignified  mon- 
ument in  Toronto. 

On  May  29th,  1911,  Karl  Grey  unveiled  in  the 
City  of  Berlin,  a  handsome  memorial  in  memory 
of  our  late  Sovereign,  Queen  Victoria.  The  monu- 
ment stands  in  Berlin's  beautiful  park,  and  was 
erected  by  the  Daughters  of  the  Empire  at  a  cost 
of  56000.00.  The  Hon.  Mackenzie  King,  who  ad- 
dressed the  assembled  thousands,  after  the  Gover- 
nor-General had  concluded  his  remarks,  expressed 
the  appropriatemess  of  Canada's  city  bearing  the 
name 'of  the  Capital  of  the  German  Empire,  a  city 
which  is  the  centre  of  the  German  settlement  in  the 
Dominion,  having  erected  this  beautiful  statue  of 
Victoria  the  Good. 

Since  our  last  report,  the  London  and  Middle- 
sex Historical  Society  has  placed  the  monument 
then  referred  to  on  the  scene  of  the  Victoria  Disas- 
ter of  May  24th,  1881,  and  the  same  society  has 
assisted  materially  in  the  work  for  the  South  Af- 
rican monument. 

HISTORIC  SITES  IN  ONTARIO. 

During  the  year,  Mr.  A.  R.  Davis,  C.E.,  of 
Toronto,  has  succeeded  in  purchasing  the  old  Mac- 
donald  lot  in  Adolphustown  on  the  shores  of  Hay 
Bay,  a  branch  of  Ouinte  Bay.  This,  the  boyhood 
home  of  our  great  statesman,  the  late  Sir  John  A, 
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Macdonald,  is  one  of  the  interesting  sites  in  the  dis- 
trict and  in  the  possession  of  Mr.  Davis,  is  safe  for 
historic  purposes.  Mr.  Davis  was  also  instrumental 
in  completing  negotiations  whereby  the  Methodist 
Church  of  Canada,  secured  possession  of  the  first 
Methodist  Church  erected  in  Canada,  which  stands 
to-day  on  land  adjoining  the  Macdonald  lot  on  Hay 
Bay.  The  Methodists  have  appointed  a  capable 
committee,  with  Mr.  Davis  as  chairman,  to  reno- 
vate the  building,  put  the  grounds  in  good  condi- 
tion, and  maintain  the  property  as  it  should  be. 

The  Woman's  Canadian  Historical  Society  of 
Ottawa,  through  its  President,  Mrs.  Thomas 
Ahearn,  reports  that  the  work  of  the  year  in  mark- 
ing historic  sites,  has  mainly  centred  about  a  plan 
to  preserve  two  valuable  stones,  at  present  imbed- 
ded in  the  Sappers  Bridge  in  Ottawa  to  work  for 
the  completion  of  a  new  plaza  between  the  Dufferin 
and  Sappers  bridges,  and  to  begin  a  movement  to 
provide  funds  for  the  erection  of  two  monuments 
in  the  above  mentioned  plaza. 

One  of  the  stones  above  referred  to  bears  the 
coat  o:f  arms  of  the  Royal  Kngineers,  under  whose 
direction  the  Rideau  Canal  and  the  bridge  in  ques- 
tion were  constructed,  and  the  other  has  Colonel 
By's  name  and  the  date  of  the  erection  of  the 
bridge. 

The  plans  for  the  plaza  have  been  completed  at 
the  Public  Works  Department,  and  call  for  an  ex- 
penditure of  eighty  thousand  dollars. 

The  monuments  will  probably  be  erected  when 
the  plaza  is  completed.  One  wTill  be  a  beautiful 
statue  of  King  Edward  VII,  and  the  other  a 
symbolical  memorial  of  Confederation, 

The  entire  plan  will  give  Ottawa,  our  Capital 
City,  a  plaza  already  surrounded  by  the  Chateau 
Laurier,  the  Centrarstation,  the  Post  Office  and 
the  Parliament  Buildings,  which  should  with  the  at- 
tached bridges  and  an  artistic  arrangement  of  sta- 
tuary, rival  anything  in  Canada. 

One  of  our  members  strongly  urges  the  purchase 
of  the  burial  place  of  Dr.  Dunlap  at  Gairbraid, 
near  Goderich,  with  the  idea  of  having  it  set  apart 
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as  a  public  park  ;  also  the  removal  of  the  remains 
Of  Colonel  (Judge)  John  Prince,  with  military  hon- 
ours from  his  burial  place  at  the  Sault  to  the  vil- 
lage of  Sandwich. 

The  Huron  Institute  reports  a  continuation  of 
their  work  of  marking  the  sites  of  Indian  villages 
in  the  district  of  the  Blue  Mountains.  They  have  to 
-date,  permanently  located  some  nine  or  ten  of  the 
principal  villages  and  marked  their  positions  on  the 
map  of  the  Institute^.  The  villages  which  compris- 
ed the  field  of  labor  of  some  of  the  Jesuit  Fathers, 
tfhis  particular  mission  being  styled  "The  Mission 
of  the  Apostles,"  have  contributed  some  valuable 
specimens  for  this  museum. 

The  military  burying  ground  on  Strachan  Ave- 
nue, Toronto,  has,  owing  to  the  protest  made  to 
Ottawa  by  His  Majesty's  Army  and  Navy  Veter- 
ans, been  put  in  better  shape.  An  oilicer  with  men 
from  Stanley  Barracks  have  repaired  the  fence  and 
cleaned  up  the  graves.  Orders  have  been, issued  that 
the  property  shall  be  kept  up  in  the  future. 

Fort  Nottawasaga  wras  thoroughly  explored  by 
a  committee  of  the  Huron  Institute  on  Wednesday, 
September  I5th,  1910.  This  committee  recommends 
that  some  fitting  reference  should  be  made  to  the 
part  this  historic  Fort  played  in  the  war  of  1812- 
1814,  when  the  centennial  is  commemorated.  Several 
good  specimens  were  secured. 

Miss  Carnochan,  in  an  article  in  one  of  the 
Toronto  papers  on  January  28th,  1911,  gave  some 
excellent  reasons  why  we  should  pay  more  atten- 
tion to  Navy  Hall  and  its  historic  associations.  The 
old  building  in  its  practically  neglected  condition 
should  receive  the  attention  which  Miss  Carnochan 
asks  for  it  and  it  would  be  a  splendid  idea  to  have 
a  petition  prepared  and  presented  to  the  proper  au- 
thorities, asking  that  the  work  be  done  by  the  Gov- 
ernment under  the  direction  of  the  Niagara  Histor- 
ical Society. 

On  May  i8th,  1911,  Mr.  J.  H.  Gilmour  present- 
ed to  the  Governors  of  the  Brockviile  General  Hos- 
pital a  fountain  in  memory  of  his  late  wife.  An  in- 
teresting gathering  took  place  when  the  presenta- 
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tion  was  made.  The  fountain  was  in  position  at 
the  time  of  the  meeting  and  adds  much  to  the  al- 
ready beautiful  appearance  of  this  historic  institu- 
tion. 

The  Essex  Historical  Society  reports,  through 
its  President,  Francis  Cleary,  that  the  work  of 
marking  historic  sites  has  been  carefully  looked  af- 
ter in  that  interesting  territory.  A  bronze  tablet" 
has  been  placed  on  a  prominent  building  to  mark 
the  place  where  the  Battle  of  Windsor  was  fought 
on  December,  4th,  1838,  another  to  mark  the  site  of 
the  Windsor  Barracks  which  were  burned  by  the  in- 
vaders in  that  unfortunate  rebellion  on  the  same 
day  as  the  battle,  and  another  on  the  dwelling  in 
the  town  of  Sandwich,  built  by  the  Honourable 
James  Baby  about  1790,  which  was  occupied  as  the 
headquarters  of  General  Hull  when  he  invaded  Can- 
ada in'i8i2,  and  subsequently  occupied  by  General 
Brock,  Colonel  Proctor  and  Genera)  Harrison.  A 
marble  tablet  set  in  a  concrete  post  marks  the  site 
of  the  stone  barracks  erected  in  1814,  and  occupied 
by  the  militia  for  the  defence  of  the  frontier.  This 
building  was  removed  in  1867  to  give  place  to  the 
present  schoolhouse.  These  splendid  memorials  are 
already  in  place  and  the  society  intends  to  mark 
other  historical  places  in  the  county  in  the  near 
future,  the  most  important  one  being  the  River 
Canard,  where  Major  Denny  with  his  American 
forces  had  his  progress  towards  Fort  Maiden  check- 
ed by  the  British  and  their  Indian  allies  under  Te- 
^cumseh  on  July  24th,  1812. 

James  White,  F.R.G.S.,  has  written  and  pub- 
lished for  the  Geographical  Board  of  Canada,  a 
pamphlet  of  great  interest  called  "Place  Names  in 
the  Thousand  Islands,  Saint  Lawrence  River."  In 
this  excellent  work  the  author  gives  a  list  of  the 
islands  and  with  each  its  location  and  the  origin  of 
its  name.  As  most  of  the  islands  have  historic  in- 
terest, the  work  is  of  particular  value  for  any  stu- 
dent of  Canadian  history. 

PUBLIC  BUILDINGS. 

We  will  mention  four  buildings  of  a  public  na- 
ture that  have  been  completed  this  year  in  Ontario. 
For  our  purpose  they  may  be  regarded  as  of  his- 
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toric  interest.  They  are  the  new  Town  Hall  at 
Beaverton,  the  Riverdale  Branch  of  the  Toronto 
Public  Library,  the  Library  of  Victoria  College, 
University  of  Toronto,  and  the  Hospital  at 
Petrolia. 

CHURCHES. 

Churches  also  have  a  close  association  with  the 
history  of  all  countries.  The  principal  items  asso- 
ciated with  the  erection  or  contemplated  erection  of 
churches  in  Ontario  during  the  year  have  been  as 
follows  : 

(1)  The  dedication  of  a  new  Methodist  church 
at  Thames  vi  lie.    This  church  was  dedicated    during 
the  Nathan  Bangs  celebration  held    July    jyth    and 
i8th,   1910. 

(2)  The  dedication  of  the  Church  of  the    Epip- 
hany, Anglican,  on    Queen  Street  West,  Toronto,  by 
the  Bishop  of  Toronto,  on  March  3ist,   1911. 

(3)  The  sale  of  one  of  the  landmarks  of  church 
history  in  Toronto,  the  Carlton  Street    Methodist 
Church,  which  will  be  torn  down  to  make  way  for  a 
commercial  building.     This  church  was  dedicated  in 
1875- 

(4)  The  opening  of  the  Boon  Avenue  Methodist 
Church,  Earlscourt,  Toronto,  on  April     2nd,     1911. 
This  is  an  institutional   church. 

(5)  St.  Thomas    Church,    St.   Thomas     (Angli- 
can), erected  in  1824,  is  reported  to  our  committee 
as  still  in  use  for  summer  services  and  funerals.    It 
is    the    oldest    edifice  between  the   Mohawk    church 
on   the  Grand  River  on  the  east  and  those  at  Sand- 
wich and  Amherstburg  on  the  Detroit  River  on  the 
west. 

(6)  The  new  Parkdale  Baptist  Church    at    the 
corner  of  Queen  Street  and  Callendai   Avenue,  Tor- 
onto, has  been  started  and  when  completed    will    be 
a  handsome  structure.    The  total  cost  of  land    and 
buildings  is  estimated  at  $60,000.00. 

(7)  On  April  8th,  1911,  the  foundation  stone  of 
the  New  Chester  Baptist  Church    at    the  corner  of 
Danforth  Avenue  and  Bowden  Street,  Toronto,  was 
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laid.  Architecturally  the  building  will  follow  the 
early  perpendicular  style,  with  massive  buttresses 
and  a  low  square  embattled  tower,  rising  only  a 
few  feet  above  the  triforiuni. 

(8)  The  West  side  Methodist  Church  at  Owen 
Sound  was  opened  on  January  22nd,  1911.  This 
cost  about  $38,000,  and  is  a  beautiful  building  and 
a  great  credit  to  the  congregation  which  subscrib- 
ed so  liberally  to  its  erection. 

In  concluding  our  reference  to  the  subject  of 
churches,  it  may  be  well  to  mention  that  event 
which  has  been  recently  celebrated  in  all  English- 
speaking  countries,  the  tercentenary  of  the  issue  of 
the  authorized  English  Bible.  On  February  I4th, 
1911,  a  great  gathering  of  people  crowded  Massey 
Hall,  Toronto,  and  listened  to  many  able  addresses 
by  prominent  English,  American  and  Canadian  au- 
thorities on  the  Bible,  and  the  closing  ceremonies 
took  the  form  of  a  resolution  commending  in  the 
highest  terms  of  praise  the  influence  of  that  grand 
Book  which  was  first  translated  into  English  by  or- 
der of  King  James  in  1611. 

MEN. 

We  do  not  wish  to  attempt  anything  in  the  line 
of  biographv  of  Ontario's  great  men  who  have  pass- 
ed away  recently,  but  would  mention  four,  because 
we  believe  these  four  should  be  remembered  by  all 
historians  for  their  great  work. 

First,  let  us  mention  Goldwin  Smith,  who  is 
described  by  one  Toronto  paper  as  an  historian,  es- 
sayist, philanthropist  and  Toronto's  most  distin- 
guished citizen.  His  beautiful  home,  "The  Grange/* 
is  presented  by  his  will  to  the  City  of  Toronto  to 
be  used  as  a  museum  and  art  gallery.  It  would  be 
a  splendid  undertaking  for  this  Society  to  erect  a 
monument  to  his  memory. 

John  Philip  DuMoulin,  Bishop  of  Niagara,  died 
at  the  See  House,  Hamilton,  at  midnight,  March 
27th,  1911.  The  late  Bishop  is  described  as  one  of 
the  most  brilliant  of  that  band  of  distinguished 
men  who  have  come  from  Ireland  to  serve  the 
Church  of  England  in  Canada.  He  was  born  in  Dub- 
lin in  1836,  and  educated  in  Trinity  College  in  that

city.  His  advancement  in  the  church  continued  un- 
til his  election  as  Bishop  in  1896.  One  of  the  great 
men  of  the  Anglican  Church  has  passed  away  and 
his  work  will  no  doubt  be  commemorated  by  the 
erection  of  a  suitable  memorial. by  his  church. 

Archbishop  Fergus  P.  McEvay,  head  of  the 
Archdiocese  of  Toronto,  died  at  his  official  residence 
in  Toronto  on  May  loth,  1911.  He  was  born  in 
Lindsay,  Ontario,  in  1856.  Archbishop  McEvay  oc- 
cupied the  highest  sacred  position  which  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church  could  offer  in  Ontario,  and  his 
work  and  influence  have  been  very  extensive. 
Through  his  instrumentality  the  St.  Augustine 
Seminary  was  built.  This  was  probably  the  crown- 
ing work  of  his  life. 

On  February  I4th,  1911,  David  Boyle,  Provin- 
cial Archaeologist,  died  at  his  home  in  Toronto. 
Dr.  Boyle's  life  is  closely  associated  with  the  his- 
tory of  "the  museum  in  Toronto,  he  having  present- 
ed his  private  collection  of  Indian  relics  to  the  Can- 
adian Institute,  anh  it  has  formed  the  nucleus  of 
its  archaeological  museum,  one  of  the  finest  on  the 
American  continent.  He  wrote  many  interesting 
works  on  the  history  of  the  district  in  and  about 
Toronto,  and  a  fine  bronze  tablet  erected  to  his 
memory  by  this  Society  in  the  Provincial  Museum 
would  be  a  fitting  acknowledgement  of » our  appreci- 
ation of  the  man. 

NIAGARA  FAIylyS. 

Considerable  interest  has  been  shown  on  both 
sides  of  the  International  border  over  the  question 
of  the  protection  of  the  Falls  of  Niagara.  It  is  of 
interest  to  know  that  the  proper  authority  in  each 
country  has  under  consideration  steps  to  prevent 
further  injury  to  this,  one  of  the  world's  wonders. 

MONUMENTS  OUTSIDE  OF  ONTARIO. 

We  will  now  speak  of  those  monuments  erected 
outside  of  our  Province,  to  mark  historic  events  in 
which  we  are  interested. 

A  monument  erected  in  Muckamore  Cemetery, 
near  Belfast,  Ireland,  bears  the  following  inscrip- 
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tion  :  "To  James  Johnson,  journalist,  born  in  Ant- 
rim, ist  June,  1844  ;  died  at  Berkill-on-Sea,  Eng- 
land, 4th  December,  1905.  Formerly  editor  of  the 
Kingston  'News'  and  of  the  Ottawa  'Citizen,'  On- 
tario, Canada.  This  stone  was  erected  in  affection- 
ate remembrance  by  his  many  Canadian  and  Eng- 
lish friends."  Mr.  Johnson  was  at  one  time  Presi- 
dent of  the  Press  Gallery,  Ottawa. 

Lord  Roberts  unveJiled  a  statue  to  General  Wolfe 
at  Westerham  in  Kent,  England,  the  birthplace  of 
the  famous  soldier,  on  January  2nd,  1911.  Among 
those  present  were  Lord  Strathcona  and  Sir  Charles 
Tupper.  Laurel  wreaths  sent  by  Canadians  resident 
in  Britain,  were  laid  on  the  monument. 

A  meeting  called  by  His  Honor  the  Lieutenant- 
Go  vearnor,  was  held  in  Toronto  on  May  3rd,  with 
the  object  of  appointing  a  committee  to  raise  funds 
for  the  erection  by  Canadians  of  a  monument  to 
General  Wolfe  at  his  burial  place  ir  England.  A 
committee  consisting  of  a  large  number  of  promin- 
ent men  of  Toronto  was  appointed  to  deal  with 
the  matter. 

The  legislatures  of  the  States  of  New  York  and 
Vermont  have  appointed  commissioners  to  decide 
on  a  suitable  memorial  to  be  erected  in  honor  of 
the  great  explorer,  Champlain.  They  have  agreed 
on  a  plan  for  a  lighthouse  to  be  erected  at  Crown 
Point  on  Lake  Champlaiti.  The  design  was  open 
for  competition  and  resulted  in  the  selection  of  the 
plan  as  submitted  by  Messrs.  Dillon,  McLellan  and 
Bead-el.  Construction  has  been  commenced  and  it 
is  intended  to  dedicate  the  memorial  in  1912,  on  the 
anniversary  of  the  discovery  of  the  lake. 

THE  WAR  OF  1812-1814. 

In  concluding  this  report  we  will  refer  to  that 
event  which  has  received  the  most  consideration 
from  the  organizations  interested  in  history  during 
the  year,  the  War  of  1812-1814. 

How  best  to  celebrate  this  approaching  centen- 
ial  of  one  hundred  years  of  peace  between  these  two 
great  countries,  has  been  discussed  in  the  most 
friendly  manner,  and  splendid  suggestions  have 
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been  made  and  many  of  them  will  be  put  into  ef- 
fect. In  September,  1910,  the  remains  of  nine  Unit- 
ed States  soldiers  who  fell  Jin  the  battle  of  Lundy's 
L,ane,  were  unearthed  on  the  battlefield,  and  were 
re-interred  with  appropriate  ceremonies  on  October 
8th,  1910,  by  the  Lundy's  Lane  Historical  Society 
and  the  Niagara  Frontier  Landmarks  Association 
of  Buffalo,  in  Drumnnond's  Hill  cemetery  on  the 
battlefield.  It  is  events  of  this  kitid  that  make  the 
suggestion  of  the  United  States  Consul  General  at 
Ottawa,  that  the  countries  celebrate  the  long  peace 
by  the  erection  of  a  beautiful  bridge  at  Niagara,  a 
most  happy  one. 

On  December  i6th,  1910,  a  meeting  was  held  in 
the  City  Hall,  Toronto,  when  an  organization  was 
effected  with  the  object  in  view  of  celebrating  in 
some  fitting  way  the  approaching  centenary.  A 
strong  committee  was  appointed  to  carry  on  the 
work,  and  a  resolution  was  passed  which  calls  for 
an  invitation  to  King  George  to  attend  the  Celebra- 
tion. 

The  organization  of  the  "Memorial  to  the  Her- 
oes of  1812-1814  Association"  was  accomplished 
with  the  object  in  view  of  appealing  to  Sir  James 
Whitney,  our  Premier,  and  asking  him  to  have  the 
Government  erect  a  suitable  memorial.  Many  peti- 
tions were  addressed  to  Sir  James  and  on  January 
20,  1911,  a  large  delegation  of  representative  citi- 
zens waited  on  him  at  the  Parliament  Buildings  and 
received  assurances  that  the  Government  would  do 
its  share  when  the  Association  had  perfectejd  its 
plans  and  was  ready  with  a  definite  proposition. 
The  memorial  will  probably  be  placed  in  Queen's 
Park,  Toronto,  where,  with  the  exception  of  the  wars 
of  1812-1814,  every  important  military  campaign  in 
wrhich  we  have  been  engaged  is  commemorated. 

CONCLUSION. 

The  suitable  marking  of  historical  sites  is  one 
of  the  objects  of  the  different  Historical  Societies 
throughout  the  Province,  in  affiliation  with  the  On- 
tario Historical  Society.  No  doubt  many  important 
and  interesting  sites  are  still  unmarked  and  local 
societies  should  be  urged  to  give  these  prompt  at- 
tention. Good  bronze  tablets  can  be  bought  for  fifr 
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ty  dollars.  The  tablet  or  monument  marking  some 
event  in  the  history  of  a  place,  excites  in  the  young 
and  old  a  desire  to  know  more  about  it,  and  thus 
to  read  history.  Our  Province  with  its  long  line  of 
territory  on  the  south  separated  from  the  United 
States  by  rivers  and  lakes  and  with  many  towns 
and  cities  in  both  countries  facing  each  other  and  in 
some  cases  in  close  proximity,  would  be  more  inter- 
esting to  visitors  if  all  events  in  its  history  could 
be  properly  marked  or  recorded.

FLAG  AND  COMMEMORATION  DAY 
COMMITTEE 

With  the  recurring  annual  meeting  of  our  Socie- 
ty your  convener  has  little  to  report  in  the  way  of 
work  done.  There  is,  however,  the  growing  satis- 
faction that  its  work  in  the  past  has  not  been  in 
vain  and  now  bearing  fruit.  I^ast  September  we 
were  disturbed  by  a  flutter  in  the  Northwest,  and 
Red  Deer,  Alberta,  urged  us  to  fling  out  more  wide- 
ly our  invincible  red,  white  and  blue.  No  doubt

Commemoration  day  has  two  distinctly  new 
celebrations,  the  birthdays  of  their  Most  Gracious 
Majesties,  whom  we  all  remember  with  pleasure  on 
their  trip  through  Canada  in  1901.  It  is  with 
thankfulness,  as  the  originator  of  Empire  Day,  that 
we  recall  the  marvellous  growth  in  the  number  of 
places  in  the  Empire  now  keeping  this  patriotic  fes- 
tival, which  this  year  was  celebrated  in  some  60,000 
schools,  and  shared  in  by  over  fifteen  millions  of 
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pupils.  Last  Empire  Day  in  England,  foi  the  first 
time,  all  the  flags  of  the  Empire  were  trooped  in 
Hyde  Park,  Lord  Roberts  taking  the  salute  in  the 
march  past.

Mr.  J.  S.  Carstairs  suggested  that  the  Ontario 
Historical  Society  at  this  meeting  formulate  a  plan 
of  action  to  be  adopted  in  commemorating  the  ap- 
proaching centennial  with  a  suitable  memorial  and  a 
celebration.  After  considerable  discussion  it  was 
moved  by  Mr.  Alexander  Fraser,  seconded  by  Mr. 
C.  M.  Warner,  that  Mr.  J.  S.  Carstairs,  Toronto, 
and  Miss  Janet  Carnochan,  Niagara,  be  appointed 
as  ai  special  committee  to  report  at  a  future  session 
as  to  the  part  the  Society  should  take  in  furthering 
the  plan  outlined  in  the  petition  to  the  Ontario 
Government. — Carried. 

Communications  were  read  asking  the  support 
of  the  Society  in  the  reclamation  of  Fort  George  at 
Niagara,  the  improvement  of  Fort  York,  Toronto, 
and  the  creation  of  an  Art  Museum  at  the  Grange, 
Toronto.  Mrs.  Katharine  B.  Coutts,  Thamesville, 
read  a  communication  suggesting  the  advisability 
of  erecting  a  memorial  to  the  great  Indian  chief, 
Tecumseh,  at  Thamesville,  rather  than  at  the  ac- 
tual spot  where  the  chief  fell,  two  miles  distant. 
The  communications  were  referred  to  the  Comimit- 
tee  on  Resolutions.  The  meeting  then  adjourned  un- 
til 8  p.m. 

EVENING  SESSION,  8  O'CLOCK. 

There  was  a  large  attendance  of  members  and 
their  friends  at  the  evening  session.  President  Wilj 
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Hams  announced  that  the  programme  would  consist 
of  two  papers  and  an  address.  Miss  Augusta 
Gilkison,  Brantford,  read  an  interesting  and 
instructive  paper  on  "Reminiscences  of  Brantford," 
and  Mr.  S.  F.  Passmore,  secretary  of  the  local  so- 
ciety, read  a  short  paper  on  "A  Military  Incident 
of  1838." 

MR.  GARDINER'S  ADDRESS. 

The,  address  of  the  evening  was  delivered  by  Mr. 
Herbert  Fairbairn  Gardiner,  M.A.,  Principal  of  the 
Ontario  Institution  for  the?  Blind,  Brantford,  his 
subject  being*  "Early  Geographical  Divisions  in  On- 
tario.1' 

Mr.  Gardiner  said  that  he  had  brought  the  map 
on  ,the  wall- -a  map  of  Upper  Canada  prepared  by 
Surveyor-General  D.  W.  Smith  in  1798 — to  illus- 
trate the  relationship  between  the  geography  and 
the  history  of  this  locality.  He  would  call  the  at- 
tention of  those  present  to  half  a  dozen  straight 
lines  drawn  before  the  country  was  settled,  which 
to-day  form  the  boundaries  of  townships  l  and  tell 
why  those  lines  were  drawn  where  they  are.  South 
of  the  portion  of  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  extend- 
ing from  Hamilton  to  Sarnia,  as  far  as  Lake  Erie, 
and  including  the  Niagara  peninsula,  the  Neuter 
Nation  of  Indians  once  lived.  They  were  extermin- 
ated by  the  Iroquois,  whose  habitation  was  in  what 
is  now  the  State  of  New  York.  For  many  years,  in 
the  absence  of  human  inhabitants,  the  wild  animals 
flourished  and  multiplied  in  this  district,  until  it 
became  a  veritable  paradise  for  the  hunter.  Then 
strolling  parties  of  Ojibways,  or  Chippewas,  came 
from  north  of  Lake  Superior,  through  Michigan, 
and  scattered  along  the  north  shores  of  Lakes  Erie 
and  Ontario  as  far  east  as  Kingston.  They  could 
hardly  be  considered  the  proprietors  of  the  land,  yet 
they  had  some  sort  of  a  claim  to  it,  and  after  the 
war  of  the  American  Revolution,  when  Brant  asked 
Haldimand  to  provide  a  dwelling  place  for  the  Six 
Nations,  it  was  thought  wise  to  quiet  the  Ojibway 
title.  The  tract  purchased  for  a  nominal  sum  was 
bounded  by  the  Niagara  River,  Lake  Ontario  as  far 
as  the  north  end  of  Burlington  Beach,  thence  by  a 
straight  line  from  Burlington  to  Arthur,  thence  to 
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a  point  near  Tavistqck  (from  the  head  waters  of 
the  Grand  River  to  the  head  waters  of  the  south 
branch  of  the  Thames  River),  thence  along  the 
Thames  through  Woodstock  and  Ingersoll  to  the 
neighborhood  of  Dorchester  Station,  thence  due 
south  to  the  mouth  of  Catfish  Creek  on  Lake  Erie, 
and  following  the  shore  \  of  the  lake  to  the  starting 
point  on  the  Niagara  River.  The  straight  line  from 
Burlington  to  Arthur  is  now  the  western  boundary 
of  the  townships  of  Nelson,  Nassagaweya,  Eramosa 
and  Garafraxa,  and  the  eastern  boundary  of  the 
townships  of  East  Flamborough,  Puslinch,  Guelph, 
Nichol  and  Peel.  Out  of  this  territory,  surrendered 
by  the  Ojibways,  a  section  twelve  miles  wide — ap- 
proximately six  miles  on  each  side  of  the  Grand 
River  from  Lake  Erie  to  the  Falls  at  Elora — was 
granted  to  the  Six  Nations.  Tracing  the  course  of 
the  Grand  River  from  Elora  to  the  lake,  it  will  be 
seen  that  it  runs  south-west,  then  south,  and  then 
south-east  to  its  mouth.  Two  parallel  lines  were 
run  by  Surveyor  Augustus  Jones  from  the  lake, 
and  within  these  lines  will  be  found  on  the  west  side 
of  the  river  the  townships  of  Dunn,  Cayuga,  Oneida 
and  Tuscarora,  and  on  the  east  side  Sherbrooke, 
Moulton,  Canborough,  Seneca  and  Onondaga.  Then 
comes  the  turn  to  the  northward,  with  Brantford, 
Dumfries,  Waterloo,  W^oolwich,  Pilkington  and 
Nichol  on  both  sides  of  the  river.  The  laying  out  of 
the  two  straight  lines  inland  from  Lake  Erie,  to 
bound  the  Six  Nations  reserve,  modified  the  shape 
of  the  surrounding  townships  which  were  subse- 
quently surveyed.  On  the  east  are  Wainfleet,  Gains- 
borough, Caistor,  Binbrook,  Glanford  and  Ancaster 
(the  last  a  triangle),  and  after  the  turn  to  the 
north  Beverly,  Puslinch  and  Guelph.  On  the  west  of 
the  reserve  limit  are  Rainham  (a  triangle),  Wai- 
pole,  Townsetid,  Oakland  (a  triangle),  Burford.  and 
to  the  north  Blenheim,  Wilmot  and  Wellesley.  With- 
out this  explanation,  one  would  wonder  why  a 
township  was  formed  of  such  size  and  shape  as  Oak- 
land. Governor  Sinicoe,  who  was  in  Upper  Canada 
from  1792  to  1796,  projected  a  straight  road  from 
Dundas  to  London,  called  on  the  old  map  Dundas 
street,  and  it  is  to  this  day  the  township  boundary 
between  Flamborough,  Beverly,  Dumfries,  Blen- 
heim, Zorra,  Nissouri  and  London  on  the  north  and

Ancaster,  Brantford,  Burford,  Oxford,  Dorchester 
and  Westminster  on  the  south.  None  of  these  his- 
torical straight  lines  ever  cut  through  a  township, 
but  no  regard  to  them  is  paid  in  county  boundaries. 
The  reason  for  this  is  that  the  counties  have  been 
arranged  and  re-arranged  severaf  times  during  the 
century.  Thus,  when  Smith's  map  was  made  York 
county  took  in  Whitby  on  the  east  and  Dumfries, 
Waterloo,  Wilmot  and  Wellesley  in  the  west.  Then 
when  the  Gore  district  was  formed  in  1816,  Halton 
county  included  Flamborough,  Beverly  and  Dum- 
fries y  and  the  present  Wellington  and  Waterloo 
counties,  while  Wentworth  contained  most  of  the 
present  Haldimand  and  Brant.  WThen  Brant  county 
was  formed  in  1852,  it  borrowed  Burford  and  Oak- 
land from  Oxford,  Brantford,  Tuscarora  and  Onon- 
daga  from  Wentworth  and  Dumfries  from  Waterloo. 
In  the  surveying  of  farm  lots,  a  good  deal  was  left 
to  the  discretion  of  the  surveyor.  Thus  Augustus 
Jones  put  a  road  around  each  200  acres  in  the 
townships  of  Barton  and  Saltfleet,  having  his  con- 
cession lines  five-eighths  of  a  mile  apart  and  his 
side  lines  half  a  mile  apart,  an  arrangement  quite 
too  expensive  in  the  item  of  road  maintenance.  In 
Binbrook  he  surveyed  square  blocks  one  and  a  quar- 
ter miles  each  way,  containing  ten  loo-acre  lots  each 
five-eights  by  one-quarter  of  a  mile.  On  the  reserve' 
adjoining  the  Grand  River,  the  survey  is  1,200 
acres  in  the  block  one  and  a  half  by  one  and  one- 
quarter  miles.  Before  the  construction  of  railways, 
much  of  th^  trade  of  this  locality  was  up  and  down 
the  Grand  River,  the  scows  taking  down  lumber, 
ashes  and  grain  and  bringing  back  salt  and  general 
merchandise,  which  did  not  always  pay  customs  du- 
ty, if  the  stories  of  old-timers  arc  to  be  believed. 
Some  of  the  mill-owners  and  others  became  rich, 
and  they  lived  high.  The  name  "Grand  River  Roar- 
ers" is  sometimes  applied  in  error  to  Hon.  E-  B. 
Wood,  Hon.  William  Paterson  and  other  Brant 
county  "boys"  who  happened  to  possess  strong 
voices,  but  it  really  belonged  to  Charles  Bain,  Hugh 
Stewart,  John  Lester,  David  Thompson,  Michael 
Harcourt,  Thaddeus  Smith,  Gibson  Mutchmoor, 
McKihnon,  and  other  men  who  were  prominent 
in  the  late  forties  and  early  fifties.  Time  would  fail 
to  describe  the  doings  of  the  "Onondaga  Gang" 
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which  terrorized  the  river  district  for  two  or  three 
generations,  most  of  whose  members  were  eventual- 
ly shot  or  sent  to  the  penitentiary.  When  the  law 
was  passed  compelling  the  man  who  brought  bee! 
to  Hamilton  market  to  bring  the  hide  along  with 
the  meat,  the  industry  of  cattle-lifting  languished. 
It  is  within  the  memory  of  many  living  men  that 
witnesses  were  afraid  to  give  their  evidence  in 
court  lest  their  barns  should  be  burned,  and  so 
widespread  were  the  ramifications  of  the  "gang" 
that  the  accused  generally  had  a  friend  or  two  on 
the  jury.  Yet  out  of  all  this  Brant  and  the  ad  join- 
ing counties  have  emerged  into  prosperous,  law-abid- 
ing communities,  with  a  history  yet  to  be  fully 
written,  much  of  the  material  for  which  lies  con- 
cealed in  old  statute  books,  in  the  memories  of  old 
men  and  women,  and  in  the  traditions  left  by  those 
who  have  j  passed  away.  The  history  of  the  Indians 
of  Brant  is  interesting,  but  it  is  far  from  being  the 
whole  story,  and  it  is  a  mistake  to  overlook  the 
struggles  and  accomplishments  of  the  white  men 
and  women  who  have  made  the  Grand  River  valley 
what  it  is  to-day. 

FRIDAY  MORNING,  9  O'CLOCK. 

Admirable  arrangements  had  been  made  by  the 
Brantford  Historical  Society  for  the  trip  to  the 
Council  House  of  the  Six  Nation  Indians  at  Osh- 
weken.  Accordingly  at  nine  o'clock  conveyances, 
mostly  motor  carsA  that  had  been  generously  ofier- 
ed  by  the  citizens  -of  Brantford,  were  lined  up  before 
the  Court  House.  These  were  filled  with  the  dele- 
gates and  an  enjoyable  trip  was  made  along  the 
picturesque  shores  "of  the  Grand  River  through  the 
Indian  reserve,  a  distance  of  about  twelve  niilet: 
from  the  City  of  Brantford. 

On  the  way  a  stop  was  made  at  the  old  home  of 
Dr.  A.  Graham  Bell,  the  now  famous  inventor  of 
the  telephone.  The  homestead — house  and  lands — 
has  been  acquired  by  the  City  of  Brantford  and  is 
set  apart  for 'a  public  park  and  a  memorial  to  the 
name  of  the  man  whose  genius  has  shed  lustre  on 
the  city  of  his  first  residence  in  America.  The  trees 
are  there  upon  which  he  strung  the  first  lines  that 
ever  carried  a  telephone  message,  both  the  tertnin- 
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als  Tor  a  time  being  in  the  house  where  the  inventor 
carried  on  his  experiments. 

On  arriving  at  their  destination  the  delegates 
were  welcomed  by  the  enlivening  strains  of  the 
splendid  brass  band  of  the  reserve. 

CHIEF  DAVID  JOHN'S  ADDRESS. 

A  special  meeting  was  convened  in  the  Council 

House     at    10.30     o'clock,  when  the  Indian  Council 

was    opened    in    due    form    by    Chiel    David  John, 

Speaker  of  the  Fire  Keepers    speaking  in  the  Onond 

aga  dialect  : 

"We  are  thankful  to  the  Great  Spirit  for  allow- 
ing such  a  large  number  of  the  chiefs  to  be  present 
in  good  health  to  conduct  the  affairs  of  the  Nation. 
We  are  pleased  to  welcome  our  distinguished  visi- 
tors, the  members  of  the  Ontario  Historical  Socie- 
ty, and  trust  that  their  visit  will  be  a  happy  one 
and  that  they  will  carry  away  with  them  pleasant 
recollections  of  the  Six  Nations. 

"In  the  second  place  we  thank  the  Great  Spirit 
that  there  is  no  sickness  of  an  alarming  nature  on 
the  Reserve,  that  nothing  of  a  disastrous  nature  has 
occurred  since  the  last  Council  meeting,  and  that 
the  affairs  of  the  Nation  are  prosperous. 

"And  in  conclusion  we  are  pleased  to  see  the 
Superintendent  with  us  in  his  usual  good  health. 
We  desire  the  chiefs  to  proceed  with  the  business  of 
the  Council  with  all  earnestness  and  bring  it  to  a* 
successful  and  speedy  conclusion." 

Chief  John  then  laid  the  wampum  belt  consist- 
ing of  six  strings  of  wampum,  upon -the  table  and 
the  Council  was:then  open  and  ready  for  business. 


ADDRESS  READ  BY  CHIEF  JOHN  W.  M. 
ELLIOTT  (Deyenhehken,  Double  Life). 

Chief  J.  W.  M.  Elliott  read  an  address  of  wel- 
come to  the  officers  and  delegates  of  the  Ontario 
Historical  Society,  which  was  replied  to  by  Presi- 
dent Williams. 
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The  Chief  addressed  the  Society  as  follows  : — 
Mr.  Chairman,  L/adies  and  Gentlemen  : — 

In  behalf  of  the  Six  Nations'  Council  and  of  the 
Six  Nations,  we,  the  undersigned  committee  having 
been  duty  appointed  at  a  meeting  of  the  Six  Na- 
tions' Council,  beg  to  tender  to  you  delegates  of  the 
Ontario  Historical  Society,  our  heartiest  welcome 
and  extend  to  you  the  right  hand  of  friendship  to 
our  reserve. 

We  feel  that  we  can  place  you  in  the  category  of 
true  friends,  and  we  are  pleased  to  welcome^  you 
and  trust  that  your  visit  amongst  us  to-day  may 
prove  of  great  interest  and  pleasure  to  you  as  well 
as  profitable  to  us  all.  It  is  almost  needless  for  us 
to  point  out  to  the  well-informed  members  of  the 
Ontario  Historical  Society  the  status  of  the  Six 
Nation  Indians.  Yet  in  this  modern  epoch,  it  may 
be  pardonable  on  our  part  to  readvert  to  some  of 
the  achievements  of  the  Six  Nations  in  the  past  his- 
tory of  the  North  American  continent.  In  the  first 
place  it  may  be  a  matter  of  interest  to  point  out 
the  fact  that  the  Six  Nations  had  a  systematic  gov- 
ernment oi  its  own  long  before  the  white  man  ever 
came  upon  the  North  American  continent.  The  Six 
Nations  Confederacy  was  formed  one  hundred  years 
before  Columbus  discovered  America,  which  would 
place  the  date  of  the  formation  of  this  great  con- 
federacy about  the  year  1392.  The  confederacy  was 
formed  ior  the  purpose  of  mutual  protection  of  all 
those  who  took  advantage  of  the  league,  and  was 
composed  at  the  time  of  its  inauguration  of  the 
following  Nations  :  Mohawks,  Senecas,  Onondagas, 
Cayugas  and  Oneidas,  and  latterly  the  Tuscaroras 
joined  the  league,  and  other  Nations  followed.  The 
Six  Nations  by  means  of  this  league  became  the 
most  powerfulVation  and  subdued  nation  after  na- 
tion, and  the  name  Six  Nations  became  a  synonym 
of  dread  amongst  all  other* Indian  nations  of  this 
continent.  They  conquered  the  great  Neutral  Na- 
tion and  confiscated  from  these  people  this  part  of 
Canada  in  which  our  reserve  is  now  situated.  They 
absorbed  the  remnants  of  all  the  nations  whom  thcv 
conquered  and  built  up  an  Indian  empire  which,  but 
for  the  advent  of  the  white  man,  would  to-dav  have 
been  great  and  mighty.  They  held  dominion  over  a 
great  territory  embodying  the  states  bordering  on 
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the  St.  Lawrence  River,  as  well  as  those  territories 
adjacent  to  the  Niagara  River  and  the  Great  Lakes, 
Ontario,  Erie,  and  Huron,  from  the  outer  confineis 
of  what  is  now  New  York  and  other  adjacent  states 
to  Detroit,  and  beyond  as  historians  state  to  the 
Mississippi. 

The  Six  Nations  fought  valiantly  for  the  British 
Crown  and  the  supremacy  of  British  institutions 
against  the  French  in  the  early  history  of  this  coun- 
try at  a  time  when  Great  Britain  was  wreak  and 
striving  with  a  powerful  European  nation  for  a 
foothold  in  North  America.  They  proved  them- 
selves loyal  to  their  compact  with  the  Imperial  au- 
thorities and  in  the  Revolutionary  war  with  what 
is  now  the  United  States,  in  1775-6,,  the  Six  Na- 
tions again  took  sides  with  Britain,  and  again  in 
1812-14,  they  went  forward  in  the  firing  line  at 
Oueenston  Heights,  Lundy's  Lane  and  Niagara  and 
in  all  the  principal  engagements  fought  at  that 
time.  The  Six  Nations  lost  their  territories  in  the 
United  States  as  a  result  of  their  having  taken  sides 
with  the  British  in  1775-6  and  in  compensation  for 
the  losses  which  they  sustained  were  granted  this 
reserve  upon  the  Grand  River  by  General  Haldi- 
mand,  with  the  expressed  will  and  pleasure  of  King 
George  HI.  The  Six  Nations  have  ever  been  proud 
of  their  connection  with  Great  Britain  in  the  past 
as  it  has  kept  faith  with  them  and  honored  its 
pledges  made  to  them  ;  but  it  is  only  ,99  years  ago 
since  our  forefathers  were  shedding  their  life's  blood 
in  defence  of  Canada  and  the  people  of  Canada,  and 
to-day  in  1911,  this  same  people  find  that  their 
treaty  rights  granted  to  them  together  with  this 
reserve,  by  the  Imperial  Government  and  the  King 
of  Great  Britain,  are  being  infringed  upon  and  set 
aside  by  the  Canadian  Parliament  in  the  drastic 
and  unconstitutional  amendments  of  the  Indian  Act. 
By  our  treaty  rights  as  expressed  it  our  deeds  to 
this  reserve,  we  were  to  enjoy  these  lands  in  the 
most  free  and  ample  manner  in  accordance  with  our 
several  customs  and  usages,  and  we  were  to  be  free 
and  immune  from  all  fines  and  enfeamne<nts  (?)  by 
the  Crown.  In  these  documents  we  are  described  as 
allies  to  the  British  Crown.  Britain  kept  faith  with 
us  and  honored  its  pledges  to  us,  but  the  Canadian 
Government  has  gradually  by  intrusion  robbed  us 
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of  our  conceded  rights  until  to-day  (it  has  bv  its  en- 
actments reduced  us  to  the  state  of  minors.  It  has 
enacted  laws  which  are  remarkable  for  inconsist- 
ency. In  one  part  of  the  code  an  Indian  is  held  to 
be  a  man  (in  marriage)  and  in  another  part  he  is 
held;  as  a  minor  (in  the  liquor  clauses).  It  has  en- 
acted discriminating  laws  against  us  who  are 
known  as  allies  in  our  treaty  with  the  Imperial 
Government.  In  the  Indian  Act  we  are  cited  to- 
gether with  the  other  Indians  of  Canada.  As  the 
Six  Nations  hold  an  unique  position  apart  and  dif- 
ferent from*  any  other  Indian  nation  in  Canada,  in 
that  they  fought  for  their  land  rights  and  priv- 
ileges, there  should  be  special  legislation  made  for 
them,  and  they  should,  as  allies  of  the  British 
Crown,  have  some  say  in  the  making  of  these  laws, 
in  the  same  manner  as  is  the  conceded  right  of  the 
ordinary  British  subject.  It  has  been  for  centuries 
the  proud  boast  of  Great  Britain  that  its,  word  once 
pledged  is  never  broken.  In  all  good  faith  and  con- 
fidence the  Six  Nations  entered  into  a  league  with 
Great  Britain  for  mutual  protection  in  war  in  the 
earliest  period  of  the  history  of  this  country,  and 
England  has  kept  faith  with  us  ;  but  we  are  sur- 
prised to-day  to  find  the  Canadian  Government  by 
intrusion  trampling  upon  our  rights  and  privileges 
to  such  an  extent  that  the  Indian  is  reduced  to  a 
condition  approaching  so  near  slavery  that  the  line 
of  demarcation  is  hard  to  define.  If  the  Six  Nation 
chiefs  and  warriors  were  men  enough  to  fight  for 
Canada  and  the  supremacy  of  the  British  Crown  up- 
on this  North  American  continent  against  the 
French  led  by  Champlain,  Montcalm  and  many  oth- 
er French  leaders  in  the  i;th  century,  and  again  in 
1775-6  and  1812-15,  and  the  British  recognized  them 
as  a  strong  and  valiant  type  of  manhood,  why 
should  the  legislators  of  this  country  now  place 
them  in  the  .category  of  minors  ? 

We  trust  in  conclusion  that  the  Ontario  Histor- 
ical Society  will  use  its  influence  in  advocating  our 
cause,  that  our  rights  and  privileges  are  not  in- 
fringed upon  and  that  we  get  full  \  measure  of  our 
rights  and  privileges  conceded  by  the  Imperial  au- 
thorities and  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  and  that 
the  pledged  word  and  honor  of  Great  Britain  to  us 
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will  be  observed  by  the  Parliament  of  Canada,  and 
that  it  will  cease  to  impeach  the  pledged  honor  of 
G  re/at  Britain  and  thereby  accord  us  our  rights, 
and  step  off  the  British  flag.  We  know  that  many 
of  you  are  descended  from  the  great,  itrue  and  loyal 
United  Empire  stock,  and  that  your  forefathers 
fought  side  by  side  with  ours  in  the  defence  of  this 
country,  and,  like  our  forefathers,  they  sacrificed 
their  homes  and  their  all  in  the  United  States  for 
our  King  and  country.  We,  their  descendants, 
therefore,  after  the  lapse  of  a  century,  meet  here  to- 
day in  friendly  confab,  and  discuss  the  achieve- 
ments and  traditions  of  our  forefathers  and  our 
country.  As  they  were  comrades  in  arms  in  the 
fighting  line,  let  us  to-day  fraternize  as  common 
brothers  in  peace  and  endeavor  to  accord  to  all  the 
freedom  which  the  British  constitution  grants  to 
all  under  the  British  flag. 

In  conclusion,  God  bless  the  Rose  of  England, 
the  Thistle  of  Scotland,  the  Shamrock  of  old  Ire- 
land, and  the  Maple  lycaf  of  Canada  forever. 

President  Williams  replied  briefly,  expressing 
the  appreciation  of  the  visitors  at  the  cordiality  of 
the  welcome  given  them  by  their  British  feljow- 
subjects,  the  members  of  the  Six  Nations.  It 
was  indeed  a  pleasure  to  visit  them  in  their  homes 
and  to  see  on  all  sides  the  evidence  of  prosperity 
and  progress  that  they  were  enjoying.  The  fine 
farms,  the  splendid  homes  and  buildings,  the 
churches  and  the  school,  which  would  be  a  credit  to 
any  town  or  village,  were,  to  the  members  of  the 
Ontario  Historical  Society,  indicative  of  the  ad- 
vance made  by  the  descendants  of  the  first  occu- 
pants of  the  land.  These  things  manifested  a  deter- 
mination to  keep  pace  with  modern  times  and  main- 
tain a  position  that  would  be  an  honor  and  credit 
to  the  members  of  the  Confederacy. 

The  reference  to  the  history  of  the  Six  Nations, 
their  achievements  in  the  past  and  especially  during 
the  troublous  times  alluded  to  by  Chief  Elliott, 
and  their  never-failing  loyalty  to  the  British  Crown 
and  British  institutions,  revealed  a  record  in  which 
they  might  well  have  great  pride  and  one  that 
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won  for  them  the  sincere  and  heart}  appreciation 
of  their  brother  Canadians  from  end  to  end  of  this 
fair  country. 

While  the  members  of  the  Ontario  Historical 
Society  learned  with  pleasure  of  their  past  history 
and  rejoiced  with  them  at  the  present  position,  they 
regretted  the  one  fly  in  the  ointment,  the  grievance 
so  forcibly  and  so  ably  presented  by  Chief  Elliott. 
This  was  probably  new  to  many  and  in  response  to 
the  appeal  made  'in  the  address  presented,  it  would 
be  placed  before  the  Council  of  the  Ontario  Histori- 
cal Society,  when  it  would  be  carefully  considered. 

In  conclusion  Mr.  Williams  thanked  Chief  El- 
liott and  the  members  of  the  Six  Nations  for  the 
address  and  assured  them  that  their  visit  to  the 
reserve  would  long  remain  a  historic  marking  point 
in  the  annals  of  the  Ontario  Historical  Society. 

Miss  Evelyn  H.  C.  Johnson  presented  the  por- 
trait of  her  grandfather,  Chief  John  Smoke  John- 
son, a  veteran  of  the  war  of  1812,  to  the  Council. 
Ex-Chief  Johnson  Williams,  clothed  in  Indian  cos- 
tume, unveiled  the  portrait. 

Hiram  Millar,  a  small  Indian  boy,  recited  an 
original  ode  on  Canada,  which  was^  much  appreciat- 
ed. 

Miss  Augusta  Gilkison,  on  behalf  of  the  local 
society,  read  an  address  to  the  chiefs,  after  which 
short  addresses  were  delivered  by  Miss  Janet  Car- 
nochan,  Niagara,  and  the  Rev.  J.  I/.  Strong. 

The  beautiful  address  to  His  Majesty  King 
George  V,  engrossed  on  a  specially  prepared  sheep- 
skin by  the  Six  Nations  Indians,  was  then  read  in 
Council. 

PRESIDENT  MADE  A  CHIEF. 

After  a  short  conference  of  the  chief s\  it  was  an- 
nounced that  as  a  mark  of  honor  to  the  Society, 
it  was  decided  to  make  President  Williams  a  hon- 
orary chief  of  the  Six  Nations,  and  he  was  invited 
to  make  his  choice  as  to  which  tribe  he  wished  to 
be  adopted  into.  Mr.  Williams  promptly  replied 
that  he  would  chov^se  the  tribe  of  the  Onondaga, 
having  the  wolf  as  its  totem.  The  interesting  cere- 
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niony  of  making  a  chief  then  took  place  according 
to  ancient  custom,  Chief  Williams  being  given  the 
name  of  "Shagoeiwatha,"  which  being  interpreted 
signifies  "one  who  keeps  awake."  Through  the 
courtesy  of  the  Indian  Superintendent,  Major  Gor- 
don Smith,  I  am  able  to  place  before  the  members 
of  the  Ontario  Historical  Society,  an  explanation 
of  the  ancient  ceremonies  followed  bx  this  interest- 
ing people  : 

"The  Mohawks  and  Senecas  sit  on  the  left  of 
the  Speaker,  the  Onondagas  or  Fire-Keepers  in 
front,  and  the  Cayugas,  Oneidas  and  Tuscarorasj  on 
the  right.  Each  one  of  these  three  groups  has  a 
Speaker  of  its  own.  When  a  question  is  laid  before 
the  Council  the  Mohawk  and  Seneca  side  has  the 
right  to  first  express  an  opinion,  then  the  opposite 
side  takes  it  up,  when  the  discussion  becomes  gen- 
eral, except  gs  regards  the  Fire-Keepers  who  have 
no  rights  of  debate.  Any  chief  may  speak  as  often 
and  as  long  as  he  likes.  When  the  debate  is  over 
the  chiefs  representing  each  nation  discuss  the  ques- 
tion in  a  subdued  tone  of  voice  amongst  them- 
selves, and  when  the  Mohawks  and  Senecas  have- 
come  to  a  decision  their  Speaker  rises  and  an- 
nounces it  to  the  Council.  The  chiefs  on  the  op- 
posite side,  through  their  Speaker,  then  announce 
their  decision,  and  if  it  agrees  with  the  other  side, 
the  Speaker  of  the  Fire-Keepers  must  confirm.!  it. 
But  if  the  two  sides  difter  the  Fire-Keepers  may  de- 
cide either  way  or  refer  it  back  to  the  Council  for 
further  consideration.  The  Fire-Keepers  are  really 
umpires.  They  cannot  originate  or  debate  a  ques- 
tion, and  can  only  decide  when  there  is  a  division. 
The  Council  is  always  opened  by  an  address  from 
the  Speaker  of  the  Fire-Keepers." 

THE  LUNCHEON. 

The  meeting  then  adjourned  to  permit  the  offi- 
cers and  delegates  to  partake  of  a  bountiful  lunch- 
ens  which  had  been  prepared,  by  the  courtesy  of  the 
chiefs,  for  our  entertainment.  During  the  luncheon 
a  fine  orchestra,  composed  of  .amateur  Indian  play- 
ers, rendered  a  number  of  patriotic  selections  in 
pleasing  style. 
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AFTERNOON  MEETING. 

On  resuming  business  in  the  Council  House  at 
2  p.m.,  Chief  Williams  stated  that  he  would  take 
advantage  of  the  time  at  his  disposal  by  endeavor- 
ing to  get  through  with  as  much  business  as  pos- 
sible, and  called  upon  Major  Gordon  vSmith,  B.A., 
Superintendent  Six  Nations  Reserve,  to  read  his 
paper,  entitled  "Josefph  Brant's  Status  as  a  Chief." 
Owing  to  the  educative  and  historic  value  of  Major 
Smith's  contribution,  it  was  moved  by  Mr.  Fraser, 
seconded  by  Miss  Janet  Carnochan,  that  it  be  sent 
to  the  Editorial  Committee  to  be  included  in  the 
next  volume  of  Papers  and  Records  of  the  Society. 
Carried. 

Mr.  John  Dearness,  M.A.,  London  and  Middle- 
sex Historical  Society  ;  Mr.  Francis  Clearyv  Essex 
Historical  Society,  and  Mr.  Clarance  M.(  Warner, 
Lennox  and. Addington  Historical  Society,  present- 
ed interesting  verbal  reports  of  the  work  done  by 
their  respective  societies. 

In  moving  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  ,  chiefs  for 
their  hospitality  and  courtesy  to  the  Ontario  His- 
torical Society,  Mr.  John  Dearness,  M.A.,  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions,  said  that  no 
formal  vote  of  thanks  could  adequately  express  the 
visitors'  appreciation  of  the  favours  and  hospital- 
ity of  which  they  had  that  day  been  the  recipients 
at  the  hands  of  the  Six  Nation  Indians.  The  On- 
tario Historical  Society1  recognized  that  the  Indians 
in  making  the  President  of  their  Society  an  honour- 
ary  chief  of  the  Six  Nations  had  conferred  upon 
him  the  highest  honour  in  their  gift  and  that  in 
thus  honouring,  him  they  had  also  honoured  the 
Society.  He  congratulated  them  upon  their  hand- 
some and  well  appointed  Council  House  and  its 
well  kept  surroundings  and  also  upon  their  Intelli- 
gent interest  in  education  and  agriculture,  as  testi- 
fied in  their  hearing  by  the  resident  missionary, 
Rev.  J.  L.  Strong.  He  told  of  the  Indian  from  a 
Reserve  in  Middlesex  who  set  out  to  find  a  wife 
who  would  bring  new  ideas  to  his  home  commun- 
ity. He  found  his  ideal  among  the  Grand  River 
Tuscaroras.  She  justified  his  choice  by  winning-  the 
largest  number  of  first  prizes  at  the  next  fall  fair. 
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Mr.  Dearuess  concluded  by  moving  a  very  cordial 
vote  of  thanks  to  the  chiefs,  brave's  and  people  of 
the  Six  Nation  Indians. 

Mr.  A.  F.  Hunter,  of  Barrie,  in  seconding  the 
vote  of  thanks,  reviewed  what  the  white  man  owes 
to  the  Aborigines.  Alter  witnessing  the  Council 
meeting,  conducted  according  to  the  ancient  prac- 
tices of  the  Iroquois,  we  could  hardly  claim  to  be 
the  originators  of  democratic  and  representative 
government.  Corn,  as  well  as  several  of  our  choic- 
est fruits,  are  the  gifts  of  the  Indian  to  our  Euro- 
pean ancestors.  We  owe  much  to  the  Indians  in  the 
past  and  those  present  owe  much  to  the  Indians 
here  to-day.  He  had  great  pleasure  in  seconding 
and  supporting  the  Vote  of  thanks. 

The  senior  chief  gave  the  "war  cry"  and  the 
meeting  was  closed  by  heartily  singing  the  Nation- 
al Anthem. 

After  bidding  farewell  to  the  chiefs  andi  people, 
the  delegates  were  conveyed  back  to  their  hotel  in 
Brantford,  feeling  that ,  they  had  enjoyed  a  very 
pleasant  and  profitable  visit  to  the  Reserve. 

EVENING  MEETING,  8  O'CLOCK. 

Promptly  at  eight  o'clock  President  Williams) 
called  the  meeting  to  order.  He  expressed  his  ap- 
preciation of  the  interest  manifested  by  the  citizens 
of  Brantford  in  attending  the  meetings  of  the  Soci- 
ety in  such  large  numbers  and  trusted  that  the 
local  branch  would  profit  by  having  a  largely  in- 
creased membership  to  report  at  the  next  annual 
meeting. 

Mr.  W.  S.  Brewster,  K.C.,  M.P.P.,  was  then 
called  upon  to  act  as  chairman  for  the  evening. 

Mr.  Brewster  expressed  his  pleasure  at  being 
present  at  the  meeting,  and  on  behalf  of  the  citi- 
zens of  Brantford  extended  to  those  present  a  cor- 
dial welcome  to  the  city.  Mr.  Bre*wster  stated  that 
it  was  peculiarly  appropriate  that  the  meeting 
should  be  held  in  Brantford  which  was  within  a  few 
miles  of  the  Six  Nation  Indian  Reservation  where 
so  many  valuable  historical  relics  were  to  be 
found.  Brantford  was  itself  built  on  historic 
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ground,  the  land  on  which  it  stands  having  been 
granted  to  these  same  Indians  as  a  reward  for  tlieir 
loyalty  to  the  British  Crown.  Many  interesting  ob- 
jects were  to  be  found  in  and  around  Brantford, 
among  others  being  the  monument  erected  to  Chief 
Joseph  Brant,  the  Mohawk  church— one  of  the  old- 
est churches  in  Canada — in  the  graveyard  of  which 
the  Chief  was  buried,  the  residence  of  Dr.  Graham 
Bell  where  the  telephone  was  invented  and  the  first 
long  distance  conversation  was  held.  Mr.  Brcwster 
spoke  of  the  importance  of  the  work  being  done  by 
the  Society  and  the  value  of  preservingV  in  a  new 
country  like  Canada  the  points  of  historic  interest. 
He  congratulated  the  officers  upon  the  zeal  which 
they  had  displayed  in  the  work.  Mr.  Brewster  pro- 
mised to  do  everything  he  could  to  promote  the  in- 
terests of  the  Society. 

The  business  of  the  session  was  resumed  by 
calling  upon  Mr.  J.  H.  Smith,  Inspector  of  Public 
Schools,  Hamilton,  to  read  his  paper,  entitled 
"Michael  Showers,  Loyalist,  Ranger,  ,Etc."  The 
Secretary  was  instructed  to  submit  Inspector 
Smith's  splendid  paper  to  the  Editorial  Comm/ittee.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  RESOLUTIONS. 

Mr.  John  Dearness,  Chairman  Committee  on 
Resolutions,  presented  the  report  of  the  committee, 
as  follows  : — 

The  Committee  has  the  honour  to  report  on  the, 
several  matters  referred  to  it  as  follows  : — 

(1)  That  the  report  of  the  Flag  and  Commem- 
oration Committee  be  adopted  and  that  the   Socie- 
ty   views    with  satisfaction  the  spirited    and    wide- 
spread observance  of  Empire  Day  throughout    the 
Mother  Country  and  Dominions  and  Dependencies  of 
the  Empire.    As  the  question  of  the  origination    of 
Empire     Day    may  become  one  of  historic   interest 
your  committee  recommends  that  a  special  commit- 
tee be  appointed  by  the  Council  to  investigate  and 
report  upon  the  circumstances  of  its  origin. 

(2)  The  Society  desires  to  place  on    record  its 
full  sympathy  with  the  memorial  from  Thames  ville 
so  ably  presented  by  Mrs.     Coutts,     regarding    the 
erection  of  a  monument  to  the  Shawnee  ChieJ,    Te- 
cumseh.    It  is  evidence  of  a  strong  desire  to  do  jus- 
tice to  the  memory  of  that  gallant  ally  of  the  Bri- 
tish who  gave  his  life  in  the  defence  of  this    coun- 
try.   The  Society  will  earnestly  co-operate  in  every 
way  it  can  to  promote  the  erection     of    a    worthy 
monument  to  the  hero's  memory  at  some  suitablq 
spot  in  the  valley  of  the  Thames. 
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(3)  In  the  matter  of  the  delay  in  the  restoration 
of  Old  Fort  York,  at  Toronto,  brought  to  the    no- 
tice of  the  Society  by  delegates  from  Toronto,    the 
Society  places    on    record     its    disappointment    at 
such  delay  and  recommends  that  a  special  commit- 
tee,   to  be  named  at  this  meeting,  be  appointed  to 
make  inquiry  concerning  the  matter  and  report    to 
the    Council,     and  further  that  the  Council    be    re- 
quested to  take  such  action  as  it  may  deem  neces- 
vSary  in  this  matter  to  the  speedy  carrying  out    of 
the  agreement  with  the  City  of  Toronto. 

(4)  That  the  Council  be  instructed  to  prepare, 
for  submission  at  the    next     annual     meeting,      an 
amendment  to  the  Constitution  providing  a  Fellow- 
ship of  the  Society  to  be  conferred  in  recognition  of 
distinguished  services, to  the  Society. 

(5)  That  this  year  the  Society  set  apart  a  sum 
not  exceeding  $200  to  be  offered    in    three  prizes  to 
be  open  to  the  teachers  of  history  in  all  the  schools 
of  this  Province  that  are  subject  to  the  administra- 
tion of  the  Education  Department,  these  prizes    to 
be  awarded  for  essays  of  original  research  relating 
to  the  history  of  the  Province  of  Ontario  upon    the 
terms  and  conditions  to  be  determined  and  duly  an- 
nounced by  the  Council  of    the     Ontario    Historical 
Society. 

(6)  That  a  report  of  the  visit    to    the    Indian 
Reserve  be  prepared  for  publication   in  the    annual 
report,  the  same  to  include   the    papers,     addresses, 
and  an  account  of  the  ceremonials  presented  at  the 
Council  Room  of  the  Six  Nations  at  Oshweken. 

(7)  That  the  Council  be  requested  to  consider 
the  advisability  of  holding  a  meeting  of  the  Society 
in  Toronto  at  a   convenient  time    next    winter     or 
spring,  and  should  it  be  deemed  desirable  the  Coun- 
cil is  hereby  empowered  to  convene    such    meeting 
which  shall  be  in  addition    to    the    regular    annual 
meeting. 

(8)  That  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  His- 
torical Monuments  and  Memorials,  which  is  a  very 
important  and  interesting  paper,  be  printed  in    full 
in  the  proceedings  of  the  Society  and  that  it  be  re- 
ferred fo  the  Council  to  give  effect  to  points  therein 
calling  for  special  attention. 
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(9)  That  the  letter  of  Sir  Edmund  Walker,    re- 
specting the  devotion  of  a  part  of  the  Grange  as    a 
4 'home'1  for  the  Ontario  Historical  Society,  be    re- 
ferred to  the  Council  for  action. 

(10)  That  the  thanks  of  the  Society  be  tender- 
ed to  Major  Gordon  F.  Smith,  President,  Miss  Gil- 
kison,  and  to  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the    His- 
torical Society  of  the  County  of  Brant  for  the  ad- 
mirable arrangements  made  for    holding     this     an- 
nual meeting    and    for     the  interesting  programme 
they  prepared  for  us  ;  to  the   hosts     and    hostesses 
who    so    kindly    and    comfortably  entertained  dele- 
gates to  our  meeting  ;  to  the  citizens  who  supplied 
motor  cars  for  the  drive  out  to  the  Indian  Reserve 
by  which  the  delegates  were  enabled    to    view    the) 
beautiful  rural  scenery  for     a     distance    of    ten    or 
twelve  miles  along  the  banks  of  the  Grand  River  ; 
and  to  His  Worship  Mayor  RatsaU    and    the    City 
Council  for  their  address  of  welcome,  and  the  mes- 
sage of  good-will   and  encouragement  conveyed    to 
us  by  them  ;     to  Mr.  W.  S.  Brewster,    M.P.P.,    for 
his  interest  in  our  sessions  and  for  presiding    over 
the  public  meeting  on  Thursday  evening  and  his  en- 
couraging words  on  that  occasion. 

(n)  That  the  thanks  of  the  Ontario  Historical 
Society  be  conveyed  to  the  County  Council  of  Brant' 
for  the  use  of  this  comimodious  Court  Room  for  the 
day  and  evening  sessions  of  the  meeting. 

(12)  That  the  thanks  of  the  Ontario  Historical 
Society  are  due  to  the  newspapers  of  the  City  o[ 
Brantford  for  their  comprehensive  and  satisfactory 
reports  of  the  proceedings  of  the  convention,  and 
their  appreciative  consideration  of  the  "alms  and 
important  work  of  the  Society. 

The  adopting  of  the  Resolutions  was  moved  by 
Mr.  Dearness  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Alexander  Fras- 
er. — Carried. 


REPORT  OF  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE.

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INTERIM    REPORT   FOR    1910,    TO    THE 
ROYAL  SOCIETY  OF  CANADA 


In  the  dislocation  which  folio  wejj  the  adjourn- 
ment of  meetings  in  consequence  of  the  lamented 
death  o|  our  late  Sovereign,  Edward  VII,  the  pub- 
lishing of  reports  has  somewhat  been  interfered 
with. 

At  your  adjourned  meeting  in  September,  1910, 
we  had  the  honour  of  presenting  to  you  the  report 
of  the  Ontario  Historical  Society  for  1909,  .giving 
an  account  of  the  work  of  itself  and  of  its  affiliated 
societies.  It  was  intended  that  the  report  for  1910 
would  be  presented  to  you  at  this  present  meeting, 
but  owing  to  unexpected  delays  in  its  printing  and 
issue  this  unfortunately  is  not  possible.  The  Secre- 
tary, therefore,  desires  to  make  an  interim  resume 
and  submission  to  you  of  that  year  of  the  Presi- 
dency of  Mr.  Barlow  Cumberland.  The  full  printed 
report  will  later  be  handed  to  your  Secretary,  and 
also  to  such  members  as  may  express  a  wish  to  re- 
ceive it. 

The  year  had  concluded  with  an  improvement  in 
membership  and  the  carrying  forward  of  a  substan- 
tial amount  at  credit  for  further  work.  The  refports 
from  the  affiliated  societies  showed  much  activity. 
Among  them  may  be  particularly  mentioned  the  Ni- 
agara Historical  Society  under  the  energetic  influ- 
ence of  Miss  Carnochan.  Two  pamphlets  had  been 
issued  in  the  year,  being  Nos.  19  and  20  of  their 
hivStorical  series.  Accessions  had  been  received  in 
their  excellent  museum  building,  particularly  of, 
relics  of  Sir  Isaac  Brock.  The  Women's  Canadian 
Historical  Society  of  Ottawa,  Mrs.  Thomas 
Ahearn,  President,  and  Mesdames  T.  B.  Simpson 
and  Braddish  Billings,  Secretaries,  was  actively  at 
work  with  15  meetings,  and  a  series  of  most  inter- 
esting papers.  The  full  details  will  appear  in  the 
printed  report.  The  two  Historical  Societies  of  the. 
County  of  Elgin  and  St.  Thomas,  under  the  guard- 
ianship of  James  H.  Coyne,  F.R.S.C.,  kept  up  their 
admirable  standard  in  meetings  and  papers,  and  in 
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addition  made  one  historical  pilgrimage  to  the 
battlefields  of  I/undy's  Ivane  and  Qiteenston  Heights 
when  the  movements  of  the  forces  were  studied  on 
the  spot.  The  Essex  Society,  among  other  good 
works,  erected  a  memorial  tablet  in  the,  old  bar- 
racks at  Sandwich  to  record  the  events  of  the  de- 
fence of  the  frontier  in  1814. 

The  Ontario  Historical  Society,  the  parent  and 
official  centre  of  the  Historical  Societies  in  the  var- 
ious outlying  parts  of  the  Province,  kept  well  in 
touch  and  encouragement  with  the  endeavors  in 
each. 

The  annual  meeting  was  held  in  Brockville  on 
July  I3th,  I4th  and  I5th.  Representatives  were 
present  from  the  large  majority  of  the  affiliated 
societies,  extending  from  Windsor  to  Ottawa.  A 
most  hearty  welcome  and  excellent  facilities  for 
holding  meetings  in  the  oflicial  buildings  were  re- 
ceived from  the  Mayor  and  Council  of  the  town. 
The  meetings  were  largely  attended  by  the  citi- 
zens. Excellent  papers  on  local  history  were  read 
by  His  Honour  Judge  McDonald,  Ivieut.-Col.  W.  S. 
Buell,  Brockville  ;  J.  S.  Carstairs,  B.A.,  Toronto, 
and  others. 

At  the  evening  public  meeting  a  paper  of  some 
moment  on  "Canada's  Heirlooms  of  Empire"  was 
given  by  Mr.  Cumberland,  the  President.  Tracing 
the  acquisition  of  the  Northern  Territories  in  Amer- 
ica and  of  Canada  by  the  British  peoples,  it  follow- 
ed the  development  of  their  resources  and  methods 
of  government.  These  heirlooms  were  in  succession 
transferred  to  the  several  Provinces  therein  created, 
and  afterwards  on  the  creation  of  the  Dominion, 
the  magnificent  realm  of  Rupert's  Land  was  grant- 
ed by  the  Empire  as  a  free  gift  to  the  care  of  all 
Canada.  Questions  were  raised  as  to  whether  Cana- 
dians were  dealing  with  them  in  a  manner  mindful 
of  their  Imperial  origin,  and  in  conservation  of  the 
heirloom  in  them  of  British  descendants  and  Qf  Bri- 
tish citizenship  in  consonance  with  the  terms  of 
their  gift. 

They  were  heirlooms  to  be  dealt  with  as  a  con- 
tinued British  trust,  and  not  solely  for  unmeasured 
present  exploitation.  The  paper  will  be  printed  in 
the  forthcoming  report. 
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The  progress  of  the  Ontario  Society  is  being 
well  maintained,  and  arrangements  in  course  for 
the  revival  of  the  historic  memories  of  the  stirring 
events  of  the  struggle  in  1812-14  f°r  the  preserva- 
tion of  Canada  as  a  member  and  portion  of  the  Bri- 
tish Empire.  These  the  Society  trusts  will  receive 
th&  attention  and  co-operation  of  the  societies  asso- 
ciated with  the  Royal  Society,  and  particularly  of 
the  Historic  Landmarks  Association  which  has  been 
formed  under  its  organization.

HENRY  SCABBING,  B.D. 
By  Alexander  Fraser,  F.S.A.,  Scot.,  Toronto. 

For  many  years  the  highly  esteemed  Nestor  of 
the  local  historians  of  Ontario,  and  a  learned  arch- 
aeologist, the  late  Br.  Henry  Scadding  well  merits 
the  commemorative  page  reserved  for  him  in  this 
volume  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Ontario  Historical 
Society.  Born  on  the  29th  of  July,  1813,  at  Bunkes- 
well,  ^Devonshire,  England,  he  came  to  Canada  when 
eight  years  of  age.  He  entered  Upper  Canada  Col- 
lege in  the  year  in  which  it  was  founded,  1830,  and 
in  that  year  was  "head-boy."  In  1833  he  was  ap- 
pointed a  King's  Scholar,  on  which  foundation  he 
pursued  his  art  studies  at  St.  John's  College,  Cam- 
bridge, taking  his  Bachelor's  degree  in  1837.  Re- 
turning to  Canada  in  the  year  following  he  became 
a  teacher  in  Upper  Canada  College,  and  incumbent 
of  Holy  Trinity  Church  which  he  had  organized. 
The  duties  of  both  positions  were  onerous  and 
laborious  and  under  the  double  burden  his  health 
broke  down,  necessitating  retirement  from  regular 
active  work.  In  1840  he  had  obtained  the  degree  of 
M.A.  from  his  Alma  Mater,  and  in  1852,  that  of 
B.B.  He  was  admitted  B.B.  at  Oxford  in  1867 
(comitatus  causa).  A  man  of  distinguished  attain- 
ments and  of  elegant  literary  tastes  he  was  imbued 
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with  the  spirit  of  inquiry,  an  untiring  student  and 
a  voluminous  writer.  As  editor  of  the  Journal  of 
the  Canadian  Institute,  he  contributed  to  its  pages 
learned  papers  on  Canadian  and  aboriginal  archae- 
ology, numismatics,  pioneer  history,  papers  on 
early  Toronto,  and  an  annotated  edition  of  D.  W. 
Smith's  "First  Gazetteer  of  the  Province  of  Upper 
Canada."  With  J.  C.  Dent  and  G.  M.  Adam  he  col- 
laborated on  their  historical  works  on  Toronto 
(1884  and  1891).  In  1868  he  published  a  Memoir 
on  the  First  Bishop  of  Toronto,,  in  1887  "A 
Memoir  of  King's  College,  Toronto,"  and  "Early 
Pioneer  Life  in  Canada,"  in  1897  "Some  Lapsed 
Names  in  Canadian  Local  Nomenclature"  and  "Sen- 
eca's Prophecy  and  its  Fulfilment  .  a  Memorial  of 
A.D.  1897,  the  4ooth  Anniversary  of  the  Sighting 
of  the  North-East  Coast  of  North  American  by 
John  and  Sebastian  Cabot,  sailing  under  a  Com- 
sion  from  Henry  VII,  King  of  England."  "Shake- 
speare, the  Seer,  the  Interpreter,"  appeared  in 
1864,  and  "Truth's  Resurrections"  in  1865.  The 
book  by 'which  he  is  now  best  known  and  in  all 
probability  will  be  longest  remembered,  is  his 
"Toronto  of  Old,"  published  in  187^,  a  model  of 
local  history,  in  which  he  gracefully  sketches  the 
early  settlement  and  social  life  of  the  Capital  of 
Ontario.  He  was  President  of  the  Canadian  Insti- 
tute from  1870  to  1876.  He  was  one  of  the  founders 
of  the  York  Pioneers  and  first  President  of  that  so- 
ciety. He  was  also  Honourary  President  of  the 
Pioneer  and  Historical  Society,  the  immediate  fore- 
runner of  the  Ontario  Historical  Society.  To  these 
and  to  kindred  societies  as  weill  as  to  the  jour- 
nals and  periodicals  of  the  jday  he  furnished  essays 
of  historical  value,  and  in  recognition  of  his  patrio- 
tic and  literary  services  he  was,  in  1885,  awarded 
the  Confederation  medal  by  the  Governor-General 
of  Canada  in  Council.  He  was  married  to  Harriet 
Eugenia,  eldest  daughter  of  John  S.  Baldwin,  Tor- 
onto.

PRESIDENT'S  ADDRESS. 

The  year  just  passed  has  brought  our  member- 
ship up  to  nine  hundred  and  twenty-seven.  Our 
members  are  renowned  for  their  patriotism,  and  are 
true  pioneers  in  every  sense  of  the  word.  Our  asso- 
ciation with  Canada's  historical  life  and  develop- 
ment of  its  great  resources  testify  to  the  industry 
of  this  great  nation,  and,  with  the  best  of  constitu- 
tional government,  a  free  press  and  security  to  life 
and  property,  we  have  inherited  a  national  life  of 
which  we  are  justly  proud. 

Our  monthly  meetings  are  particularly  well  at- 
tended, and  the  members  manifest  a  keen  interest 
in  the  reminiscences  of  the  different  periods  of  early 
pioneer  days. 
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The  popularity  of  our  Exhibition  meeting  and 
the  attendance  at  our  annual  dinner  and  other 
social  reunions  are  pleasing  evidence  of  the  appreci- 
ation of  our  members  and  friends. 

I  desire  to  express  appreciation  of  the  Board  of 
Management  and  the  other  oilicers,  especially  the 
good  work  done  by  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

We  all  look  forward  to  some  day  owning  a 
meeting  hall  of  our  own,  with  a  museum  in  which 
to  preserve  the  valuable  relics  which  it  is  the  socie- 
ty's privilege  to  possess. 

SECRETARY'S  REPORT. 

In  presenting  this,  my  first  annual  report,  I 
would  call  your  attention  to  the  world-wide  pros- 
perity which  every  country  upon  the  face  of  the 
globe  is  to-day  enjoying. 

We  in  Canada,  and  particularly  in  the  Count}' 
of  York  and  in  the  City  of  Toronto,  have  ervery  rea- 
son to  congratulate  ourselves  upon  the  continued 
good  times  which  we  have  enjoyed  during  the  year 
just  passed. 

The  York  Pioneer  and  Historical  Society  has 
also  good  cause  to  be  perfectly  satisfied  with  the 
progress  which  it  has  made  since  our  last  annual 
meeting. 

We  started  the  year  with  a  membership  of  864, 
and  during  the  year  have  added  160  new  members, 
making  a  total  of  1024,  and  we  have  lost  by  death 
24,  withdrawals  6,  and  cancelled  by  committee  67, 
leaving  a  net  total  of  927.  This  is  indeed  very  satis- 
factory and  gratifying  to  the  officers  and  Board  of 
Management,  and  I  trust  also  to  the  members. 

Our  list  of  Ivife  members  rose  from  28  to  60, 
and  we  lost  by  death  2,  leaving  us  with  58,  a  net 
gain  of  30. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  see  that  so  many  of  our 
members  are  availing  themselves  of  this  privilege. 

Owing  to  an  oversight  of  our  late  Secretary, 
the  obituary  notice  and  picture  of  the  late  Dr.  Ed- 
ward Playter  did  not  appear  in  our  last  report,  so 
it  is  inserted  in  this  year's  book. 
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During  the  year  the  Angel  of  Death  visited  this 
society  eveiry  month  in  the  year. 

The  echoes  of  our  annual  meeting  last  year  had 
scarcely  died  away  when,  upon  the  3rd  of  March,  we 
were  informed  of  the  death  of  Matthew  Sheard. 

Four  days  later  news  reached  us  that  Malcolm 
Gibbs  had  passed  away. 

Then,  on  the  9th  inst.,  Samuel  Wickson  was 
called  very  suddenly. 

And  on  March  29th,  John  Akers,  K.C.,  a  well- 
known  lawyer  and  a  very  valuable  member  of  our 
society,  was  called,  after  having  been  ill  for  some 
months. 

On  April  6th,  Daniel  M.  Defoe,  a  widely  known 
and  highly  respected  citizen  of  Toronto,  received 
the  summons  and  passed  hence. 

And,  on  the  22nd  of  the  same  month  J.  P.  pav- 
ing, who  had  long  passed  the  allotted  time,  passed 
away  in  his  99th  year. 

Then,  on  the  last  day  of  May,  Win,  K.  Stuart, 
ex-Deputy  Chief  of  Police  of  Toronto,  was  called, 
after  many  weeks  of  sickness. 

And  four  days  later  William  P.  Hartney,  a  very 
highly  esteemed  member,  passed  to  his  eternal 
abode. 

On  the  1 9th  of  June,  James  Ivane  was  called 
from  us.  He  had  only  been  amongst  us  for  a  very 
short  time. 

In  July,  W.  E.  Fox  was  called  from  all  earthly 
suffering,  and  entered  into  his  eternal  home. 

And  on  the  24th  of  the  same  month  our  highly 
respected  and  greatly  esteemed  Honorary  President, 
William  Rennie,  was  called  to  his  eternal  abode. 
No  words  of  mine  can  do  justice  to  the  high  esteem 
in  which  he  was  held  by  every  member  of  the  York 
Pioneer  and  Historical  Society.  He  became  a  mewir- 
ber  in  1879,  was  elected  President  in  1903,  and  filled 
that  office  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  every  mem- 
ber for  six  vears,  when  he  asked  to  be  relieved 
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from  the  cares  of  office,   and  he  was     then    elected 

Honorary  President.       He    was,  at  the  time  of  his 

passing  away,  one  of  the  oldest  members    on    our 
books. 

Karly  in  August,  Dr.  Andrew  Smith,  V.S.,  a 
gentleman  who  had  rilled  many  important  positions 
in  Toronto,  heard  the  call  and  entered  to  his  eter- 
nal rest. 

In  September,  Wm.  Freelarid,  a  very  old  and 
highly  respected  citizen,  and  one  very  well  known  in 
Toronto,  passed  away. 

And  two  days  afterwards  John  Segsworth 
heard  and  answered  the  call.  He  only  became  a 
member  in  June,  and  at  that  meeting  gave  tis  a 
very  interesting  five-minute  address. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  month  David  Boyle 
(Richmond  Hill)  passed  before. 

Th  October,  news  came  from  Belleville  of  the 
death  of  Dr.  Win.  Canniff,  who  became  an  honor- 
ary member  of  the  society  in  the  year  1872. 

In  the  following  month — November — just  two 
weeks  after  our  regular  monthly  meeting,  death 
claimed  our  late  Secretary,  Rev.  H.  S.  Matthews. 
You  all  knew  him  so  well  that  anything  which  I 
could  say  in  reference  to  him  and  to  the  work  which 
he  was  doing  for  the  York  Pioneers  would  be  so 
feeble  that  I  think  I  had  better  leave  it  unsaid. 

During  the  next  month  we  suffered  the  loss  of 
two  members,  both  of  whom  were  frequently  pres- 
ent at  our  meetings,  viz.,  Ira  Bates  and  A.  F. 
Banks. 

Shortly  after  the  New  Year  death  came  to  Har- 
ry W.  Barron,  and  he  went  from  us  ;  and  during 
February,  Joseph  Bales,  a  gentleman  well  known 
in  the  country,  passed  away  ;  and  the  following  day 
Lieut. -Col.  John  A.  McGillivray,  who  was  a  Life 
member,  answered  the  call  of  his  Maker  and  passed 
hence. 

I  would  simply  say  to  the  members  of  the  York 
Pioneers  to  go  on  and  continue  the  good  work 
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which  has  prospered  so  well  during  the  last  three  or 
four  years. 

We  have  now  a  membership  of  nearly  1,000, 
and  I  would  suggest  to  you  to  set  out  the  task  of 
raising  this  to  at  least  1,200  during  this  year. 

I  am  firmly  convinced  in  my  own  mind,  and  I 
would  like  to  see  a  Reserve  Fund  started  by  the 
York  Pioneer  and  Historical  Society,  and  would  ex- 
press the  desire  that  this  Fund  would  become  large 
enough  in  the  course  of  a  few  years  that  we  will  be 
able  to  secure  a  home  of  our  own.  I  will  bring  this 
matter  up  for  consideration  in  the  near  future. 

We  have  had  several  very  fine  addresses  deliver- 
ed during  the  past  year.  The  first  was  by  Mr.  Alex- 
ander Fraser,  about  the  early  boundaries  of  the  old 
Home  District  which  appeared  in  last  year's  re- 
port. This  was  followed  by  one  delivered  by  Mr. 
W.  R.  Edmand,  descriptive  principally  of  what  was 
In  olden  times  known  as  Yorkville.  The  next  was 
from"  Hon.  Senator  J affray,  and  was  very  instruc- 
tive. 

Then  followed  one  by  Mrs.  O.  B.  Sheppard,  up- 
on the  life  of  her  grandfather,  the  late  John  Mont- 
gomery, and  the  stirring  times  of  1837  and  1838. 
This  was  a  very  interesting  address,  and  was  enjoy- 
ed by  every  member  present,  of  which  there  was  a 
very  large  number.  This  was  at  our  December 
meeting.  At  the  meeting  held  in  January,  Ivir. 
Thos.  Bell  gave  us  his  remembrances  of  Toronto  60 
to  65  years  ago.  This  was  a  very  instructive  paper, 
and  was  greatly  appreciated  by  every  member  who 
heard  it.  Before  closing,  I  would  like  to  say  a  few 
words  about  our  two  annual  social  events  of  the 
year. 

The  annual  dinner  held  at  the  Exhibition 
grounds  upon  Pioneer  Day  was  attended  by  a  larger 
number  of  members  and  their  ladies  than  any  pre- 
vious gathering. 

Our  second  social  evening  was  held  last  Friday 
evening,  and  is  now  so  fresh  in  the  memory  of 
those  who  were  present  that  I  need  say  nothing  fur- 
ther about  it.

In  presenting  the  report  of  the  Niagara  Histori- 
cal Society,  we  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  say  that 
the  year  just  past  has  been  to  us  one  of  progress 
in  almost  every  direction  aimed  at  by  us.  Regular 
monthly  meetings  were  held  from  October  to  April 
and  papers  read.  At  the  annual  meeting,  Oct.  I3th, 
1910,  it  was  stated  that  never  in  any  year  had  so 
many  members  been  added  to  our  numbers,  as  thir- 
ty-one names  had  increased  the  roll.  We  now  num- 
ber one  hundred  and  seventy,  but  have  lost  by  death 
several  valuable  members,  Mrs.  McGaw,  Miss  Gor- 
don, J.  Howard  Hunter,  and  lately  one  of  our  hon- 
orary members,  Dr.  David  Boyle,  who  has  been  a 
faithful  friend  to  the  society  in  word  and  deed  in 
many  ways,  also  Alexander  Servos,  who  contribut- 
ed several  valuable  relics,  and  Mrs.  Roe,  an  honor- 
ary vice-president. 

The  following  papers  were  read  during  the  year  : 
History  of  the  Chicora,  by  A.  J.  Clark,  also  ex- 
tracts from  the  Freeman's  Journal  published  by 
Joseph  Wilcocks  in  Niagara,  1810  ;  in  December, 
the  History  of  Fort  Niagara,  by  Miss  Carnochan  ; 
in  January,  also  by  the  president,  a  paper  relating 
to  the  placing  of  the  obelisk  in  1860  which  marks 
the  spot  where  General  Brock  fell,  embracing  origi- 
nal letters  addressed  to  Col.  D.  McDougal  by  Judge 
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McLean,  Sir  Allan  Macnab,  Col.  McUonell,  \V. 
Thomas,  the  architect,  etc.  ;  in  February,  a  paper 
contributed  by  Mr.  K.  Green  of  Ottawa,  "I/undy's 
Lane  and  Some  Graves  There"  ;  in  March,  Letters 
of  Charles  Askin  and  General  Sheaffe  after  the 
Battle  of  Oueenston  Heights,  contributed  by  Col. 
Cruikshank.  The  president  also  read  extracts  from 
The  Gleaner  in  1819  and  1831  relating  to  the  cere- 
mony of  laying  the  corner-stone  of  St.  Andrew's 
church,  the  first  church  built  in  1794  having  been 
destroyed  by  the  enemy  in  1813.  In  April  a  paper 
was  read,  contributed  by  Mr.  H.  Roe,  giving  an  ac- 
count of  a  visit  to  Ireland  in  1810,  the  different 
papers  being  contributed  from  Ottawa,  Calgary, 
Toronto,  St.  Thomas  and  Niagara. 

Several  valuable  contributions  have  been  made 
to  the  collection,  coming  from  widely  different 
points  :  A  remarkable  memorial  chart  taken  from 
Pekin,  China,  at  the  time  of  the  Relief  of  the  Lega- 
tions in  1 900  ;  a  pocket  compass  and  sundial,  also 
from  China  ;  some  articles  from  South  Africa  in 
the  Boer  war  ;  a  prayer  book  and  Gospel  of  St. 
Mark  in  the  Mohawk  language,  translated  by  Thy- 
endamegea  (Chief  Brant),  1787  ;  the  historic  copper 
kettle  of  Laura  Secord  in  which  the  gold  was  pre- 
served in  1813,  also  two  silver  tablespoons  left  by 
the  will  of  Miss  Augusta  Smith  of  Guelph,  grand- 
daughter of  Laura  Secord,  marked  with  the  letters 
J.  L.  S.,  for  James  and  Laura  Secord  ;  a  deed  sign- 
ed by  John  Jacob  Astor  in  1806  and  about  forty  re- 
ceipts signed  by  Indians,  some  of  them  the  sons  of 
Mary  Jamieson,  the  white  woman  who  lived  with 
the  Indians,  also  relics  going  back  to  the  battle  of 
Culloden  and  the  Indian  Mutiny  ;  a  piano  which  was 
one  of -two  in  York,  now  Toronto,  nearly  a  century 
ago  ;  seventy-seven  lantern  slides  of  views  in  Nor- 
way with  a  descriptive  lecture  sent  from  Scotland, 
and  many  other  articles. 

The  building  has  been  improved  by  installing 
ten  electric  lights,  adding  much  to  the  efficiency  of 
the  room.  The  work  of  placing  tablets  in  the  build- 
ing in  memory  of  early  settlers  and  regiments  sta- 
tioned here  is  being  continued. 

Another  pamphlet  has  been  printed,  No.  20,  con- 
taining articles  read  during  1910  ;  Reminiscences  of 
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the  Fenian  Raid,  by  Charles  Hunter  ;  Reminiscences 
of  Niagara  and  St.  David's,  by  Mrs  J.  G.  Currie  ; 
Glimpses  of  Confederation  and  the  Confederators,by 
Rev.  A.  F.  MacGregor,  B.A.,  and  Extracts  from 
the  Journal  of  Thomas  de  Boucherville,  1802-1813, 
translated  by  the  president.  No.  7  long  out  of  print 
is  being  reprinted  as  No.  21  with  additions,  and  the 
catalogue  of  the  articles  in  the  room,  the  making  of 
which  proved  an  onerous  task,  is  now  being  printed 
in  Toronto  for  us  by  a  generous  friend.  400  pamph- 
lets have  been  distributed  to  members,  historical  so- 
cieties, and  sold,  and  450  annual  reports  sent  out. 

The  room  has  generally  been  open  twice  a  week 
and  during  camp  time  every  day,  and  hundreds  of 
visitors  have  enrolled  their  names.  The  annual  visit 
was  paid  to  the  graveyards  on  September  I7th  and 
flowers  placed  on  many  graves.  The  president  at- 
tended the  annual  meeting  of  the  Ontario  Histori- 
cal Society  held  at  Brockville.  The  contribution 
box  yielded  a  larger  amount  than  ever  before,  con- 
taining gold,  silver,  copper,  bank  bills,  from  one 
cent  to  ten  dollars. 

The  annual  picnic  wras  held  in  August  at  Fort 
Niagara  and  largely  attended.  This  year  we  hope 
to  visit  Lundy's  I^ane.  While  we  are  pleased  to  re- 
cord the  fact  that  Butler's  graveyard  has  been  put 
in  better  condition  by  the  Park  Commissioners,  we 
deplore  the  fact  that  notwithstanding  the  different 
appeals  made  by  us  and  also  the  Ontario  Historical 
Society  to  the  Government  with  regard  to  the 
neglected  condition  of  Forts  George,  Missdssagua, 
and  Navy  Hall,  nothing  has  been  done  and  the  lat- 
ter building  is  now  in  ruins. 

We  rejoice  that  other  societies  are  being  formed 
and  that  more  interest  is  being  taken  in  historical 
research  and  we  do  not  so  often  meet  with  a  sneer 
at  historical  societies.  In  our  own  case  we  have  on 
several  occasions  been  able  to  give  important  infor- 
mation from  our  records  to  anxious  inquirers.

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Ontario  His- 
torical Society  : 

The    Elgin    Historical    and    Scientific  Institute 
begs  leave  to  report  as  follows  : — 

1.  The    Institute    has    had    a    successful    year, 
meetings  having  been  fairly  attended,   a  number    of 
papers  on  historical  subjects  presented,  and  the  in- 
terest of  members  well  maintained. 

2.  Nearly  a  hundred  years  have  passed  since  the 
War  of  1812.    The  heroic  qualities  displayed  by   the 
men  of  Canada  during  that  critical  period,  in  resist- 
ing invasion,  and  maintaining  this  land  as  an    in- 
tegral part  of  the  British  Empire,  have  received  re- 
cognition on  the  pages  of  history  and  in  the  hearts 
of  our  people.    Societies  and  representative  men  and 
women  have  recently  united  in  urging  upon  the  Pro- 
vincial Government,  as  an  appropriate  public  com- 
memoration of  the  vStruggles  and   victories    of    the 
years  1812-1815,  the  erection  of  a  suitable  monument 
in  Queen's  Park,  Toronto,  to  be  a  constant  reminder 
to    Canadians  of  this  and  succeeding  ages  of  their 
indebtedness  to    those    of  the  former  time.    The    In- 
stitute has  cordially  co-operated  in    this    patriotic 
movement. 

3.  Peace  also  has  its  victories,   and  the  celebra- 
tion   in     1915    of   the  Hundred   Years  of  Peace  be- 
tween the  Empire  of  Britain  and  the  United  States 
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is  a  project  that  should  appeal  to  all  who  desire  to 
see  realized  in  their  time  "Peace  on  earth,  good-will 
to  men." 

4.  The  Institute's  next  publication,  to    consist 
mainly  of  reminiscences  of  early  pioneers,  is  in    the 
hands  of  the    printer,    and   will,     it     is     hoped,     be 
ready  for  delivery  during  the  summer. 

5.  The  Institute  has  still     under    consideration 
the  question  of  securing  permanent  quarters.    Vari- 
ous sites  have  been  considered,  but  difficulties  in  the 
way  have  up  to  the  present  prevented  any  definite 
action  being  taken. 

6.  The  finances  are  in  a  satisfactory  state,    the 
balance  of  cash  on  hand  being  $174.10.     This  is  ex- 
clusive of  the  balance  in  the  hands  of  the  Women's 
Auxiliary.    The  treasurer's  report  is  appended. 

7.  Five  regular  meetings  have  been  held  by  the 
Institute,  and  the  following  papers  were  read  : —

We  varied  the 
programme  by  papers  on  other  topics,  of  some  of 
which  I  shall  make  special  mention,  one  on 
"Totem-Poles,"  by  Mrs.  J.  S.  Robertson,  which 
was  also  read  at  the  senior  society  ;  "Scenes  in  Ire- 
land," Miss  L-  Colter  ;  a  synopsis  of  "The  New 
North"  written  by  Agnes  Dean  Cameron,  was  giv- 
en by  Mrs.  H.  Heard,  and  we  were  favored  by  the 
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loan  of  a  paper  on  the  "Siege  of  Long    Sault,"    by 
Miss    Casey  of  the  Archives,  Ottawa. 

The  society  enjoyed  its  annual  social  gathering 
on  Nov.  i8th.

In  presenting  the  report  of  the  Huron  Institute 
for  the  year  1910-11,  we  do  so  with  the  gratifica- 
tion of  knowing  that  there  is  yet  no  inconsiderable 
interest  manifested  in  the  work  of  our  society.  Dur- 
ing the  past  year  there  have  been  six  meetings  held, 
three  open  and  three  of  the  executive,  and  at  all  the 
attendance  was  good. 

At  the  open  meetings  the  people  of  Collingwood 
were  privileged  to  hear  a  second  interesting  and  in- 
structive address  on  the  important  question  of 
"Forestry,"  by  Mr.  A.  Knechtel  of  the  Department 
of  Forestry  at  Ottawa.  This  was  overflowing  with 
information  as  to  the  conduct  of  the  work  of  refor- 
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ewtation  in  the  older  countries  of  Europe,  and  show- 
ed the  necessity  and  importance  of  similar  activities 
in  Canada. 

Mr.  E.  Stewart,  our  townsman,  who  has  been 
privileged  to  travel,  provided  an  interesting  evening 
with  a  trip  to  the  country  of  the  Aztecs,  Mexico. 
He  recounted  the  pleasures  and  otherwise  of  a 
month  spent  in  that  country,  and  accompanied  his 
text  with  a  number  of  lantern  views,  many  of 
which  wTere  reproductions  of  photographs  taken  by 
himself. 

Our  secretary,  Mr.  David  Williams,  continued 
his  History  of  Collingwood,  this  year  dealing  in  an 
illustrated  paper  with  the  "Shipping  of  Colling- 
wood." This  lecture  was  accompanied  by  fifty  lan- 
tern pictures,  showing  the  early  vessels,  steamers, 
elevators,  wharves,  etc.,  thus  conveying  to  the  axul- 
ience  present  some  idea  of  the  great  changes  that 
have  occurred  during  the  past  fifty  or  sixty  years  in 
matters  marine  as  they  pertain  to  Collingwood. 

The  interest  in  the  museum  of  the  Institute  con- 
tinues, and  since  the  last  annual  meeting  many  in- 
teresting and  valuable  additions  have  beer  made  to 
the  shelves.  The  Exploration  Committee  continued 
their  investigations  during  the  past  summer,  and 
succeeded  in  definitely  locating  the  old  military 
burying  ground  on  lox  6,  concession  15,  to\vnship  of 
Sunnidale.  This  burying  ground  was  used  in  connec- 
tion with  one  of  the  principal  military  stations  of 
1813  and  it  would  be  most  desirable  to  have  a  per- 
manent ononument  erected  on  the  spot,  and  also  to 
take  some  steps  to  preserve  the  high  banks  of  the 
Nottawasaga  River,  which  are  fast  falling  away. 

Our  president  and  secretary  signed  the  petition 
of  the  memorial  to  the  heroes  of  1812-14,  praying 
that  the  Provincial  Government  might  erect  some 
fitting  memorial  to  those  who,  for  this  country, 
participated  in  the  events  of  those  stirring  days. 
The  presentation  of  the  petition  with  numerous  oth- 
ers from  kindred  organizations  and  also  individuals 
was  followed  by  a  deputation  comprised  of  about 
one  hundred  representatives  of  the  societies  and  a 
large  number  of  the  citizens  of  Toronto.  The  Pre- 
mier, on  behalf  of  the  Government,  approved  of  the 
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proposition  and  asked  for  further  information  as  to 
the  form  it  was  desired  that  the  memorial  should 
take. 

This  year  for  the  first  time  our  Institute  was 
represented  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  American 
Historical  Society,  held  in  Indianapolis  on  2yth  to 
3oth  December,  when  the  gathering  wa&  one  of  the 
largest  of  teachers  and  students  of  history  yet  held 
in  the  United  States  or  Canada.  The  American  So- 
ciety covers  history  in  all  its  branches,  and  does 
does  not  confine  its  labors  to  that  of  the  United 
States.  Several  branches  met  at  the  same  hour 
each  day,  and  one  that  proved  of  exceptional  inter- 
est to  societies  of  the  nature  of  the  Huron  Institute 
was  the  conference  of  state  and  local  historical  so- 
cieties. The  papers  presented  were  chiefly  on  the 
subject  of  preservation  of  materials  and  their  care. 
Stress  was  laid  upon  the  importance  of  securing 
manuscripts,  maps,  pamphlets,  and  other  similar 
documents  that  are  so  often  counted  worthless  and 
valueless.  Doctor  Reuben  Thwaites,  known  for  his 
translation  of  the  Jesuit  Relations,  emphasized  the 
value  of  doing  this  work  carefully  and  systematical- 
ly, summing  up  with  the  words,  tlThe  literary  rub- 
bish of  one  generation  is  the  priceless  treasure  of  the 
next."  The  Huron  Institute  has  been  working  along 
the  lines  argued  for  by  Doctor  Thwaites  and  the 
other  speakers,  and  already  has  a  goodly  number 
of  interesting  and  valuable  documents  bearing  on 
the  history  of  Collingwood  and  vicinity.  The  pro- 
per preservation  of  these  is  now  a  question  to  be 
grappled  with,  and  will  not  be  delayed. 

Reports  of  the  Institute  were  filed  with  the 
American  Society,  and  the  officials  and  others  who 
became  aware  of  its  work  expressed  surprise  and 
gratification. 

The  membership  of  our  Institute  remains  about 
the  same  as  last  year,  and  the  finances  are  in  a 
healthy  condition.  Reports  were  filed  with  the  Pro- 
vincial Government  and  the  Ontario  Historical  So- 
ciety with  which  the  Institute  is  affiliated,  and  the 
annual  grant  has  befen  received.

Our  society  is  progressing  slowly,  but  satisfac- 
torily, new  adherents  occasionally  joining  to  assist 
us. 

On  March  I4th,  1910,  the  annual  meeting  was 
held  and  the  officers  elected. 

At  this  meeting  very  interesting  papers  were 
read  by  Miss  Gilkison,  Major  Smith  and  Inspector- 
Standing.  Miss  Gilkison's  paper  dealt  with  remin- 
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iscences  and  extracts  from  private  correspondence 
of  a  very  early  date.  Major  Smith  dealt  with  the 
grants  of  Crown  lands  to  the  Indians  and  copies  of 
documents  of  a  legal  nature.  Inspector  Standing 
outlined  a  course  of  procedure  for  the  advancement 
of  the  society. 

The  meeting  in  April  was  rendered  attractive  by 
the  presence  of  the  Provincial  Archivist,  Alexander 
Fraser,  Esq.,  of  Toronto,  who  delivered  a  very  val- 
uable address  on  the  Bureau  of  Archives  and  work 
relating  to  historical  societies.  Three  representa- 
tives of  the  Six  Nations  Indians  were  in  the  audi- 
ence and  they  proffered  their  assistance  in  advanc- 
ing the  interests  of  the  society.  Under  the  head  of 
correspondence,  Mr.  Passmore,  the  secretary,  stat- 
ed that  among  recent  donations  was  a  volume 
printed  in  London,  England,  bearing  the  date  1787, 
entitled  "The  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  &c.,  &c.,  of 
the  Church  of  England,  together  with  a  Collection 
of  Prayers  and  Sentences  of  Holy  Scripture  trans- 
lated into  the  Mohawk  Language  under  the  di- 
rection of  Missionaries,  &c.,  a  New  Edition  to 
which  is  added  the  Gospel  of  St.  Mark  translated 
into  the  Mohawk  by  Capt.  Joseph  Brant."  The 
translation  of  St.  Mark  bears  the  date  1774.  The 
donor  of  this  volume  also  presented  the  society  with 
a  gold  ring  formerly  worn  by  Miss  Betsy  Brant,  the- 
vsister  of  Capt.  Joseph  Brant.  Another  valuable  do- 
nation was  an  indenture  bearing  date  1796,  signed 
by  Joseph  Brant,  being  a  deed  of  salt  of  land  of  tho 
Indians  to  three  persons  mentioned  in  the  deed. 

No  meetings  were  held  during  the  summer,  but 
they  were  resumed  on  October  2 1st  when  a  pro- 
gramme for  the  coming  months  was  outlined  by 
the  president.  Miss  Gilkison  gave  a  well-prepared 
report  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Ontario  Histor- 
ical Society  held  in  Brockville. 

At  the  November  meeting  Miss  C.  Gillen  read 
from  authorities  on  the  claims  of  Brant  to  the  title 
chief.  An  interesting  discussion  followed  when 
much  information  was  elicited  on  the  difference  be- 
tween a  Hereditary  Chief,  Warrior  Chief,  and  Pine- 
tree  Chief.  John  Joseph  Hawkins,  Esq.,  then  read  a 
most  carefully  prepared  paper  on  "Early  Days  in 
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Brantford.11    This  valuable  document  throws    much 
light  on  Brantford  in  its  infancy. 

The  meeting  in  January  was  given  mostly  to  a 
discussion  on  the  claims  of  Tecumseh  and  other 
heroes  to  public  recognition  and  also  to  a  consider- 
ation of  plans  for  the  coming  meeting  of  the  On- 
tario Historical  Society. 

The  society  again  met  on  the  9th  of  February, 
on  which  occasion  Major  M.  F.  Muir  read  a  paper 
on  the  theme,  "The  Old  Burial  Ground  in  Burford." 
This  cemetery  is  not  used  now,  but  many  of  the 
county's  able  men  are  buried  there.  The  secretary 
was  instructed  to  write  to  the  descendants  of  some 
of  the  old  families  with  a  view  to  having  this  most 
interesting  spot  cared  for  and  suitable  tablets  erect- 
ed to  honor  the  memory  of  those  who  took  such  a 
prominent  part  in  the  pioneer  days  of  Brant  county.

All  of  our  meetings  have  been  well  attended, 
and  I  think  I  can  safely  state  that  the  lectures  pro- 
vided have  been  of  a  very  high  standard,  with  a 
great  variety  of  subjects.  In  providing  speakers  for 
you,  it  is  not  always  possible  to  secure  just  the 
man  we  perhaps  would  wish.  We  have  been  partic-

ularly  fortunate,  and  I  have  endeavored  to  impress 
upon  each  speaker  the  fact  that  the  time  and  work 
given  so  cheerfully  for  our  society,  is  thoroughly 
appreciated. 

During  the  year  our  collection  has  grown  stead- 
ily. The  various  societies  have  continued  to  send  us 
their  publications  and  many  residents  of  the  town 
and  county  have  presented  records  and  documents 
for  our  archives. 

Perhaps  the  most  important  addition  we  have 
received  during  the  year  is  the  copies  of  "The  Napa- 
nee  Standard"  presented  by  Mr.  T.  S.  Henry.  Al- 
though this  is  not  a  complete  set,  there  are  several 
of  the  early  volumes  complete  and  a  great  many 
odd  numbers.  They  are  not  arranged  in  convenient 
form  for  reference  as  yet,  but  I  hope  to  have  them 
so  arranged  before  our  next  meeting  in  October. 

Thirty-two  separate  donations  have  been  made, 
making  the  total  number  received  to  date  one  hun- 
dred and  seventy-five.  As  many  of  the  above  com- 
prise several  hundred  separate  articles,  you  will  ap- 
preciate somewhat  the  size  of  our  collection. 

I  have  spent  considerable  time  in  making  lists 
of  all  our  possessions,  and  when  they  are  complete, 
I  hope  to  introduce  a  card  system  which  will  enable 
any  one  looking  for  special  facts  to  find  them  read- 
ily. This  work  will  probably  take  one  or  two  years. 

In  the  meantime,  it  is  hoped  that  every  one  will 
remember  to  collect  material  for  this,  the  only  his- 
torical repository  in  the  county.  A  careful  record 
of  each  article  is  given,  with  the  name  of  the  donor 
and  the  date,  and  many  interesting  records  have 
been  presented  by  citizens  whose  friends  have  de- 
parted this  life  in  order  that  they  may  be  preserved 
to  perpetuate  their  memory. 

During  the  year,  Dr.  William  Canniff,  to  whom 
we  of  this  county  owe  so  much  for  his  excellent 
book,  C4A  Plistory  of  the  Early  Settlement  of  Tip- 
per Canada,"  passed  away.  He  died  at  Belleville, 
Ontario,  on  October  i8th,  1910.  At  our  meeting 
held  on  October  2ist,  1910,  a  sketch  of  his  life  was 
given  with  a  brief,  history  of  the  work  he  has  done 
for  our  society.  The  documents  he  presented  to  us 
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on  June  29th,  1909,  are  all  listed,  and,  when  proper- 
ly carded,  will  be  of  great  value  for  any  one  wishing 
to  look  up  the  militia  record  of  this  district  during; 
the  war  of  1812-1814. 

The  Independent  Order  of  Foresters,  through 
their  Supreme  Chief  Ranger,  Elliott  G.  Stevenson, 
Esq.,  presented  us  with  a  beautiful  large  walnut 
table  on  October  loth,  1910.  The  table  made  a 
splendid  addition  to  our  furniture,  and  was  just 
what  was  required  for  the  work. 

Our  second  volume  of  "Papers  and  Records" 
was  published  in  September.  Just  previous  to  its 
publication  I  prepared  an  index  for  the  first  volume 
and  sent  a  copy  to  those  who  had  bought  volume 
one.  The  second  is  issued  with  an  index  and  con- 
tains some  interesting  local  history.  Any  one  who 
is  a  member  of  the  society  is  entitled  to  a  free  copy. 
For  others  the  price  is  25c.  These  little  books  are 
sent  to  all  of  the  historical  societies  in  the  pro- 
vince, and  they  preserve  in  good  form  many  papers 
which  might  otherwise  be  lost. 

I  attended  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Ontario 
Historical  Society  held  at  Brockville,!  July  1 3th 
and  1 4th,  and  read  our  report,  which  appears  in  the 
annual  volume  printed  by  the  society.  Their  next 
meeting  is  to  be  held  in  Brant  ford  on  June  1st, 
2nd  and  3rd,  and  it  would  be  a  pleasure  to  have 
any  of  our  members  attend  those  meetings.  I  hope 
to  go,  and  intend  to  extend  to  the  society  an  in- 
vitation to  meet  in  Napanee  in  1912.  We  could  give 
the  delegates  from  all  parts  of  Ontario  a  very  inter- 
esting  time  here,  and  with  Ouinte  Bay  and  its  his- 
toric landmarks  so  easily  accessible,  could  make  a 
day  on  the  water  a  feature. 

THE  FUTURE. 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  announce  that  one  of 
our  honorary  president,  Mr.  Herrington,  has  con- 
sented to  prepare  for  publication  the  material  in  the 
Casey  scrap-books.  These,  as  you  know,  contain 
hundreds  of  articles  written  by  the  late  Mr.  Thos. 
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W.  Casey  on  the  history  of  this  county.  They  re- 
quire to  be  carefully  edited  and  arranged,  in  "order 
that  they  may  form  a  connected  history,  and  this 
will  require  many  hours  of  labor.  When  the  work 
is  done,  we  shall  endeavor  to  publish  them  with  the 
funds  of  the  society.  We  are  certainly  fortunate  in 
being  able  to  have  this  work  done  by  such  an  excel- 
lent writer  and  authority  on  Canadian  history. 

We  expect  to  have  eight  public  meetings  next 
year,  and  already  have  the  promise  of  five  lec- 
tures. Some  of  our  old  favorites  have  promised  to 
return,  and  of  course  there  will  be  some  new  faces. 

Again  let  me  thank  you  for  the  honor  you  have 
conferred  on  me.  This  is  our  thirtieth  meeting,  and 
certainly  much  has  been  done  to  strengthen  the- 
bond  of  historical  fellowship  in  the  county. 

Many  of  you  have  attended  every  meeting,  and 
with  the  new  comers  as  welcome  additions  to  our 
circle,  let  each  endeavor  to  make  the  coming  year 
the  best  in  our  history.  Article  2  of  our  constitu- 
tion reads  as  follows  :  "Its  objects  shall  be  to  *  en- 
gage in  the  collection,  preservation,  exhibition  and 
publication  of  materials  for  the  study  of  history, 
especially  the  history  of  the  County  of  Lennox  and 
Aldington  ;  to  this  end  studying  the  archaeology 
of  the  County,  acquiring  documents  and  manu- 
scripts, obtaining  narratives  and  records  of  pio- 
neers, conducting  a  library  of  historical  reference, 
maintaining  a  gallery  of  historical  portraiture, 
publishing  and  otherwise  diffusing  information  rela- 
tive to  the  history  of  the  County  and  of  the  Do- 
minion, and  in  general  encouraging  and  developing 
within  this  County  the  study  of  history. 

Let  every  one  remember  that  Article,  and  do 
some  work  during  the  coming  year  for  the  Lennox 
and  Addington  Historical  Society.

SECRETARY'S  REPORT. 

Madame  President  and  Members  of  the    Historical 
Society  : 

At  our  last  annual  meeting  we  started  with  the 
very  ambitious  project  of  realizing  the  long  cherish- 
ed project  of  the  society — to  make  a  much  more 
strenuous  effort  than  formerly — this  project  being 
the  erection  of  a  Memorial  Hall  to  Queen  Victoria. 
A  joint  in-eating  of  the  Graduate  Nurses'  Associa- 
tion, and  some  athers  who  had  been  invited  to  at- 
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tend,  and  delegates  from  this  society,  was  held  in 
the  Nurses'  Residence  of  the  Sick  Children's  Hos- 
pital, when  considerable  discussion  of  ways  and 
means  took  place.  A  committee  was  formed  to 
take  steps  to  ascertain  in  what  way  it  would  be 
possible*  to  realize  our  ambition.  Owing  to  the  ab- 
sensc  from  town  of  some  of  the  business  mien,  the 
failure  to  secure  any  encouragement  towards  get- 
ting a  pied  a  terre  near  the  University  grounds,  and 
the  inability  to  rai.se  sufficient  funds,!  our  amibiltion 
was  defeated.  We  have,  however,  not  relinquished 
it,  and  though  we  may  not  be  able  to  accomplish 
the  erection  of  a  building,  owing  to  the  higher  cost 
of  land  and  material,  we  have  not  given  up  all  hope 
that  by  some  other  means  a  memoria?  may  be  se- 
cured. 

An  increase  of  20  members  to  the  roll  of  1909 
was  recorded,  and  during  the  present  year  12  may 
be  added. 

The  papers  read  during  the  year  have  been  par- 
ticularly interesting,  several  of  them  being  from 
original  material. 

At  the  annual  meeting,  our  President,  Mrs.  For- 
syth  Grant — who  was  re-elected  for  the  year,  read 
an  interesting  Extract  from  the  Diary  of  Miss  Ann 
Powell,  of  1875,  giving  a  description  of  a  journey  by 
sail-boat  from  Montreal  to  Niagara,  and  speaking 
of  interesting  people  she  had  met.  This  paper  had 
been  obtained  from  the  executor  of  the  late  Miss 
Anne  G Wynne. 

An  interesting  lecture  by  Professor  Kylie  on 
"Lord  Durham's  Report  and  its  influence  on  the 
Canadian  Problems  of  to-day." 

The  3rd  part  of  Dr.  Scadding's  Diary  was  given 
by  his  daughter,  Mrs.  Sullivan. 

An  amusing  paper  on  the  Revolt  of  the  Ameri- 
can Colonies  in  1875,  as  told  by  a  New  Hampshire 
farmer's  daughter— a  U.E.Iv. — descriptive  of  a  jour- 
ney between  Concord,  N.H.,  and  St.  Anne  (now 
Fredericton)  was  read  by  Miss  Tippet. 

Some  Extracts  from  the  Diary  of  Mr.  Mark 
Stark,  by  his  son,  Mr.  Robert  Stark. 
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Mr.  William  Houston  gave  an  admirable  address 
on  the  Institutional  and  Educational  Evolution  of 
the  Dominion  of  Canada. 

"The  Battlefields  of  1812-14,"  by  your  Secre- 
tary. 

"Cape  Breton,"  by  Miss  Richardson,  read  by 
Miss  Helen  L,ees. 

"The  Old  Fort  at  Chambly,"  by  Miss  Chauncey 
Tooque,  with  illustrations  of  pictures  ol  the  old  cus- 
todian, M.  Dionne,  and  views  of  the  Fort. 

A  Paper  on  the  "Fort  at  Quebec,"  compiled  by 
Miss  Janet'  Price,  was  read  by  Mrs  Forsyth  Grant, 
closing  with  a  poem  on  "The  King's  Bastion,"  by 
George  Frederick  Scott. 

"An  Account  of  the  Conquest  of  Canaaa,"  tak- 
en from  Knox's  Diary,  and  two  letters  written  by 
a  French  officer  of  the  time,  was  read  by  Mrs.  Gor- 
don Mackenzie. 

A  most  graphic  account  by  Mrs.  Kersteman 
Wood,  of  her  reception  at  Buckingham  Palace j 
where  she  was  commanded  to  appear,  on  the  morn- 
ing of  the  Coronation,  by  His 'Majesty  the  King,  at 
the  request  of  Her  Royal  Highness  the  Princess 
lyouise.  V 

This  was  particularly  interesting,  not  only  from 
the  historic  interest  attached  to  it,  »but  as  an  illus- 
tration of  the  memory,  of  the  care  taken  in  details 
and  of  the  thoughtful  kindness  of  our  Sovereign  to 
his  people — explaining  through  it  the  cause  of  the 
devotion  of  the  people,  as  a  people,  to  the  reign- 
ing family  of  England. 

The  donations  received  during  the  year  were  :— 
A  water  colour  drawing,  by  Mr.  Robert  Stark,  of 
the  Canadian  Institute,  in  which  building  the  meet- 
ings of  the  Historical  Society  have  been  held  for  the 
last  three  years,  presented  by  the  artist.  A  number 
of  photographs  of  historic  sites  and  buildings  of  the 
Niagara  frontier,  presented  by  Mr.  Robert  Stark. 
A  fac-simile  copy  of  an  old  prayer  book  formerly 
belonging  to  Pere  Marquette.  Proof  Prints  of  Gen- 
eral Simcoe  receiving  the  Dispatches  in  Navy  Hall 
at  Niagara-on-the-Lake,  by  John  Kelly,  the  artist., 
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Copy  of  the  Archives — 2  Vols.  of  particular 
value  and  interest — publications  of  the  Ontario  Gov- 
ernment Archivist,  by  the  Department.  Review  of 
the  publications  relating  to  Canada,  from  Toronto 
University. 

Delegates  were  sent  to  the  meeting  of  the  On- 
tario Historical  Society,  held  at  Brantford  on  June 
ist,  2nd  and  3rd,  and  at  the  October  meeting  Miss 
Tocque  gave  an  account,  supplemented  by  Miss 
Mickle  and  your  Secretary,  of  that  meeting  and  of 
the  visit  to  the  Indian  Reserve  at  Oshweken. 

Exchanges  have  been  received  from  the  Ottawa 
Historical  Society,  the  Niagara  Historical  Society, 
the  Library  of  Congress,  Washington,  and  Univer- 
sity Library,  Toronto. 

We  have  also  to  acknowledge  gratefully  the  an- 
nual grant  of  $100.00  from  the  Educational  Depart- 
ment (Hon.  Dr.  Pyne)  .  This  to  be  expended  in 
printing  transactions,  etc. 

Your  Secretary  and  other  members  have  been 
particularly  requested  to  take  an  interest  in  the  re- 
storation'of  the  Old  Fort.  As  the  matter  stands 
now,  the  Plan  of  it  as  it  was  in  1816  is  fastened  to 
the  Deed  in  the  Militia  Department  in  Ottawa,  with 
the  understanding  that  until  the  Fort  is  restored 
the  Deed  will  not  be  given  to  the  City — although 
purchased  by  the  City.  At  various  times  the  mean^ 
bers  have  been  urged  to  use  their  influence  with  the 
members  of  the  Council  to  induce  them  to  carry  out 
the  undertaving. 

In  Karl  Grey's  valedictory  before  leaving  Can- 
ada he  particularly  requested  and  urged  upon  the 
people  that  a  strong  effort  should  be  made  to  insure 
this  being  carried  out,  that  he  might  not  feel  the 
disgrace  of  having  His  Royal  Highness,  the  Duke 
of  Connaught,  find  the  Old  Fort  in  the  horrible  con- 
dition it  is  in  to-day.  And  though  this  society  is 
non-political,  it  may  be  considered  ta  be  honestly 
national,  and  from  a  national  standpoint  it  should 
take  an  interest  in  this,  as  it  did  in  the  threatened 
Reciprocity  Pact  with  the  United  States,  which  has 
thus  far  been  dissipated  by  the  sense  and  under- 
standing of  the  people.  We  feel  sure  that  if  a  proper 
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appeal  is  made,  and  a  decided  effort  continued,  that 
the  Old  Fort  will  also  be  restored,  and  the  disgrace 
of  its  condition  removed  from  our  civic  escutcheon. 

At  the  invitation  of  the  Art  Museum  of 
Toronto,  through  Sir  Edmund  Walker  and  his  o Ul- 
cers, the  open  meeting  of  the  society  was  held  in  the 
Picture  Galley  of  the  Library,  and  Sir  Edmund1 
Walker  did  us  the  honour  of  addressing  us,  and  ask- 
ing our  interest  in  encouraging  true  art  and  pre- 
serving the  memory  of  those  Canadians  who  left 
good  work  from  their  brush  and  pencil. 

The  gift  of  the  late  Professor  Goldwin  Smith  of 
"The  Grange"  has  supplied  for  the  Art  Museum^ 
suitable  grounds  and  a  site  for  building  an  Art  Mu- 
seum that  will  be  a  credit  to  the  City.  Nothing  has 
been  done  towards  securing  quarters  for  the  Histor-, 
ical  Society  in  this  building — the  time  nor  the  op- 
portunity not  being  ripe  for  pushing  it.  In  the 
meantime  the  removal  to  larger  quarters  in  the\ 
Women's  Welcome  Hostel  has  secured  for  the  His- 
torical Society  a  room  in  which  to  meet  whej-e  they 
can  have  their  pictures  on  the  walls  and  their  be- 
longings stored.  This  room  is  well  lighted,  and  ar- 
rangements may  be  made  for  holding  an  evening 
meeting.  The  Secretary  has  also  obtained  for  her- 
self a  fine  electric  light  magic  lantern,  and  this  may 
also  be  engaged  when  required.  We  anticipate  that 
this  move  will  be  of  benefit  to  the  society  and  its 
interests  in  doing  its  work  for  the  country.  It  is  al- 
so, indirectly,  assisting  in  the  historic  work  con- 
nected with  the  bringing  of  a  good  class  of  women 
to  Canada,  as  the  rent  paid  for  the  hall  when  used 
will  help  towards  covering  the  expenses  of  this 
work. 

We  were  also  requested  to  send  representatives 
to  a  mass  meeting  to  be  held  in  the  Parliament 
Buildings  to  lay  before  the  First  Minister  the  wish 
of  the  people  to  hold  some  suitable  memorial  in 
1912-15  on  the  centenary  of  the  War  of  1812.  This 
was  very  well  done.  A  number  of  letters  were  re- 
ceived from  the  different  Historical  Societies  in  On- 
tario in  response  to  the  circular  sent  to  call  this 
meeting.  A  very  large  concourse  of  people  attended 
on  Friday,  January  the  2oth,  at  2.30,  in  the  Parlia- 
ment Buildings. 
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Owing  to  the  number  present  the  Hon.  James 
Whitney  received  them  on  the  landing  of  the  great 
stairca.se.  The  deputation  was  introduced  by  Col. 
Hamilton  Merritt,  and  addresses  given  by  Chief 
Smith,  of  the  Six  Nation  Indians  ;  Father  Minehau, 
Mr.  Norman  Gurd,  Miss  Carnochan,  aud  Mr.  Adam 
Brown.  The  latter  laid  great  stress  upon  the  work 
done  by  the  women  in  the  defence  of  the  country, 
and  in  preserving  the  memorials  of  the  past  from 
oblivion,  and  hoped  if  any  memorial  should  be 
erected  that  this  phase  of  the  history  should  be 
expressed. 

Mrs.  Clementina  Fessenden,  the  founder  of 
"Empire  Day,"  was  elected  an  honorary  memiber  of 
the  Historical  Society.

Another  year  of  earnest  work,  replete  with  in- 
tense interest,  has  crowned  with  success  the  efforts 
of  the  Women's  Canadian  Historical  Society  of  the 
Capital. 
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During  the  season  of  1910-11,  sixteen  meetings 
have  been  held,  ten  executive  (four  of  which  were 
special),  and  six  general. 

\Ve  note  with  pleasure  the  increased  interest 
among  the  young  people,  several  talented  young  la- 
dies having  taken  up  with  enthusiasm  our  Canadian 
history  study,  promising  well  for  the  future. 

Having  so  long  awaited  room  in  the  Carnegie 
Library  for  the  proper  housing  of  our  archives,  and 
receiving  no  encouragement  for  the  future,  we  ap- 
proached the  Board  of  the  Young  Women's  Christian 
Association  with  the  most  satisfactory  result,  their 
consent  to  the  placing  of  a  bookcase,  by  our  socie- 
ty, matching  the  interior  furnishings  of  their  read- 
ing room,  wiiere  our  valuable  and  rapidly  increas- 
ing collection  of  books,  documents  and  manuscripts 
will  shortly  be  placed,  convenient  of  access  to  the 
members,  a  courtesy  which  the  society  most  grate- 
fully appreciates. 

We  have  to  record  with  sorrow  the  loss  sustain- 
ed since  our  last  annual  meeting  of  three  prominent 
members  of  our  society,  the  first  an  honorary  mem- 
ber and  esteemed  founder  of  our  society,  Lady  Ed- 
gar, author  of  "The  Life  of  Brock,"  in  the  Makers 
of  Canada  series,  and  two  exceptionally  talented 
active  members,  Mrs.  Geo.  E.  Perley  and  Miss  Ruby 
Rothwell. 

Momentous  changes  in  ths  history  of  the  British 
Empire  have  transpired  since  our  last  annual. 

On  May  6th,  at  a  time  when  the  nation  seemed 
least  able  to  spare  "the  Peacemaker,"  our  beloved 
King  Edward  VII  received  his  call  home  from  the 
"King  of  Kings."  May  2oth,  the  day  of  the  fun- 
eral, the  memorial  services  and  solemn  tribute  paid 
his  memory  in  the  Capital  of  the  Empire's  great- 
est colony  will  never  be  forgotten  ;  on  that  occa- 
sion the  members  of  our  society  were  distinguished 
by  little  badges  of  royal  purple  with  the  portrait  of 
the  King  and  letters"  E.R.I,  and  beneath  "In  Me- 
moriam,"  W.C.H.S.  The  third  volume  of  the  tran- 
sactions of  our  society  which  were  in  press  at  the 
time  were  placed  in  covers  of  royal  purple  with 
black  and  silver  letters.  The  accession  of  his  son. 
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our  present  reigning  Sovereign,  King  George  V, 
binds  his  dominions  over  the  seas  still  closer  to  the 
motherland,  as  is  evidenced  in  his  touching  mes- 
sage, "To  my  People,1'  expressing  appreciation  of 
the  loving  devotion  of  the  nation,  enabling  him 
"hopefully  to  look  to  the  future,  strong  in  my  faith 
in  God,  trusting  my  people,  and  cherishing  the  laws 
and  constitution  of  my  beloved  country."  And 
again,  the  closing  words  of  the  King's  message  for 
Empire  Day,  "To  my  People  Beyond  the  Seas,  Un- 
der God's  guidance  as  ruler  of  all  men,  1  will  main- 
tain upon  the  foundation  of  freedom,  justice  and 
peace  the  great  heritage  of  the  United  British  Em- 
pire." 

In  connection  with  the  last  annual  an  adjourned 
open  meeting  was  held  on  the  evening  of  the  6th 
April,  in  the  Y.W.C.A.  Hall,  when  Mr.  Martin  Bur- 
rell,  M.P.  of  Yale-Caribou  favored  the  society  and 
its  friends  with  a  splendid  address  on  "British 
Columbia."  The  speaker  of  the  evening  was  intro- 
duced by  the  distinguished  and  veteran  ex-Secre- 
tary of  State,  Sir  Richard  Scott  (whose  book  on 
"The  Choice  of  the  Capital"  is  among  our  cher- 
ished possessions),  who  congratulated  the  W.  C. 
H.  S.  on  the  energy  and  industry  displayed  in  the 
work  of  their  patriotic  organization. 

Mr.  Burrell's  address  proved  a  veritable  treat, 
dealing  with  the  province  of  British  Columbia  from 
its  earliest  beginnings  to  the  present  day.  Opening 
with  some  ludicrous  incidents  of  the  danger  of  al- 
ways taking  for  granted  that  every  one  knows  the 
ABC  of  things,  he  traced  three  periods  in  the 
history  of  that  province,  the  first  and  earliest  per- 
iod, the  search  for  the  Northwest  passage  ;  the  sec- 
ond, the  fur-trading  period,  and  tlie  third  dealing 
with  our  own  days,  in  conclusion  urging  a  better  ac- 
quaintance with  British  Columbians,  who  were  "a 
scattered  people  of  so  vast  a  heritage,  keeping  guard 
along  the  Pacific  Coast."  Dr.  \V.  F.  King,  Direc- 
tor of  the  Royal  Observatory,  moved  a  hearty  vote 
of  thanks  to  Mr.  Burrell  for  his  masterly  address, 
making  some  very  interesting  allusions  to  the  dif- 
ferent schools  of  historic  thought.  Judge  McTavish 
in  seconding  the  motion,  said  the  society  was  to  be 
congratulated  on  obtaining  the  services  of  men  sent 
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Bast  such  as  the  lecturer,  and  that  their  motto 
from  "Love  thou  thy  land,"  would  lead  to  the 
fruition,  "Know  thou  thy  land."  During  the  even- 
ing delightful  instrumental  and  vocal  selections 
were  rendered  by  Mrs.  Arthur  Me  Council,  Miss  Pen- 
elope Davies  and  Mr.  A.  Elwyn  Clucas. 

September  2;th,  1910,  the  Royal  Society  of 
Canada,  with  which  we  have  the  honor  of  being  af- 
filiated, held  its  (postponed  from  May)  twenty- 
ninth  annual  meeting  in  the  Normal  school.  The 
presidential  address  was  delivered  by  the  Rev.  Geo. 
Bryce,  D.D.,  on  "The  Canadianization  of  Western 
Canada,"  a  subject  for  which  he  was  eminently  fit- 
ted, "Conciliation  with  Progress"  its  keynote.  At 
the  sessions  of  Section  n,  English  Literature,  His- 
tory, &c.,  Dr.  Jas.  H.  Coyne,  Chairman,  your  dele- 
gate had  the  privilege  of  listening  to  several  very  in- 
teresting and  instructive  papers,  among  them,  one 
by  an  associate  member  of  our  society  and  member 
of  the  Manitoba  Historical  Society,  Mrs.  George 
Bryce,  read  by  the  president  ;  "Lawrenciana,"  by 
I/t.-Col.  William  Wood,  notes  which  the  author  ex- 
plained were  merely  an  introduction,  "thinking  the 
time  ripe  for  literature  and  art  to  unite  in  a  book 
on  the  river  of  Canada,  St.  Lawrence,  the  King  of 
Waterways"  ;  "Pre-Loyalist  Settlements  of  Nova 
Scotia,"  by  the  Ven.  Archdeacon  W.  (X  Raymond, 
and  "With  Col.  Peacock's  Column  in  the  Fenian 
Raid  of  1866,"  which  were  interesting  personal  re- 
miniscences of  the  author,  Barlow  Cumberland, 
M.A.,  president  of  the  Ontario  Historical  Society. 
The  morning  of  the  28th,  under  Reports  of  Associat- 
ed Societies,  the  president,  Dr.  Bryce,  paid  a  very 
gratifying  personal  tribute  to  the  value  of  the  work 
done  by  the  W.  C.  H.  S.  of  the  Capital,  following 
the  reading  of  the  report  of  that  society  by  its 
delegate,  Mrs.  J.  B.  Simpson. 

Oct.  1 8th,  the  first  general  meeting  (an  open 
one)  was  held  in  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  Hall.  Mrs.  J. 
Lome  McDougall  kindly  presided  during  the  opening 
business  session  in  the  regretted  absence  of  the 
president,  through  recent  bereavement.  The  chair- 
man, Sir  Klzear  Taschereau,  congratulated  the  so- 
ciety on  its  wonderful  progress  since  its  inaugura- 
tion and  introduced  the  speaker  of  the  evening,  Mr. 
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J.  Stewart  Carstairs,  B.A.,  of  Toronto,  whose  ad- 
dress on  "Historical  Landmarks  of  the  Ottawa  Val- 
ley" was  listened  to  by  an  audience  which  crowded 
the  hall  to  its  utmost  capacity.  In  speaking  he 
mentioned  the  fact  that  in  Germany  they  only  al- 
low specialists  to  teach  history  because  they  re- 
cognize it  is  the  subject  which  tends  to  better  citi- 
zenship and  instills  into  the  boys  and  girls  a  nation- 
al patriotism.  The  history  of  every  township 
should  be  written  and  preserved.  Mr.  L.  J.  Burpee, 
librarian  of  Carnegie  Library,  moved  a  vote  of  ap- 
preciation which  Dr.  Benjamin  Suite  in  seconding 
remarked,  "that  before  the  Ottawa  River  was  dis- 
covered, the  spot  where  Ottawa  now  stands  was  the 
real  capital  of  all  this  district  where  the  various  In- 
dian tribes  met  and  made  their  treaties  and  laws." 
A  pleasant  social  half  hour  was  then  spent  and  at- 
tention drawn  to  the  Society's  Annual  Report  for 
1909-10,  and  third  volume  of  Transactions,  contain- 
ing twelve  papers  by  local  members,  treating  of  the 
Capital  and  its  vicinity,  placing  upon  record  much 
historical  data  heretofore  unrecorded  of  great  value 
to  the  student  of  Canadian  history  and  showing  the 
Society's  splendid  work.  We  are  deeply  indebted  to 
the  rare  discernment  and  patience  shown  by  Mad- 
ame Rheaurne,  the  talented  convener  of  our  Pro- 
gramme Committee,  on  whom  the  chief  onus  falls 
in  preparing  the  appropriate  and  enticing  menu  of 
our  literary  feasts. 

At  the  November  meeting  the  recording  secre- 
tary, Mrs.  J.  B.  Simpson,  as  accredited  delegate, 
presented  a  full  report  of  the  annual  convention  of 
the  Ontario  Historical  Society  which  was  held  in 
Brockville,  July  I3th,  izLth  and  I5th,  the  report  of 
which  will  appear  in  the  printed  annual  report  of 
the  society  for  1910-11. 

Miss  Eva  Read  followed  with  a  delightful  verb- 
al resume  of  the  period  of  Canadian  history  be- 
tween 1789-1835,  treating  of  the  formation  of  the 
Hudson  Bay  Company  and  the  settlement  of  the 
country.  At  the  close  she  spoke  of  her  visit  to 
England  during  the  past  summer  and  brought  a 
message  of  kindly  remembrance  from  Baroness  Mac- 
donald  of  Earnscliffe  (the  only  Colonial  Baroness  in 
her  own  right)  to  the  W.  C.  H.  S.  of  Ottawa. 


104  ANNUAIy  REPORT 

On  Friday,  Dec.  9lh,  the  last  meeting  for  1910 
was  held  when  much  interest  was  centred  in  the 
paper  prepared  and  read  by  Mrs.  A.  H.  Attwood  on 
"The  Northwest  Rebellion  of  1885,"  illustrated  by 
a  map  of  the  localities  covered.  Mrs.  Attwood  in  a 
clear  and  comprehensive  manner  took  her  hearers 
from  the  early  causes  of  discontent,  unfair  division 
of  land,  the  "Bill  of  Rights,"  the  Government  too 
slow  in  heeding  their  petition,  Louis  Riel,  their 
chosen,  but  cruel  and  selfish  leader  incited  to  result- 
ant rebellion,  and  the  first  outbreak  at  Duck  Lake, 
26th  March,  1885,  to  the  taking  of  Batoche  and 
close,  Riel  taken  prisoner,  committed  for  high  trea- 
son^and  hung  together  with  eight  Indians. 

The  first  meeting  of  1911  was  held  in  Carnegie 
Library,  P'riday,  Jan.  I3th,  the  paper  of  the  day 
on  "The  Heroine  of  Vercheres,"  being  prepared  and 
read  by  Mrs.  Walter  Armstrong,  and  enhanced  by 
Hebert's  exquisite  little  bronze  statue  of  the  brave 
little  French  maiden,  Marie  Madeleine  de  yercheres, 
kindly  loaned  by  Dr.  Doughty.  Mrs.  Armstrong's 
treatment  of  the  subject  called  fortli  warmest  en- 
comiums of  praise.  The  usual  chapter  of  Canadian 
history,  summarized  by  Mrs.  Braddish  Billings, 
then  followed,  dealing  in  this  instance  with  the 
events  which  transpired  between  1791-1812,  the  chief 
point  of  interest  centering  around  the  First  Parlia- 
ment of  Lower  Canada,  called  together  Dec.  iyth, 
1792. 

February's  general  meeting  was  presided  over 
by  our  gracious  honorary  vice-president,  Mrs.  Geo. 
K.  Foster,  who  suggested  in  opening  the  meeting 
that  the  corresponding  secretary  extend  the  best 
wishes  of  our  society  to  its  president,  Mrs.  Thomas 
Ahearn,  for  a  pleasant  visit  to  California  and  com- 
plete restoration  to  health,  which  was  ^heartily  car- 
ried. Mrs.  Braddish  Billings  reported  her  trip  to 
Toronto  as  delegate  from  our  society  to  the  large 
and  important  deputation  which  interviewed  Sir 
James  Whitney  re  the  erection  of  a  monument  to 
commemorate  the  heroes  of  the  war  of  1812-14.  The 
paper  of  the  day  on  "The  Siege  of  the  Long  Sault," 
prepared  and  read  by  Miss  Magdalen  Casey,  who 
ably  reviewed  the  final  struggle  of  the  froquois  to 
gain  control  in  New  France,  from  the  foundation  of 
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the  colony  around  Montreal  before  1653  by  Maison- 
neuve,  to'  the  siege  of  the  Long  Sault,  1660,  when 
the  brave  hero,  Adam  Bollard  des  Ormeaux,  and  his 
sixteen  intrepid  followers  saved  Montreal  and  Can- 
ada went  on  to  the  fulfilment  of  her  destiny.  The 
25oth  anniversary  of  this  telling  victory  was  en- 
thusiastically celebrated  in  Montreal  last  May  on 
Place  d'  Armes. 

Miss  Muriel  Shortt's  history  chapter  was  a  very 
clever  verbal  resume  dealing  with  the  First  Parlia- 
ment of  Upper  Canada,  filling  in  every  occurrence 
from  the  passing  of  the  Constitutional  Act  in  1791 
to  the  outbreak  of  the  war  of  1812,  with  tribute 
to  the  splendid  system  of  military  rule  established 
by  Lord  Simcoe. 

The  thanks  of  the  society  are  due  Mr.  McLeod 
Stewart  for  his  kindness  in  delivering  an  illustrated 
lecture,  under  their  auspices,  on  the  timely  topic  of 
the  day,  "The  Georgian  Bay  Ship  Canal."  The 
Hon.  George  K.  Foster  kindly  presided  on  tliat  oc- 
casion. 

On  Friday,  the  loth  of  March,  the  last  paper  of 
the  season  on  M  Personal  reminiscences  of  the  tragic 
events  at  Frog  Lake  and  Fort  Pitt  during  the 
Northwest  Rebellion  of  1885,"  was  given  by  Mrs. 
F.  A.  Paget,  who,  with  her  parents  and  little  sister, 
were  made  prisoners  by  the  Indians  of  Chief  Big 
Bear's  band.  Her  vivid  descriptions  of  the  tragic 
events  were  of  thrilling  interest  and  much  appreci- 
ated. Miss  Hazel  Biggar  with  a  skilful  touch  mter- 
estingly  reviewed  the  history  of  the  Maritime  Pro- 
vinces during  the  period  of  1783-1812,  thus  bringing 
to  a  close  our  Canadian  history  study  for  the  sea- 
son. 

Our  society  is  at  present  intensely  interested  in 
a  Memorial  of  Peace  as  the  outward  expression  of 
the  soul  of  our  nation.  It  was  war  that  taught  the 
Netherlands  to  federate  in  1619.  It  was  war  which 
united  the  States  in  America,  federated  Switzer- 
land, Germany,  and  Australia  and  unified  Italy. 
But  Canada  formed  a  great  national  life  out  of  dis- 
tinct provinces  of  conflicting  interests  in  a  time  of 
profound  peace.  It  is  this  act  we  wish  to  commem- 
orate. 
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The  following  speaks  for  itself  : 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Executive  of  the  Women's 
Canadian  Historical  Society  held  in  Carnegie  Lib- 
rary, Saturday,  November  5th,  1910,  the  honorary 
vice-president,  Mrs.  Geo.  E.  Foster,  in  the  chair, 
the  minutes  of  last  Executive  were  read  and  approv- 
ed, in  business  arising  out  of  the  minutes  re  the 
nomination  at  the  annual  convention  of  the  Ontario 
Historical  Society  held  in  BrockvUlc,  July  I3th, 
I4th  and  I5th,  of  our  president,  Mrs.  Thomas 
Ahearn,  to  the  "Historic  Sites  and  Monuments 
Committee,"  and  that  of  the  recording  secretary, 
Mrs.  J.  B.  Simpson,  to  the  special  centennial  com- 
mittee appointed  for  the  "Suitable  Commemoration 
of  Historic  Events,"  the  recording  secretary  asked 
permission  to  bring  up  the  following  resolution  as 
appertaining  to  the  work  of  their  committees  : 

Resolved, — That,  as  the  Plaza  which  is  to  be 
built  between  the  two  bridges,  will  form  the  true 
centre  of  Ottawa,  the  Capital  of  the  Dominion  of 
Canada,  the  Women's  Canadian  Historical  Society 
do  hereby  earnestly  advocate  the  erection  thereon  of 
a  symbolical  memorial  of  that  great  historical 
event,  the  Confederation  of  the  Provinces,  a  Victory 
of  Peace. 

This  resolution,  moved  by  Mrs.  Simpson  and 
seconded  by  Mrs.  Ahearn,  met  with  unanimous  ap- 
proval and  was  read  and  ratified  by  a  standing  vote 
at  the  general  meeting  of  the  W.  C.  H.  S.  held  in 
Carnegie  Library,  Friday,  November  nth,  and  the 
above  ladies  authorized  as  a  committee  to  have  the 
matter  brought  before  Parliament,  all  the  pro- 
vinces to  be  requested  to  contribute  to  the  central 
symbolical  figure  other  symbols,  or  their  coats  of 
arms,  making  the  project  at  once  comprehensive 
and  unifying  in  its  character,  the  design  to  be  sub- 
mitted for  world-wide  competition. 

Monday,  January  3oth,  1911,  the  Premier,  Sir 
Wilfrid  Laurier,  accompanied  by  two  of  his  Minis- 
ters, Hon.  Mr.  Pugsley,  Minister  of  Public  Works, 
and  Hon.  Mackenzie  King,  Minister  of  Labor,  gra- 
ciously accorded  an  interview  to  the  president,  Mrs. 
Thomas  Ahearn,  and  the  trecording  secretary,  Mrs. 
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J.  B.  Simpson,  of  the  W.  C.  II .  S.,  who  presented 
a  memorial  from  that  society,  embodying  the  above 
resolution. 

The  committee  were  introduced  by  the  local 
member,  Mr.  H.  B.  McGiverin,  to  the  Premier,  who 
received  them  most  courteously  and  expressed  him- 
self as  most  favorably  impressed  with  the  idea  as 
conveyed  in  the  memorial  and  the  deep  interest  tak- 
en by  the  W.  C.  H.  S.  in  their  Capital  and  coun- 
try, promising  that  the  matter  would  have  careful 
consideration  by  the  Government.  Let  us  hope  that 
in  the  not  too  distant  future  this  will  prove  un 
fait  accompli.

the  society  to  be  worn  on  the  day  of  the  funeral  of 
our  late  beloved  Sovereign,  King  Edward  VII,  of 
revered  memory  ;  communications  from  the  Educa- 
tion and  Treasury  Departments,  Toronto,  on  busi 
ness  in  connection  with  the  carrying  on  of  the  soci- 
ety, favors  asked  and  favors  granted,  co-operation 
solicited  in  various  schemes  of  historical  work,  such 
as  the  erection  of  monuments,  preservation  of  land- 
marks, etc.,  notably  a  monument  to  be  erected  on 
Nepean  Point  to  the  memory  of  Samuel  de  Chamr 
plain,  one  of  the  heroes  of  the  wars  of  1812-14,  to  be 
erected  near  the  House  of  Parliament,  Toronto.
